No  greater  sum  than  fifteen  dollars  in  any  one  year  shall  be 
paid  or  expended  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  saia  town  for  the  relief 
of  any  one  poor  person  or  one  family,  without  the  sanction,  in  writing,  oi 
the  town  auditors  based  upon  the  certificate  of  the  attending  physician, 
that  by  reason  of  sickness,  lameness  or  other  physical  disability  or 
injury  of  himself,  or  in  his  family,  the  removal  woula  be  dangerousand 
improper. 

8  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of

Such  book 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  tax-payer  of  the  town 
at  the  residence  or  oJ£ce  of  the  overseer. 

§  9.  On  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  annual  town  meeting  of  said 
town,  the  oyerseer  of  the  poor  shall  lay  the  said  original  book  before 
the  board  of  town  auditors  of  said  town,  together  wim  a  just  and  true 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  him  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  of  said  town,  with  all  vouchers  in  support  thereof,  which  account 
shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor.

town  meetings  in  the  town  of  Watervliet ;  and  no  person  shall  be  sugibuity 
elected  an  officer  in  said  village  unless  he  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  ^  ***°®' 
tibe  election  at  which  he  shall  be  elected.    The  trustees  and  constables 
shall  be  residents  of  the  respective  wards  in  which  they  shall  be  elected 
and  hold  their  offices,  and  the  assessors  shall  severally  be  freeholders 
within  the  said  village.    The  person  eligible  and  having  the  greatest 
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namber  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected,  and  when  a  greater  namber 
of  persons  than  are  entitled  to  be  elected  to  an  office  shall  have  the 
greatest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  officer  presiding  at  the 
election  shall  forthwith  determine  by  lot  which  shall  be  deemed  elected, 
and  in  such  case  the  facts  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  certificate  of  the 
result  made  by  such  officers. 

§  8.  The  electors  shall  vote  by  ballot,  and  such  person  offering  to 
vote  shall  deliver  his  ballot  so  folded  as  to  conceal  the  contents,  to  one 
of  the  inspectors  in  the  presence  of  the  board.  The  ballot  shall  be  a 
paper  ticket,  which  shall  contain  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written 
and  partly  printed,  the  names  of  the  persons  for  which  the  elector 
intends  to  vote,  and  shall  designate  the  office  to  which  each  person  so 
named  is  intended  by  him  to  be  chosen,  but  no  ballot  shall  contain  a 
greater  number  of  names  of  persons  designated  for  any  office  than 
there  are  persons  to  be  chosen  at  the  election  to  fill  such  omce.  On  the 
outer  side  of  each  ballot,  when  folded,  there  shall  appear  written  or 
printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed,  one  of  the  following 
words :  "  ward,"  "  village ; "  but  no  ballot  found  in  the  proper  box 
shall  be  rejected  for  the  want  of  such  indorsement. 

§  11.  The  ninth  section  of  said  last-mentioned  act  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  9.  The  ballot  indorsed  "  ward  "  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons designated  by  the  elector  for  the  office  of  trustee,  constable  and 
inspectors  of  election,  or  any  or  either  of  them.  The  ballot  indorsed 
'*  village  "  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  persons  designated  for  the 
office  of  president,  assessors,  chamberlain  and  street  commissioner,  or 
any  or  either  of  them,  to  be  chosen  at  such  election,  and  such  ballots 
shall  be  deposited  in  separate  boxes,  to  be  provided  by  the  bt^ard  of 
trustees  for  that  purpose,  with  locks  and  keys  as  provided  by  law  in 
respect  to  the  election  of  State  officers. 

§  12.  The  tenth  section  of  said  last-mentioned  act  is  hereby  made  a 
portion  of  this  act,  and  reads  as  follows : 

§  10.  Every  person  offering  to  vote  at  such  election  may  be  chal- 
lenged in  the  same  manner  as  at  a  general  election  for  State  officers, 
and  the  same  proceedings  had  thereon,  as  are  or  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law  in  relation  to  general  elections,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  applica- 
ble to  a  charter  election. 

§  13.  The  eleventh  section  of  said  last-mentioned  act,  as  amended 
by  section  two  of  chapter  fourteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  is  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  11.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall,  after  being  qualified  by 
taking  the  oath  prescribed,  within  ten  days  after  the  annual  charter 
election,  assemble,  and  upon  the  statements  and  certificates  of  the 
inspectors  of  elections  in  the  respective  wards  herein  provided  for,  shall 
proceed  and  declare  what  persons  have  been  duly  elected  to  the  office 
of  president,  chamberlain,  assessors  and  street  commissioner,  or  any 
or  either  of  them,  and  the  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  in  the  whole  village  for  the  offices  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall 
be  declared  to  be  duly  elected,  and  they  shall  cause  their  declaration 
and  opinions  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and 
shall  appoint  one  clerk,  who  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  said  village,  and 
qualified  to  vote  at  town  elections  in  the  town  of  Watervliet. 

§  14.  The  twelfth  section  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 
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§  12.  Every  officer  elected  in  said  village  shall,  within  ten  days  after  oatbs  of 
his  election,  when  his  name  shall  be  entered  on  the  poll  list,  or  if  his  Sfficen? 
name  shall  not  be  so  entered  within  ten  days  after  he  shall  be  notified 
of  his  election,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the

dollars  specifically  for  the  payment  of  any  money  that  may  come  into 
their  hands  by  virtue  of  any  tax  warrants  that  may  be  delivered  to 
them  by  the  chamberlain  of  said  village,  and  generally  by  a  separate 
bond  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  is  required  by  law  of 
constables  elected  in  towns.    And  every  person  appointed  to  any  office  in  oaths  of 
said  village  shall,  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  his  appointment,  take  f^'*  om^ 
and  file  with  the  clerk  of  said  village  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  cers. 

§  15.  The  thirteenth  section  of  said  last-mentioned  act  ia  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

§  16.  The  fourteenth  section  of  said  last-mentioned  act,  as  amended 
by  section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  five  of  the  laws  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-seven,  is  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows :

And  all  bills  pre- 
sented to  the  board,  even  though  wholly  or  partially  disallowed,  shall, 
by  the  clerk,  be  indorsed  with  a  brief  record  of  the  action  taken  thereon 
With-       by  the  board,  and  be  filed  and  preserved  in  his  office.    No  claim  against 
frommes.  ^^®  village,  which  has  been  presented  to  the  board  of  trustees  for  audit, 
shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  file,  whether  the  same  shall  have  been 
audited  or  wholly  or  partly  disallowed ;  and,  if  the  clerk  knowingly 
suffers  the  same  to  be  done,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  impose  upon  him 
a  fine  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars. 

§  32.  The  thirty-seventh  section  of  said  last-mentioned  act,  as 
amended  by  section  four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  is  hereby  further 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

nor  shall  said  village  incur  any  debt  or  liability  beyond  the  amount  oj 
taxes  applicable  to  the  payment  of  such  debts  or  liabilities  which  shall 
have  been  voted  to  be  raised  at  the  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  as  provided  in  section  twenty- 
seven  of  said  act,  as  hereinbefore  amended,  or  as  shall  have  been  other- 
wise directed  to  be  raised  in  pursuance  of  law.  No  officer  of  the  village^ 
or  any  other  person,  shall  have  power,  and  each  and  every  officer  or 
person  is  prohibited  from  making  any  purchase,  or  contracting  any 
debt  on  the  part  of  the  village,  unless  specially  authorized  by  the  board 
of  trustees  so  to  do ;  and  no  account,  claim  or  demand  shall  be  audited 
or  allowed  by  the  said  board  of  trustees,  unless  the  same  was  duly 
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* 

anthorized  by  vote.     In  case  any  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  Penalty 
willf ally  vote  for  any  appropriation,  or  for  the  payment  or  expenditure  fy^^uM " 
of  any  moneys,  or  for  the  making  of  any  contract  not  authorized  by  approprf- 
law,  every  such  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  deemed  guilty  etc?**** 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the  jail 
of  the  county  of  Albany  not  exceeding  six  months. 

§  33.  The  thirty-eighth  section  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  BepeaL 
thirty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  is  hereby  repealed, 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor :

of  suitable  age  and  discretion ;  said  notice  so  served  shall  be  deemed 
a  full  compliance  with  the  statute,  which  requires  a  collector  of  taxes 
to  call  at  least  once  on  the  person  taxed,  or  at  the  place  of  his  usual 
residence,  and  demand  the  payment  of  taxes  charged  him  on  his  prop- 
erty. And  he  shall  also  send  a  like  notice  by  mail  to  such  non-resi- 
dents as  he  may  be  able  to  ascertain  the  residence  of.  All  percent- 
ages received  upon  the  collection  of  taxes  and  assessments,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  shall  be  by  the  chamberlain  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  chamberlain's  salary  fund,  and  the  year  next  succeeding ;

§  3.  The  inhabitant.s  residing  in  said  city  shall  be  a  corporation  un-  Corporate 
der  the  name  of  "  The  City  of  Auburn,"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  p5wei5"** 
and  be  sued,  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  take  by  gift,  grant  or  pur- 
chase, and  hold  and  convey  such  real  and  personal  property  as  the  pur- 
poses of  such  corporation  may  require,  and  be  vested  with  and  have 
power  to  hold  and  convey  all  property  now  owned  by  the  city  of  Auburn. 

TITLE  III. 

CITY  AND  WARD  OFFICERS   AND    THEIR  ELECTION. 

§  4.  The  officers  of  said  city  shall  be  a  mayor,  city  clerk,  city  treas-  City 
urer,  recorder,  city  judge,  two  commissioners  of  charities  and  police,  a  *^*'*°®"- 
justice  of  the  peace,  six  constables  and  three  assessors,  to  be  elected  by 
the  city  at  large ;  and  in  each  ward  a  supervisor,  an  alderman,  and  as  ward 
many  inspectors  of  election  as  are  authorized  by  statute  in  election  dis-  offlcera.

§  6.  The  term  of  office  of  the  mayor,  city  clerk,  city  treasurer,  com-  Terms  of 
missioners  of  charities  and  police,  and  aldermen  shall  be  two  years  **^®®' 
each ;  of  assessors  and  constables,  three  years  each ;  and  of  the  re- 
corder, city  judge  and  justice  of  the  peace,  four  years  each. 

§  6.  An  election  shall  be  held  in  said  city  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  Annual 
March,  in  each  year  hereafter,  at  such  places  as  the  common  council  ®*®*^*^****' 
shall  appoint,  of  which  six  days'  previous  notice  shall  be  given,  in  two  Notice. 
daily  papers  of  said  city,  by  publication  signed  by  the  mayor  and  city 
clerk. 

§  7.  The  several  wards  shall  constitute  the  election  districts  for  all  Election 
state,  general  and  other  elections  to  be  held  in  said  city — except  for  Slfdln-'* 
the  election  of  school  commissioners — and  the  inspectors  of  election  spectora. 
elected  or  appointed  under  this  act  shall  be  inspectors  of  all  such  elec- 
tions, and  all  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  election  districts,  and  to  General 
inspectors  of  election  therein,  shall  apply  to  said  wards  and  said  in-  lljjpfy.*^ 
spectors. 

§  8.  Every  inhabitant  qualified  by  law  to  vote  at  a  general  election,  Quaiiflca- 
who  shall  have  resided  in  said  city  for  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  votere! 
election  at  which  he  ofiers  to  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  ward 
in  which  he  resides,  for  all  officers  to  be  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act ; 
provided,  however,  that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  ward 
officers  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  ward  for  thirty 
days  ^3xt  preceding  the  election.     Any  person  may  be  challenged  in  Chai- 
the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  at  a  general  election.  ®°*®*' 

§  9.  Of  every  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  the  city  clerk  shall  J;j^.®^®''^ 
give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the  inspectors  of  the  several  wards  in  said  notfce^of 
city,  at  least  twenty-five  days  previous  to  the  day  of  election ;  and  ^o^^^^ct- 
said  inspectors  shall  proceed  as  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the  om. 
State  in  relation  to  elections  other  than  town.    They  shall  provide  Baiiot 
two  ballot  boxes  to  be  marked  or  labeled  "  city,"  "  ward,"  respec-  baiiotef""* 
tively ;  the  ballots  containing  the  names  of  persons  for  city  officers 
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shall  be  indorsed  '*  city ;  "  the  ballots  containing  the  names  of  persons 
for  ward  officers,  shall  be  indorsed  "  ward." 

§  10.  The  polls  of  the  election  in  the  several  wards  at  the  said  char- 
ter election  shall  be  opened  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day 
of  the  election,  and  shall  be  kept  open  without  intermission  or  adjourn- 
ment, until  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  they  shall  be  finally 
closed ;  and  the  inspectors  shall,  without  adjourning,  canvass  the  votes 
received  by  them,  and  shall  declare  who  are,  by  the  greatest  number 
of  votes,  elected  ward  officers.  They  shall  certify,  in  writing,  to  such 
declaration,  and  shall  make  a  statement  of  the  votes  received  for  city 
officers,  which  declaration  and  statement  shall,  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  closing  the  polls,  be  delivered  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall 
file  the  same  in  his  office. 

§  11.  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall  meet  on  Thursday  next 
after  the  charter  election  in  each  year,  when  the  statements  of  the  in- 
spectors of  the  several  wards  shall  be  produced  by  the  clerk,  and  the 
said  common  council  shall  forthwith  determine  and  declare  who  are, 
by  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  elected  city  officers,  or  any  or  either 
of  them,  and  shall  also  make  and  sign  a  statement  or  certificate  of 
such  determination,  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  minutes,  and  the 
original  filed  by  the  clerk  in  his  office. 

§  12.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the  same,  shall,  before  some  proper 
officer  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  the  State,  and 
file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk ;  and  every  person  so  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, except  the  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  take  and  file  said  oath 
of  office  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  appoiutment,  or 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  the  office. 

§  13.  If  at  any  election  under  and  authorized  by  this  act,  any  two 
persons  shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  office  of  mayor, 
city  clerk,  city  treasurer,  recorder,  city  judge,  commissioner  of  charities 
and  police,  justice  of  the  peace,  supervisor  or  alderman,  the  common 
council  shall,  within  five  days  from  such  election,  order  a  special  elec- 
tion, and  cause  a  notice  thereof,  specifying  the  time  and  place  of  such 
special  election,  and  the  officer  or  officers  to  be  elected  thereat,  to  be 
published  in  the  same  manner  as  for  an  annual  election.  The  inspec- 
tors of  election  shall  proceed  to  open  and  hold  such  election,  canvass 
votes  and  make  statements,  declarations,  certificates,  deliveries  and 
returns  thereof,  to  the  city  clerk,  substantially  as  directed  to  be  done 
at  an  annual  election.  If,  at  any  election  held  under  this  act,  two  per- 
sons shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  any  office  other  than 
those  above  mentioned,  the  clerk  shall,  by  lot,  determine  such  election 
between  the  several  candidates,  in  the  presence  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  common  council,  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof. 

§  14.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  city  office,  the  common 
council  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion, when  the  residue  of  the  term  of  office,  if  there  shall  be  any  unex- 
pired, shall  be  filled  by  election,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  15.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  alderman  or  supervisor, 
the  common  council  shall  appoint  a  special  election  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
and  notice  shall  be  given  and  such  election  held  as  provided  for  in 
section  thirteen  of  this  act.  The  person  elected  shall  hold  such  office 
for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term  thereof.

whenever  any  person  elected  to  any  city  or  ward  office  shall  cease  to  when 
be  a  resident  elector  of  the  city,  or  of  the  ward  for  which  he  shall  have  vawSed.

TITLE  V. 

POWERS   AND   DUTIES   OP   CITY  OPPICERS.

mit an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  for 
ordinary  and  extraordinary  expenses  during  the  following  year.    He 
shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths,  take  affidavits  and  acknowledg- 
ments of  deeds,  and  receive  the  same  fees  therefor  as  justices  of  the 
peace.     He  shall  have  power,  with  force  if  necessary,  to  suppress  all 
riots,  unlawful  assemblages  and  disorderly  conduct,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  enter  any  house  or  building  to  make  arrests,  and,  when 
necessary,  may  call  out  the  militia  of  the  city  to  assist  in  the  execution 
of  the  laws.    He  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority  conferred  General 
upon  mayors  of  cities  by  any  general  statute  of  this  State.  powers.

the  same  in  the  assessment  rolls  for  said  year. 

§  89.  The  city  clerk  shall  extend  and  apportion  said  taxes  on  said  cuy  ciork 
assessment  rolls,  and  when  extended  and  apportioned  and  approved  by  {iVil  ^xcs, 
the  mayor  as  correct,  a  warrant  shall  be  annexed  thereto,  signed  by  the  ®'<^ 
mayor  and  city  clerk,  in  substance  commanding  the  city  treasurer  to  warmnt 
receive,  levy  and  collect  the  several  sums  in  said  assessment  rolls  speci-  uJ-cr!'"'* 
fied  as  assessed  against  the  persons  or  property  therein  described,  and 
the  city  clerk  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer  on  or  before 
the  fifth  day  of  July. 

§  90.  The  common  council  may,  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  <;oncc- 
the  completion  of  any  assessment  roll,  correct  any  error  made  in  copy-  tori'in*^^* 
ing  the  same,  or  levying  or  extending  the  tax  thereon,  but  ten  days'  »'o'i«- 
previous  notice,  in  writing,  shall  be  given  by  the  clerk,  to  the  party  or 
parties  affected  thereby. 

§  91.  Upon  receiving  said  tax  roll,  the  city  treasurer  shall  cause  a  ^^}\9^.  ^^ 
notice  to  be  published  in  the  daily  papers  of  said  .city,  stating  that  he  taxes/"* 
has  received  the  same,  and  that  for  thirty  days  after  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  he  will  receive  taxes  at  his  oflSce,  without  percent- 
age ;  and  that  for  thirty  days  next  thereafter,  one  per  cent  will  be  Collection

§  93.  At  the  expiration  of  any  warrant,  the  city  treasurer  shall  give  J*>ticc  to 
notice,  in  writing,  to  every  person  whose  tax  or  assessment  is  unpaid.  pJIid  tax- 
The  notices  shall  bear  even  date,  and  shall,  in  substance,  require  such  ^'^• 
person  to  pay  said  tax  or  assessment  within  fifteen  days  thereafter, 
with  one  per  cent  in  addition  to  the  percentage  already  incurred.    Said 
notice  may  be  served  by  depositing  the  same  in  the  post-office  in  said 
city,  properly  folded  and  directed  to  such  person,  and  the  postage  pre- 
paid thereon  ;  such  service  shall  be  equivalent  to  personal  demand  of 
the  payment  of  such  tax  or  assessment  of  the  person  so  notified. 

§  94.  At  the  expiration  of  said  fifteen  days,  the  city  treasurer  shall  JJ^*^„*"' 
issue  his  warrant,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  city,  to  any  con-  iiie8  to 
stable  or  constables  of  said  city,  commanding  him  or  them  to  levy  the  If/Jistress 
tax  or  assessment  and  five  per  cent  thereon,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  and  sale. 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  person  upon  whose  real  or  personal  property 
the  tax  or  assessment  is  levied,  or  of  any  goods  or  chattels  in  his 
or  her  possession,  wherever  the  same  may  be  found,  in  said  city,  and 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  city  treasurer  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  such  warrant.     The  constable  or  constables  to  whom  such  war-  Xotice  of 
rant  or  warrants  shall  be  issued,  shall  give  at  least  five  (iaya'  public  '"'®" 
notice  previous  to  the  sale,  by  advertisement  to  be  posted  up  in  at  least 
three  public  places  in  said  city,  and  no  claim  of  property  made  to  such 
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goods  and  chattels,  so  found  in  the  possession  of  sach  party,  shall  be 
available  to  prevent  a  sale.  If  the  property  shall  be  sold  for  more  than 
the  amount  of  the  tax  or  assessment  and  percentage,  the  surplus  shall 
be  disposed  of  as  provided  by  law. 

§  95.  If  said  constable  or  constables  shall  be  unable  to  collect  said 
taxes  or  assessments,  he  or  they  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  said  thirty 
days,  make  return  by  affidavit  to  the  city  treasurer,  of  the  person  or 
persons  whose  taxes  or  assessments  he  or  they  have  not  been  able  to 
collect. 

§  9(J.  The  city  treasurer  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  in 
each  year,  cause  to  be  published  in  one  daily  paper  in  said  city,  for  at 
least  two  weeks,  a  proper  description  of  the  lauds  on  which  taiies  or 
assessments  are  levied  and  unpaid,  with  the  names  of  the  owners  or 
occupants  (if  known),  the  amounts  and  nature  of  the  taxes  or  assess- 
ments, with  a  notice,  in  substance,  that  if  the  same  are  not  paid  to 
him,  with  seven  per  cent  and  the  expenses  of  publication  added  thereto, 
on  or  before  the  third  Tuesday  of  May  next  thereafter,  that  he  will  sell 
the  lauds  on  which  or  in  respect  to  which  they  are  imposed,  or  cause 
the  same  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  at  twelve  o*clock  on  that  day, 
from  the  steps  of  the  city  hall,  in  the  city  of  Auburu,  to  any  bidder  who 
will  take  said  lands  for  the  shortest  time,  and  pay  said  taxes  or  assess- 
ments with  said  percentage  and  expenses.  The  city  treasurer  may 
adjourn  said  sale  from  day  to  day,  when  necessary  to  complete  the 
same. 

§  97.  The  treasurer  shall  execute  to  such  bidder,  a  certificate  of  sale, 
in  which  the  lands  purchased  shall  be  described,  the  sum  paid,  the 
nature  of  the  tax  or  assessment,  and  the  time  for  which  the  lands  were 
purchased  shall  be  specified.

In  case  the  same  is  not  redeemed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  said  corpo- 
ration or  its  assigns  shall  acquire  an  absolute  title  in  fee,  and,  there- 
upon, the  mayor  shall  execute  a  certificate  reciting  said  facts,  which 
certificate  may  be  acknowledged  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as 
deeds  of  real  estate,  and  said  certificate,  or  a  copy  thereof,  diJy  authen- 
ticated, shall  be  presumptive  evidence,  in  all  courts  and  places,  of  the 
facts  therein  stated,  and  of  the  regularity  and  correctness  of  said  sale 
and  all  proceedings  prior  thereto. 

§  99.  At  any  time  within  two  years  after  said  sale,  any  lands  so  sold 
may  be  redeemed  by  paying  to  such  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  or, 
when  sold  to  the  city,  into,  the  city  treasury,  the  amount  for  which  the 
same  was  declared  sold,  with  ten  per  cent  per  annum  on  such  amount. 

§  100.  If  the  lands  so  sold  for  taxes  shall  not  be  redeemed  in  two 
years  after  said  sale,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  the  common 
council  shall  direct  the  mayor  and  city  clerk  to  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  purchaser,  his  legal  representatives  or  assigns,  a  deed  under  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  city,  which  deed  shall  contain  the  date  thereof, 
the  fact  of  assessment,  a  description  of  the  lands,  the  advertisement 
and  sale,  with  date  and  the  period  for  which  the  lands  were  sold,  and 
shall  be  presumptive  evidence,  in  all  courts  and  places,  that  such  tax 
and  assessment  were  legally  imposed,  and  that  due  proceedings  to 
authorize  said  sale  were  had. 

§  101.  The  city,  upon  the  execution  of  the  certificate,  and  the  grantee, 
or  his  or  her  assigns,  upon  the  delivery  of  the  deed,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  immediate  possession  of  said  lauds,  and  may  obtain  the  same,  if 
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necessary,  by  summary  proceedings,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
by  law  iTi  cases  of  tenants  holding  over  after  the  expiration  of  their 
t«rm  without  the  consent  of  their  landlords ;    the  grantee,  his  or  her  Romorai 
assigns,  may  remove  any  building  or  fixture  that  may  have  been  erect-  fn^"*^^' 
ed  on  said  premises  durinsr  said  term. 

§  102.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  purchaser  at  such  sale  to  give  to  ParchMor 
each  mortgagee  or  judgment  creditor  thereon  a  written  notice  of  such  See' to  "^ 
sale,  by  mail,  .directed  to  him  at  his  last  known  place  of  residence,  mortpi- 
requiriiig  him  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  purchase  money,  with  interest  ^^^*  ®^®' 
thereon,  at  ten  per  cent  per  annum;  if  such  payment  shall  be  made,  Effect  of 
the  mortgagee  or  judgment  creditor  shall  have  a  further  lien  on  the  [*ioIf*S^'* 
premises  for  the  amount  paid,  with  the  interest  which  may  thereafter  mortga- 
accnie  thereon,  at  seven  per  cent  per  annum,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  *®®^*  ^^' 
same  had  been  included  in  his  mortgage  or  judgment,  and  the  sale 
shall  be  of  no  further  eflFect;  if  the  mortgagee  or  judgment  creditor  Failure  to 
shall  fail  to  make  such  payment,  within  the  time  so  specified  and  >ro<*««n»- 
limited,  his  mortgage  or  judgment  shall  not  affect  the  rights  of  said 
purchaser. 

§  103.  The  common  council  are  hereby  expressly  prohibited  from  non-ow- 
borrowing  any  money  on  account  of  the  city,  except  when  authorized  prohibit-^ 
to  create  a  bonded  indebtedness.  ed. 

§  104.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Cayuga  shall  cause  Delivery 
the  corrected  assessment  of  the  city  of  Auburn  to  be  delivered  to  the  Sfelu  vSi 
city  treasurer,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  each  year,  Jjy  s«i>ev. 
with  their  warrant  according  to  law  attached  thereto ;  before  said  city    *^" 
treasurer  shall  proceed  to  collect  said  taxes,  he  shall  execute  a  bond  to  omciai 
the  supervisors  of  the  city  of  Auburn,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  ti^'JiJu"«r 
freeholders  in  said  county,  to  be  approved  by  said  supervisors,  or  a  to  super- 
majority  of  them,  in  a  penalty  double  the  amount  of  the  taxes  directed  ^**°"' 
to  be  collected  by  such  warrant,  conditioned  that  he  shall  faithfully 
collect  such  taxes,  and  pay  over  the  same  according  to  law,  which  bond

§  107.  In  case  any  of  said  taxes  remain  unpaid  on  the  fifth  day  of 
March  succeeding  the  delivery  of  the  assessment  and  warrant  to  the 
city  treasurer,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  county  treasurer  an  account  of  the 
taxes  so  remaining  due,  with  a  description  of  the  property  liable  for

§  109.  The  common  council  may  grade,  regrade,  pave,  repave,  flag, 
reflag,  macadamize  or  cover  with  hard  material,  and  improve  and 
repair  streets,  highways,  public  lanes,  alleys  and  squares,  and  construct 
and  repair  bridges  in  said  city,  and  defray  the  expenses  thereof,  by 
including  the  same  in  the  annual  tax.  But  it  shall,  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  May  in  each  year,  determine  what  particular  streets,  highways, 
public  lanes,  alleys  or  squares  shall  be  improved  or  repaired,  and  what 
amount  shall  be  expended  on  each,  and  what  amount  shall  be  reserved 
for  contingent  repairs  the  current  year. 

§  110.  The  common  council  may  cause  any  of  the  improvements  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  section,  to  be  done  by  the  street  superintendent, 
or  by  contract,  in  which  latter  c^  it  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  pub- 
lished for  one  week,  in  a  daily  newspaper  of  said  city,  specifying  briefly 
the  improvement  and  where  the  same  is  to  be  made,  and  that  sealed 
proposals  to  contract  therefor,  or  for  some  part  thereof,  t,o  be  specified, 
will  be  received  by  the  mayor  for  the  time  named  in  said  notice ;  each 
sealed  proposal  must  be  accompanied  by  a  bond,  signed  by  the  party 
so  proposing,  and  by  two  or  more  sureties,  justifying  in  all  in  double 
the  sum  for  which  the  party  proposes  to  do  the  work. 

§  111.  At  its  next  meeting,  the  mayor  shall  present  to  the  common 
council  all  sealed  proposals  received  by  him,  when  the  same  shall  be 
opened  and  considered.  The  common  council  may  reject  any  or  all 
of  the  proposals,  if  it  shall  deem  it  for  the  interest  of  the  city.  If  either 
of  said  proposals  is  deemed  favorable  to  the  city,  and  the  bond  accom- 
panying the  same  is  acceptable,  the  common  council  may  direct  the 
mayor  and  city  clerk  to  contract  with  the  party  whose  proposal  is 
accepted. 

§  112.  When  the  common  council  shall  grade  a  street,  highway, 
public  lane,  alley  or  square,  which  is  not  curbed,  or  regrade  the  same, 
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changing  the  line  or  grade  of  curbstone  and  gutter,  the  grading  and  to  gnn\e 
regrading  for  sidewalk,  and  the  making  and  resetting  of  curbstx)ne  and  etc?^^**^''* 
gutter  shall  be  done,  and  the  expense  thereof  defrayed  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  improvements  upon  streets,  highways,  public  lanes, 
alleys  and  squares. 

§  113.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  lands  fronting  or  abutting  on  any  Repair**, 
street.,  highway,  traveled  road,  public  lane,  alley  or  square,  shall  make,  eu!""u['^' 
maintain  and  repair  the  sidewalk  adjoining  his  lands,  and  shall  keep  ^"'^f'' 
such  sidewalk  and  gutter  free  and  clear  of  snow  and  ice  and  all  other 
obstructions.     Such  owner  or  occupant,  and  each  of  them,  shall  be  liable  Liability 
for  any  injury  or  damage  by  reason  of  omission,  failure,  or  negligence  roMu?u-" 
to  make,  maintain  or  repair  such  sidewalk,  or  to  remove  snow,  ice  or  rio^.  etc. 
other  obstructions  therefrom,  or  a  violation  or  non-observance  of  the 
ordinances  relating  to  making,  maintain hig  and  repairing  sidewalks, 
and  the  removal  of  snow,  ice  and  obstructions  from  sidewalks,  curb- 
stones and  gutters. 

§  114.  The  common  council  may  require  the  making,  laying,  relay-  common 
ing,  repairing,  grading  and  regrading  of  sidewalks,  and  of  curbstone  ^Hy  *re- 
or  gutter  adjoining  such  sidewalk,  on  any  street,  highway,  traveled  quire  side- 
road,  public  lane,  alley  or  square,  within  a  fixed  time,  not  less  than  be^mnde, 
two  weeks,  and  fix,  determine  and  prescribe  the  width  and  other  o^®- 
dimensions  thereof,  and  the  kind  and  quality  of  material  to  be  used  in 
the  construction  thereof;    and  if  of  flagging,  the  width  and  other 
dimensions  of  the  several  pieces  tx)  compose  the  same ;  and  in  default  when 
of  the  same  being  done  in  the  manner  and  of  the  materials  and  dimen-  sime^io^^ 
sions  required  by  it,  by  the  owner  or  occupant  of  land  in  front  of  ^«  ^o^e- 
which  such  si<iewalk,  curbstone  or  gutter  is  required  to  be  made,  laid, 
relaid,  repaired,  graded  or  regraded,  within  the  time  fixed  therefor  by 
the  common  council,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  collect  the 
expense  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  next  section.     When-  Notice  to 
ever  the  common  council  shall  require  the  making,  laying,  relaying,  orclfpante 
repairing,  grading  or  regrading  of  any  sidewalk,  or  of  any  curbstone  of  lanUs. 
or  gutter  adjoining  such  sidewalk,  it  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be 
given   to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  lands,  in  front  of  which  it 
requires  the  same,  by  causing  a  copy  of  the  resolution  or  ordinance

§  122.  Upon  the  confirmation  or  correction  of  the  report  of  the  com-  Aggre- 
missionerB  in  other  than  sewer  cases,  the  common  council  shall  deter-  ^*^^"^<^^ 
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mine  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  improvement, 
and  shall,  by  resolution,  direct  the  assessors  to  assess  said  amount  upon 
the  real  estate  benefited. 

§  123.  The  common  council,  after  notice  and  hearing  to  parties 
interested,  may  make,  alter  or  repair  sewers,  the  route  of  which  is 
situated  upon  a  street,  highway  or  lane,  and  upon  the  confirmation  or 
correction  of  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  may  make,  alter  or  repair 
sewers,  the  route  of  which  is  wholly  or  partly  situated  upon  lands 
purchased  or  taken  therefor,  and  may  cause  the  same  to  be  made  by 
contract  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  relation  to  paving  and 
improving  streets.  When  said  sewer  is  completed,  the  common  council 
shall  determine  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement 
(which  shall  include  compensation  for  any  lands  acquired),  and  shall,  by 
resolution,  direct  the  assessors  to  assess  said  amount  upon  the  real  estate 
benefited. 

§  124.  The  assessors,  upon  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  resolution  in 
either  case  provided  in  the  last  two  sections,  shall  proceed  to  view  the 
locality  of  the  improvement,  and  shall  assess  the  amount  directed  upon 
the  real  estate  benefited  by  such  improvements  as  near  as  may  be  in 
proportion  to  the  benefits  received,  and  shall  make  and  subscribe  an 
assessment  roll  thereof.  Upon  the  completion  of  said  assessment  roll, 
the  assessors  shall  give  five  day's  notice,  by  publication  in  a  daily 
paper  in  said  city,  of  the  fact  that  said,  assessment  roll  is  made,  that 
the  same  can  be  seen  and  examined  at  the  assessors*  office,  and  that, . 
at  the  time  appointed  in  said  notice,  they  will  hear  the  objections  of 
parties  interested.  At  said  time  the  assessors  shall  hear  objections, 
and  may  adjourn,  from  time  to  time,  for  that  purpose,  and  may  correct 
any  of  the  amounts  in  said  assessment  roll,  and  when  completed,  the 
assessment  roll  shall  be  filed  in  the  city  clerk's  office,  and  thereafter 
the  respective  amounts  assessed  therein  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  lands 
upon  which  the  same  is  assessed. 

§  125.  Within  three  months  after  the 'final  determination  of  all  pro- 
ceedings in  which  lands  shall  have  been  purchased  or  taken,  the 
common  council  shall  cause  to  be  paid  or  tendered  to  the  respective 
owners,  the  amount  of  purchase  money  agreed  upon  with,  or  compen- 
sation awarded  to,  each  respectively.  In  case  any  owner  shall  refuse 
the  same,  or  be  unknown  or  a  non-resident  of  the  city,  or  for  any 
reason  be  incapacitated  from  receiving  the  amount,  or  the  right  thereto 
be  disputed  or  doubtful,  the  common  council  may  pay  such  amount  to 
the  county  clerk  of  Cayuga  county,  accompanied  with  a  -statement  of 
facts  in  each  case,  briefly  showing  the  nature  of  the  improvement,  the 
particular  parcels  of  land,  and  the  amount  awarded  for  just  compensa- 
tion for  such  lands.  The  said  clerk  shall  report  the  same  to  the  supreme 
court,  or  the  county  court  of  Cayuga  county,  who  shall  dispose  of  the 
same  by  directing  the  investment  of  such  money,  or  the  payment  of 
the  same,  upon  ascertaining  the  proper  person  entitled  thereto.  Upon 
such  payment  or  tender,  to  the  respective  owners,  or  payment  to  the 
said  clerk,  the  title  to  said  lands  shall  be  vested  in  the  city  for  the  ' 
purposes  intended.

COLLECTION   OP   ASSESSMENTS   FOR  LOCAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

§  126.  All  assessment-rolls  for  local  improvements  filed  in  the  city 
clerk's  office  shall  be  presented  to  the  common  council  at  its  next  meet- 
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ing  thereafter.    The  common  oonncil  shall  thereupon  direct  the  mayor  WarruitB 
and  city  clerk  to  issue  the  proper  warrant,  under  the  corporate  seal  of  tton?*^^*^ 
the  cil^,  commanding  the  city  treasurer  to  collect  the  several  amounts 
ia  said  assessment-roll,  and  make  return  of  his  proceedings  within 
sixty  days  from  its  receipt  by  him,  and  the  same  shall  be  attached  to 
said  assessment  roll. 

§  127.  The  city  treasurer,  upon  receiving  said  warrant  and  assess-  Treasmw 
ment-roll  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section,  shall  give  notice,  tfc^of  rl^ 
twice  a  week  for  two  weeks,  in  a  daily  paper  in  said  city,  stating  that  ^{J^^g 
he  has  received  such  assessment  roll,  and  that,  for  thirty  days,  he  will  ^  ' 
receive,  at  his  office,  the  amounts  therein  without  fees,  and  for  the  Fees  for 
remaining  thirty  days  one  per  cent  will  be  added  and  collected ;    and  a^' 
in  case  the  same  is  not  paid  within  sixty  days  after  the  receipt  of  said 
warrant  by  the  city  treasurer,  one  per  cent  per  month  thereafter  will 
be  added  to  each  amount  unpaid  on  said  assessment  roll  until  the  same 
is  paid,  and  if  not  paid  previous  to  the  collection  of  the  annual  city  when 
taxes,  each  of  the  amounts  unpaid  on  said  assessment  roll,  including  the  t^^(^^. 
percentage  up  to  that  time,  will  be  added  to  the  annual  tax  on  the  dedtoan- 
respective  lots  upon  which  said  unpaid  amounts  are  assessed,  and  there-  on^io^ 
after  the  aggregate  amount    in  each  case  shall    be  regarded  and 
described  in  all  proceedings  as  tax,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  ck>ueo- 
manner,  with  like  percentage,  power  and  effect  as  the  annual  city**^"^ 
taxes. 

§  128.  No  error  or  mistake  in  the  name  of  any  owner  of  any  lands  Errors  in 
assessed  for  local  improvements,  or  the  fact  that  the  name  appearing  Sf Invau^^ 
in  the  assessment-roll  for  local  improvements  as  owner  of  any  lands  is  date  ae- 
not  the  owner  of  such  lands,  shall  invalidate  said  assessment  or  the  '®^*™^'^ 
assessment  roll,  but  the  amount  assessed  and  appearing  thereon  as 
being  assessed  upon  such  lands,  shall  nevertheless  be  a  lien  on  said 
lands,  and  such  lien  may  be  enforced  and  foreclosed  by  action   in 
any  court  having  jurisdiction  to  foreclose  mortgages  upon  real  estate. 

TITLE  XII. 

PREVENTIOK  AND   EXTINGmSHMENT  OF  FIRES. 

§  129.  There  shall  be  a  fire  department  in  said  city,  to  consist  of  a  Fire  de- 
chief  engineer,  a  first  assistant  engineer,  a  second  assistant  engineer,  p**^'^"^®^*' 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  dismissed,  and  a 
competent  number  of  able-bodied  men,  inhabitants  of  said  city,  to  be 
oi^anized   into  companies,  not  exceeding  seven,  of  not  more  than 
twenty-five  men  each. 

§  130.  The  fire  commissioners  appointed   by  the  conmion  council  Fire  com. 
shall   be  experienced   men,  who  have  faithfully  served  in  the  fire  Si?*^*^' 
department  five  consecutive  years  and  received  an  honorable  discharge. 
Said  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  board  of  fire  commissioners,  and 
shall  receive  no  compensation  therefor.

TITLE  XIII. 

MISCBLLANEOnS  PROVISIONS. 

§  139.  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall  not  audit  any  account  ^^^^ 
for  services  rendered,  material  furnished,  or  disbursements  paid  out  in  l^nst 
such  services,  unless  such  account  shall  be  made  out  in  items,  ^^^  macfe^ooL 
accompanied  with  an  affidavit  attached  thereto,  to  be  filed  with  such 
account,  made  by  the  person  (or  by  one  of  the  persons  when  more  than 
one  person  is  interested  in  any  one  bill),  presenting  or  claiming  the 
same,  that  the  items  of  such  account  are  correct,  that  the  materiiu  fur- 
nished, and  services  and  disbursements  charged  therein,  have  been  in 
fact  made,  furnished  and  rendered,  and  that  no  part  thereof  has  been 
paid  or  satisfied.  * 

§  140.  No  costs,  fees,  disbursements  or  allowance  shall  be  recovered  ^»^^ 
or  inserted  in  any  judgment  against  the  city  of  Auburn,  or  against  SS^,  how 
any  of  its  officers  or  authorized  agents,  when  said  city  would  be  liable  reooyered 
to  respond  to  such  officer  or  authorized  agent,  unless  the  claim,  whether 
arising  on  contract,  express  or  implied,  negligence  or  tort,  upon  which 
such  judgment  is  founded,  shall  have  been  presented  for  payment  to 
the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Auburn  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  commencement  of  an  action  thereon. 

§  141.  No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent  judge,  recorder,  justice,  Compe- 
witness  or  juror  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant  or  freeholder  in  [^halit^' 
the  city  of  Auburn,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in  which  said  city  is  a^to  as 
a  party  interested.  Jto7®^*'

Section  seventeen  of  title  four  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  sixty-three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  entitled 
"An  act  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Oswego,"  is  hereby  repealed 
and  the  following  section  substituted : 

§  17.  The  attorney  and  counsel  to  the  common  council  shall  have  the 
management  and  charge  of  all  the  law  business  of  the  corporation  and 
the  departments  thereof,  and  in  which  the  city  is  interested,  unless 
the  council  otherwise  direct.  He  shall  keep  a  record  or  register  of  all 
suits  and  proceedings*  which,  as  city  attorney,  he  shall  have  in 
charge.  He  shall  have  power  to  authorize  any  attorney  to  appear  for 
him  in  case  of  his  absence  or  sickness,  for  and  in  behalf  of  this  corpo- 
ration or  city  in  any  suit  or  preceeding,*  but  which  is  to  be  done  at 
the  expense  of  the  city  attorney.  He  shall,  when  required,  prepare  all 
legal  papers,  contracts,  deeds  and  other  instruments  for  the  city  and 
the  diiferent  departments  thereof,  and  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  of  the 
common  council  and  of  the  several  departments  of  this  corporation,  and 
shall  also  attend  the  meetings  of  the.  common  council  when  requested. 
He  shall,  when  desired  by  Qie  common  council,  attend  to  all  proceed- 
ings under  this  act  in  relatioti  to  improvements,  local  or  otherwise,  and 
conduct  the  same  in  a  legal  manner,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
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duties  as  the  common  council  shall  prescribe.    The  attorney  shall,  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  hand  and  deliver  over  to  his  successor

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Torkj  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  All  actions  which  may  hereafter  be  brought  or  com- 
menced by  or  on  behalf  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  to  recover  a  penalty  or  fine  for  a  violation  of  any 
corporation  ordinance,  where  the  amount  of  such  penalty  or  fine  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  must  be  brought 
in  a  district  court  in  the  city  of  New  York,  held  in  the  judicial  district 
in  which  the  violation  of  such  corporation  ordinance  happened  or  oc- 
curred, and  the  justice  of  the  same  judicial  district  may  direct  any  of 
the  city  marshals  to  collect  the  payment  and  make  return,  in  the  same 
manner  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  .provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly^ 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Appoint-  Section  1.  The  supervisor  of  the  town  of  German  Flats,  and  the 
boa"rd  of  j'lstices  of  the  peace  of  said  town,  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of 
alms  and  June  next,  at  the  town-house  of  said  town,  and  appoint,  by  a  majority 
of  tihe^*^  vote,  three  freeholders  of  said  town,  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of 
poo»^-  alms  for  the  said  town,  and  who  shall  be  known  as  the  the  *  "  Board  of 
Alms  of  the  town  of  German  Flats."

The  board  of  alms 
of  said  town  shall  determine  his  compensation  for  all  services  rendered 
by  him  as  such  overseer,  which  shall  not  exceed  four  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. 

§  5.  The  board  of  alms  of  said  town  shall  appoint  a  treasurer  of  the  Treasurer 
poor  fund  of  said  town,  and  take  such  security  for  the  faithful  per-  ^-^^^^^ 
formftnce  of  his  duties,  and  to  account  and  pay  over  the  funds  intrusted 
to  him,  as  they  shall  deem  adequate  and  shall  approve,  and  they  shall 
also  determine  his  compensation,  which  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars 
per  annum.     The  said  treasurer  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed.     The  said  board  shall  keep  a  record  Board  to 
of  all  proceedings,  and  shall  adopt  all  needful  rules  as  to  their  own  o^dfeM?"

§  6.  All  moneys  appropriated  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  said  town  Moneys, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  poor  fund  of  said  town,  and  '^lij^JJS 
all  payments  and  disbursements  shall  be  made  by  him  upon  the  order  Eow  dis- 
of  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  such  other  person  as  the  board  of  alms  ^"'^^* 
may  direct ;  and  said  treasurer  shall  not  loan  any  moneys  that  may  Treasnrer 
come  into  his  hands,  nor  shall  he  use  them  for  any  other  purpose  than  JJ^J^'® 
is  provided  for  by  this  act.     Any  interest  which  may  accrue  on  said  interest 
fund  shall  be  credited  to  said  town. 

§  7.  The  board  of  alms  may  cause  to  be  purchased  all  or  any  needful  supplies, 
supplies  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  in  such  quantities  as  they  may  deem 
best,  but  not  to  exceed  a  supply  for  one  year ;  and  they  may  contract 
for  such  supplies,  including  medical  and    surgical  services,  to  be 
delivered  or  rendered  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  required 
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or  called  for,  but  such  contract  shall  not  extend  beyond  thirty  days 
after  the  annual  town  meeting  next  ensuing  the  time  when  such 
contracts  shall  be  made.  Said  board  may  also  furnish  relief  to  the 
poor  in  said  town,  chargeable  to  the  county,  or  to  any  other  town,  and 
receive  compensation  therefor  from  the  county  or  town  to  which  such 
poor  is  chargeable. 

§  8.  The  board  of  alms  shall  audit  and  allow  all  charges  and 
expenses  incurred  under  their  direction,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
chargeable  to  the  town  of  German  Flats,  including  the  expense  and 
compensation  of  officers,  and  shall  report  the  same,  through  the  super- 
visor, to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  at  their  annual  meeting 
in  each  year,  who  shall  cause  the*  the  same  to  be  inserted  in  the  tax 
lists  and  raised  as  other  town  charges  are  directed  to  be  raised.  All 
charges  and  expenses  for  the  support  of  the  poor  chargeable  to  the 
county,  or  to  any  other  t.own  of  the  county,  shall  be  audited  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  charges  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  chargeable 
to  the  county,  are  required  by  law,  to  be  audited  and  allowed. 

§  9.  The  duties  of  the  office  of  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of 
German  Flats  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  to  be 
appointed  by  the  said  supervisor  and  justices,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  to  be  administered  under  the  direction  of  said  board  of  alms, 
to  take  effect  as  soon  as  said  overseer  has  been  appointed.  The  said 
overseer  so  appointed  shall,  from  time  to  time,  perform  all  the  duties 
devolved  upon  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  said  town,  heretofore  elected 
in  and  for  said  town ;  subject,  however,  to  the  direction  of  the  board  of 
alms,  and  shall  keep  the  vouchers,  registers,  amounts  and  charges  re- 
quired by  law  of  overseers  of  the  poor.  He  shall  report  to  the  board  as 
often  as  they  may  direct,  and  shall  prepare  annually  a  statement  showing 
the  names  of  all  persons  or  families  who  have  received  relief,  and  the 
amount  to  each  person  and  family.  No  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  be 
elected  in  said  town  of  German  Flats  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  the  office  of  existing  overseers  of  the  poor  for  said  town  shall 
become  vacated  by  the  present  incumbents  upon  the  appointment  of  an 
overseer  of  the  poor,  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act. 

§  10.  The  said  board  of  alms  may  audit  and  allow  for  their  own 
services  a  sum  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars  per  annum,  to  be 
apportioned  among  them  as  a  majority  may  direct,  to  be  deemed 
expenses  of  administering  the  poor  fund,  and  to  be  raised  as  provided 
in  section  eight  of  this  act. 

§  11.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  in  any 
way  to  interfere  with  the  power  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  relation 
to  auditing  the  poor  accounts  of  the  county. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Geneva,  Ithaca  and  Sayre  Rail- 
road Company  to  purchase  and  hold  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Cayuga  Southern  Railroad  Company,  and  to  provide 
for  merging  and  consolidating  the  Cayuga  Southern  Rail- 
road Company  into  and  with  the  Geneva,  Ithaca  and 
Sayre  Railroad  Company,  and  for  transferring  to  the 
latter  company  all  the  estate,  property,  rights,  privileges 
and  franchises  of  the  former  company. 

Passbd  March  11,  1879. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Tork,  represented  in  SencUe  and  Assembly^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Geneva,  Ithaca  and  Sayre   Railroad  Company  is  Purchase 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  and  hold  the  common  ,\ut?ior.^ 
capital  stock  of  the  Cayuga  ^uthem  Railroad  Company,  or  any  portion  i««d- 
thereof,  and  may  issue  in  exchange  therefor,  share  for  share,  its  own 
common  stock  in  addition  to  the  common  capital  stock  limited  in  its 
articles  of  association.     And  whenever  the  whole  of  the  said  common  certfii- 
capital  stock  of  the  Cayuga  Southern  Railroad  Company  shall  have  Jifalie  and 
been  so  purchased  by  the  Geneva,  Ithaca  and  Sayre  Railroad  Company,  fii«d.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  temporary  relief  of  the  poor 
in  the  town  of  Haverstraw,  Rockland  county. 

Passed  March  11,  1879  ;  three-fifths  being-  present. 

The  People  of  ths  State  of  New  Yorkj  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  There  shall  hereafter  be  chosen  at  the  annual  town 
meeting  in  the  town  of  Haverstraw  only  one  overseer  of  the  poop  for 
the  said  town. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  within  ten  daye 
after  his  election  to  office,  and  before  he  enters  upon  or  discharges  any 
of  the  duties  of  the  office,  to  execute  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town  a 
bond  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  super- 
visor, who  shall  each  be  freeholders  in  said  town,  and  who  shall  each 
severally  justify  in  double  the  amount  of  the  penalty  of  the  bond ;  the 
affidavits  of  justification  to  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  sureties  and 
indorsed  on  or  attached  to  said  bond.  The  approval  of  the  supervisor 
must  be  indorsed  on  the  bond,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supers 
visor  to  iile  such  bond  with  the  town  clerk  within  five  days  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  presented  to  him  for  approval.  After  such 
approval,  any  tax-payer  of  said  town  may  except  to  the  sufficiency  of 
the  sureties  in  said  bond,  or  either  of  them,  by  filing  notice  thereof 
with  the  town  clerk  of  said  town  and  serving  a  copy  thereof  on  the 
supervisor  and  also  on  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  by  delivering  the  same 
to  each  of  them  personally,  or  leaving  the  same  at  his  residence  in  his 
absence.  Upon  such  exception  being  thus  taken,  the  ovei-seer  of  the 
poor  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  service  on  him  of  such  notice, 
serve  upon  the  supervisor  and  the  party  thus  excepting,  written  notice 
that  on  a  day  and  time  therein  specified,  to  be  not  les^  than  three  nor 
more  than  five  days  after  such  service,  the  said  sureties,  or  others  to 
be  substitued  in  their  stead,  will  appear  before  the  county  judge,  at 
his  chambers,  and  submit  to  examination  before  him  as  to  their  suffi- 
ciency ;  and  if,  upon  such  examination,  the  county  judge  shall  approve 
of  such  sureties,  or  a  new  bond  shall  be  given  which  shall  then  and 
there  be  approved  by  him,  the  said  county  jndge,  he  shall  indorse  his 
approval  thereon  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk.  If 
the  sureties  produced  shall  fail  to  justify  before  the  county  judge  or 
shall  not  be  approved  by  him,  then  and  in  that  case  the  office  shall  be 
declared  vacant  by  the  county  judge,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  thus  failing  to  give  security,  immediately  to  desist 
and  refrain  from  discharging  any  duties  as  overseer  of  the  poor,  and 
within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter  pay  over  and  deliver  to  the  county 
treasurer  all  the  poor  moneys  received  by  him  which  remain  or  should 
be  in  his  hands  unexpended  in  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  entitled 
"  An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  village  of  Dunkirk,*' 
passed  April  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven.

§  2.  The  certificates  of  stock  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be 
sealed  with  the  corporate  seal  of  the  association,  and  signed  by  the 
president  or  vice-president  and  treasurer  thereof.  Such  stock  shall  be 
deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable  only  on  the  books

OFFICERS — THEIR  QUALIFICATIONS — ELECTIONS  AND  TERMS  OP  OFFICE. 

Secthon  1.  The  elective  officers  of  said  village  shall  be  a  president  Eieotiye 
and  four  trustees,  who  shall  constitute  the  bourd  of  trustees  thereof,  ^^^^^^ 
three  assessors  and  a  police  justice. 

§  2.  The  appointed  officers  shall  be  a  clerk,  a  street  commissioner,  a  Appoint- 
collector  of  taxes,  a  treasurer,  a  weigh-master,  a  pound-master,  three  J^n!*^' 
fire-wardens,  a  health  officer,  three  members  of  the  board  of  health,  of 
which  the  president  shall  be  one,  and  such  number  of  policemen  and 
watchman,^  not  exceeding  five  each,  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
determine. 

§  8.  All  officers  of  said  village  shall  be  male  citizens  of  the  United  QiuUiica- 
States,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  residents  of  the^village.  **®'"»®**^ 
Removal  from  the  village  vacates  any  office. 

§  4.  The  president,  police  justice  and  assessors  shall  hold  office  for  Temu  of 
three  years,  and  the  tarustees  shall  hold  office  for  four  years,  except  that  ^^^^ 
at  the  first  election  after  the  passage  of  this  act  one  of  said  tirustees 
shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years, 
and  one  for  four  years ;  and  the  assessors  shall  be  elected,  one  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years ;  in  each  c&se  to  be 
designated  upon  the  ballot.    Each  of  said  officers  shall  hold  office  until 
his  successor  shall  qualify.    In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  of  said  offices  vaoanoies 
by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  village,  or  inability  to  act,  the  ^^o^^***- 
board  of  trustees  shall  fill  the  vacangy  untif  the  next  regular  election, 
when  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term, 
except  that  the  president  and  the  police  justice  shall  be  elected  for  a 
full  term  of  three  years.    The  terms  of  all  officers  shall  begin  on  the 
Monday  succeeding  their  election.

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§  5.  The  appointed  officers  shall  be  selected  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  said  board,  but  not  longer 
than  one  year,  except  in  case  of  reappointment. 

§  6.  The  first  election  of  officers  under  this  act  shall  occur  on  the 
second  Monday  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and 
thereafter  elections  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
March  in  each  year,  at  such  place  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  direct. 
The  polls  of  all  elections  shall  be  opened  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
and  shall  be  kept  open  without  recess  or  adjournment  until  four  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  when  they  shall  be  finally  closed,  and  the  inspectors 
shall  immediately  canvass  the  votes,  declare  the  result,  and  make  a 
certificate  thereof  under  their  hands,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
book  of  minutes  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village. 

§  7.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  be  inspectors  of  election,  and 
the  president  shall  be  chairman  and  preside  at  the  election,  and  shall 
cause  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  all  elections  to  be  published  by 
X)osting  copies  thereof  in  six  conspicuous  places,  or  publishing  the 
same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  said  village.  In  case  of  neglect, 
the  election  shall  be  held  at  the  place  of  the  last  preceding  election ; 
and  if  no  trustees  shall  be  present  the  electors  may  appoint  a  chairman 
to  preside,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  an  inspector  under  this  act. 
The  trustees  shall  provide  a  suitable  box  to  receive  the  ballots,  and  a 
separate  box  for  the  votes  for  school  officers. 

§  8.  Every  person  who,  at  the  time  of  offering  his  vote,  has  resided 
in  said  village  for  the  last  preceding  thirty  days,  and  who  is  qualified 
to  vote  for  member  of  assembly,  shall  be  entitled  .to  vote  at  all  elec- 
tions held  under  this  act. 

§  9.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  all  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Tork  in  reference  to  elections  for  State  officers,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  applicable,  shall  apply  to  and  govern  elections  held  under  this  act, 
and  the  inspectors  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  in  all 
respects,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  inspectors  of  elections  in  towns. 

§  10.  All  elective  or  appointed  officers  shall,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath 
required  of  State  officers,  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk,  except  that 
of  the  police  justice,  which  shall  be  taken  and  filed  as  is  required  of 
justices  of  the  peace  of  towns,  and  all  officers  charged  with  the  receipt, 
retention,  expenditure  or  disbursement  of  money,  including  the  presi- 
dent and  police  justice,  shall,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  execute 
to  the  village  and  file  with  the  clerk  a  bond  such  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  conditioned  that  they  will  faithfully  execute 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices.  Any  person  failing  to  take  said 
oath,  or  file  said  bond  for  five  days  after  notice  from  the  clerk  of  his 
election  or  appointment,  shall  forfeit  his  office,  and  the  same  may  be 
filled  as  in  case  of  vacancy. 

§  11.  Any  person  elected  or  appointed  to  office  under  this  act,  who 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  qualify  as  herein  provided  for  five  days  after 
notice  in  writing  by  the  clerk  of  such  election  or  appointment,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  tem  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  village,  to  be 
collected  as  other  penalties  i^e  by  this  act  to  be  collected. 

§  12.  Resignations  of  any  omce  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
board  of  trustees  and  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  shall  take  effect  when 
accepted  by  the  board. 

§  13.  No  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  receive  any  compen- 
sation for  any  service  rendered  by  him  as  such  trustee,  except  the 
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president,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars 
'per  annum,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board.

TITLE  III. 

SCHOOL   DISTRICT  —  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES. 

Section  1.  The  district  of  country  constituting  the  village  of  Albion  school

under  the  corporate  seal  by  the  president  or  clerk  of  said  village,  or 
from  any  printed  volume  containing  such  by-laws,  ordinance,  rule, 
regulations,  resolutions  or  proceedings,  and  accompanied  by  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  the  clerk  of  said  village,  that  such  volufne  contains  a 
correct  transcript  of  such  by-law,  ordinance,  rule,  regulation,  resolu- 
tion or  proceeding,  and  that  the  same  was  printed  by  authority  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places,  and  in  all  actions  and  proceedings,  of  the  due  passage  of  such 
ordinance,  rule,  regulation  or  by-law,  and  of  its  having  been  duly 
published. 

TITLE  V. 

THB^POWBRS   AND   DUTIBS   OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  te  preside  at  all  village 
meetings  of  the  board  and  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  village ;  te  p^®^^^®''*- 
take  care  that  within  said  village  the  laws  of  this  State  and  the  ordi- 
nances and  by-laws  passed  by  the  board  of  trustees  be  faithfully 
executed,  and  to  arrest,  or  cause  the  arrest,  of  all  persons  violating  the 
same ;  to  exercise  a  constant  supervision  over  the  conduct  of  all  sub- 
ordinate officers ;  to  receive  ana  examine  into  all  complaints  against 
them  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty,  and  to  report  the  facts  to  the 
board  of  trustees ;  to  recommend  to  the  board,  from  time  to  time,  such 
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means  or  measures  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  them 
to  adopt ;  to  expedite  and  cause  to  be  carried  out  all  such  as  shall  be 
resolved  upon  by  them,  and  in  general  to  maintain  the  peace  and 
good  order  of  the  village. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  trustee  to  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  to  act  upon  committees,  to  arrest,  or  cause  to  be 
arrested,  all  persons  violating  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  ordinances  or 
by-laws  of  the  village ;  to  report  to  the  president  all  officers  who  are 
guilty  of  official  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty,  and  to  perform  or  assist 
in  performing  all  such  duties  as  are  by  this  act  enjoined  upon  the  trus- 
tees separately  or  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  be  fence-viewers  within  said  village, 
and  have  all  the  powers  which  are  or  may  be  conferred  by  law  on 
fence- viewers  in  towns  in  this  State. 

§  4.  The  clerk  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records,  books  and 
papers  of  the  village.  He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board  of 
tnuitees  and  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  village,  and  record  all  their  pro- 
ceedings and  the  result  of  all  elections.  He  shall  produce,  on  demand 
by  any'taxable  inhabitant  of  the  village,  the  books  and  papers  in  his 
office  for  inspection.  He  shall  keep  accurate  account  of  all  village 
moneys  received  by  him,  and  pay  the  same  immediately  to  the  treas- 
urer, taking  his  receipt  therefor.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  village  expenditures  in  sucn  manner  as  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  direct.  He  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the  treasurer,  and  counter- 
sign the  same. 

§  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  village.  He  shall  also  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
receipts  and  payments,  so  as  to  exhibit  the  amount  paid  under  each 
particular  class  of  purposes,  for  which  money  shall  be  raised,  and  make 
returns  thereof  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  direct.  He  shall  pay  no  money  except  upon  the  order  of 
the  president,  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  except  as  herein  provided 
in  relation  to  school  moneys  in  his  hands  as  such  treasurer. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  charter  election,  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  trustees  of  the  vil- 
lage an  assessment  roll,  upon  which  they  shall  enter  all  the  taxable, 
real  and  personal,  property  of  the  village  at  its  just  and  true  value ; 
and  in  making  said  roll  they  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  town 
assessors,  and  be  subject  to  all  restrictions  imposed  upon  them  by  the 
laws  of  this  State,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable,  and  the  saia  roll 
shall  be  made  out  in  the  same  manner,  as  far  as  may  be,  as  assessment 
rolls  of  tovms.  Said  assessors,  or  a  majority,  of  them,  shall  attach  to 
said  roll,  and  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  required  of  town  assessors, 
and  said  roll,  when  so  completed,  shall  be  the  assessment  roll  of  the 
village  for  the  current  year.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
to  correct  the  said  roll  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the 
village.  Any  person  conceiving  himself  aggrieved  by  such  assessment 
may,  within  ten  days  after  tne  completion  of  said  assessment  roll, 
appeal  to  the  board  of  trustees  by  a  notice  in  writing  filed  with  the 
clerk. 

§  7.  The  collector  shall  collect  all  such  taxes  and  assessments  as 
shall  be  specified  in  the  rolls  delivered  to  him  by  the  trustees,  with 
their  warrant  attached,  and  the  fees  therein  specified,  within  the  time 
named  in  said  warrant,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  possess  the  power 
and  authority  conferred  by  law  upon  town  collectors,  and  shall  proceed 
in  the  same  manner  to  enforce  such  tax  or  assessment.    He  shall  pay 
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over  to  the  treasurer,  as  often  as  may  be  prescribed  in  said  warrant, 
all  moneys  collected  by  him,  and  at  the  expiration  of  such  warrant 
shall  return  the  same  to  the  trustees,  with  Ian  account,  verified  by  his 
oath  that  the  same  is  correct,  of  the  moneys  collected  by  him,  the 
amount  paid  to  the  treasurer,  and  an  itemized  account  of  the  unpaid 
taxes  and  assessments. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioner,  under  and  sub-  street 
ject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  act  as  skJner!*" 
OFcrsoer  of  highways,  and  take  general  supervision  and  charge  of  all 
the  highways  and  streets,  sewers  and  village  pBoperty  in  the  village, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act.  The  board  of  trustees  may 
at  any  time  limit,  regulate  and  restrain  him  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties. 

§  9.  The  pound-master  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  Pound 
conferred  and  imposed  upon  him  by  this  act.  and  upon  town  pound-  ™"**^^- 
masters  by  any  statute  of  this  State,  and  such  other  lawful  powers  and 
duties  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  prescribe. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  policemen  to  preserve  peace  and  Police- , 
^ood  order,  and  enforce  the  ordinances,  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  ^^^' 
m  said  village,  and  they  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  prescribe.  They  shall  also  have  the  same  powers  and 
perform  the  same  duties  as  constables  in  towns  and  cities  in  this  State 
in  criminal  cases,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  therefor,  together 
with  such  additional  compensation  for  extraordinary  services  as  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  deem  proper.  The  president  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  as  many  special  policemen  as  from  time  to  time  he  may 
deem  necessary,  to  serve  without  compensation  a  specified  length  of 
time,  not  extending  beyond  the  time  for  the  next  annual  village  elec- 
tion after  their  appointment.

§  12.  The  board  of  health  and  health  officer  shall  possess  and  exer-  Board  of 
cise  all  the  power  and  authority  of   such  boards  and  officers  in  the  heailll'^'^ 
towns,  villages  and  cities  in  the  State  conferred  by  any  general  law,  officer. 
and  such  other  lawfuf  powers  as  may  be  conferred  by  any  ordinance 
or  by-law  of  the  village. 

§  13.  Every  officer  of  the  village  who  shall  receive  any  money  for  Payment 
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or  on  behalf  of  the  village  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  ^  tV 
pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  village,  and  take  his  receipt  ^^'e**. 
therefor,  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk,  except  as  otherwise  herein 
provided. 

TITLE  VI. 

JUDICIAL   DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  police  justice  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear,  try  and  Police  jus- 
determine  any  action  brought  by  the  village  of  Albion  of  which  jus-  powers^ 
tices  of  the  peace  have  jurisdiction,  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  {•^J^'*^^^^

jurisdiction  thereof.     He  shall  also  have  the  same  powers  and  jurisdic- 
tion, and  perform  the  same  duties  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabili- 
ties in  other  criminal  cases  as  justices  of  the  peace.     All  actions  and 
proceedings  had  before  him  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner, 
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except  as  modified  by  this  act,  as  before  justices  of  the  peace,  and  his 

judgments  and  determinations  .may  be  enforced  and  reviewed  in  the 

same  manner.    He  may  take  affidavits  and  administer  oaths  the  same 

as  justices  of  the  peace.

He  shall  be  present  at  fires  within  the  village,  take  command 
of  the  fire  companies  and  direct  as  to  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
village.     The  president,  trustees  and  engineers  shall  have  power  to  Assist- 
compel  any  inhabitant  of  the  village  or  bystander  to  assist  in  extin-  J"^®  ** 
^uishing  fires.    The  assistants  shall  aid  the  chief  engineer  in  the  Assistant 
discharge  of  his  duties,  and  in  his  absence  shall  in  their  order  possess  «"«*neei-8. 
his  powers  and  discharge  his  duties.    The  treasurer  of  the  village  Treas- 
sbalL  be  treasurer  of  the  fire  department.  ^^^^' 

§  3.  The  members  of  the  fire  department,  while  they  continue  to  be  Exemp- 
such,  and  those  who  have  faithfully  served  as  such  for  five  years,  shall  ju^-y  and 
be  exempt  from  service  on  juries  and  in  the  militia,  except  in  cases  of  mintary 
war,  insurrection,  invasion  or  riot.     The  only  evidence  of  such  exemp-  '^"^^  ^' 
tion  shall  be  a  certificate  dated  within  a  year  from  the  time  the 
exemption  is  claimed,  under  the  hand  of  the  president  or  clerk,  and 
attested  by  the  corporate  seal. 

TITLE  VIII. 

MOUNT   ALBION  CEMETERY. 

Section  1.  The  village  of  Albion  is  authorized  to  purchase  and  hold  village 
real  estate  for  cemetery  purposes  in  addition  to  that  now  owned  by  it  ™nU  ror^ 
and  known  bs  Mount  Albion  Cemetery,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  cemetery 
same  or  any  part  thereof.  •  ot^?*°*^** 

§  2.  The  cemetery  commissioners  now  in   office  shall  hold  their  comeicry 
ofiices  until  the  expiration  of  the  terms  for  which  they  were  appointed,  gJonerlf 
and  at  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  each  a  commissioner  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  full  term  of  three  years.     In  case  of  vacancy  in  the 
office  an  appointment  shall  be  made  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired 
term,  so  that  there  shall  at  all  times  be  three  commissioners  to  hold 
office  for  three  years,  the  term  of  one  expiring  each  year.     The  said 
commissioners  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  between  the 
annual  charter  election  and  the  first  day  of  May  thereafter,  and  their 
terms  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  May  after  their 
appointment,  and  they  shall  not  be  subject  to  removal  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board  as  herein  provided  for  other  appointed  officers.     The  said  Board  or 
persons  so  appointed  shall  constitute  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
Mount  Albion  Cemetery. 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  the  exclusive  supervision  and  Thoir 
management  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and   buildings,  and  of  the  i***"^®"- 
grading,  ornamenting  and  improvement  thereof,  and  of  the  burial  of 
the  dead  therein. .  They  may  also  employ  a  keeper  and  fix  his  salary, 
and  may  employ  such  assistants  and  workmen  as  may  be  necessary. 
They  may  sell  lots  and  collect  pay  therefor,  and  do  all  such  other  acts 
and  things  in  reference  to  said  cemetery  grounds  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  subject ;  however,  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
adopted  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village.     Deeds  of  lots  shall  be  Deeds  of 
signed   by  the  president  of  the  village  and  have  the  corporate  seal  ^®'*- 
attached  thereto. 

§  4.  All  moneys  now  in  the  hands  of  said  commissioners  heretofore  Moneys 
received  from,  or   that  thereafter  may  be  received  by  said  commis-  jvom  aaie 
sioners  or  their  successors  in  office  from  the  sale  of  lots  in  said  cemetery,  of  lots.

§  14.  The  commissioners  of  the  cemetery  and  the  keeiper  thereof  for  Commis- 
the  time  being  are  hereby  declared  to  be  policemen,  and  as  such  shall  a^rt^^eep. 
have  power  to  arrest  without  process  upon  said  cemetery,  or  in  the  er  deciar- 
highway  adjoining,  any  person  found  violating  any  law  of  the  State  men.^^*^*"

TITLE  IX. 

STREETS,  HIGHWAYS,  SEWERS,  ETC. 

The  village  of  Albion  shall  be  a  separate  highway  dis-  separate 
trict,  and  be  exempt  from  the  superintendence  of  the  commissioners  of  ^jg^ri^^J^ 
highways  of  the  towns  in  which  it  is  situated,  and  the  board  of  trustees  Powers  of 
of  said  village  shall  possess  all  the  powers,  and  discharge  all  the  duties  [berSn* 
of  commissioners  of  highways  therein,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  except  that  all  the  bridges  within  the  bounds  of  the  village  as  Bridges, 
herein  described,  which  are  at  the  passage  of  this  act  supported,  in  ^^^p®^* 
whole  or  in  part,  by  the  towns  in  which  such  bridges  are  located,  and  of. 
all  bridges  which  may  be  hereafter  built  across  the  creek  running 
through  said  village,  shall  be  supported  wholly  by  the  town  or  towns 
in  which  they  may  be,  and  be  under  the  superintendence  of  the  com- 
missioners of  highways  of  said  towns. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  lay  out  Powers  or 
and  open  new  streets,  or  discontinue  any  street  in  the  village ;  to  keep  {,7^j^^*^'t** 
the  streets,  parks,  wells,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  public  buildings  and  hifc'iiways, 
public  places,  in  repair;  to  construct  drains,  sewers,  reservoirs,  side- ^^'®"' 
walks  and  cross-walks ;  to  pave,   plank,  op  flag  streets,  cross- w^alks 
and  sidewalks ;  to  prescribe  the  width,  line  and  grade  of  streets,  and 
to  alter  and  widen  the  same,  or  otherwise  improve  them ;  to  drain 
stagnant  water ;  to  fill  up  or  raise  low  grounds,  if,  in  their  judgment, 
the  public  health  may  require,  and  to  assess  the  expense  of  any  of  the  Assess- 
improvements  above  mentioned  (except  they  are  exclusively  of  general  ^^q^^a^' 
public  benefit)  upon  the  portion  of  the  village  specially  benefited 
thereby,  but  no  part  of  the  paving  or  grading  of  any  street  shall  be 
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assessed  upon  property  not  bounding  thereon.  The  expense  of  the 
ordinary  repairs  of  streets  and  cross-walks  shall  be  borne  by  general 
tax  upon  the  village. 

§  3.  The  expense  of  such  of  the  above  improvements  as  the  board 
shall  deem  to  be  not  wholly  of  general  public,  nor  wholly  of  private 
benefit,  may,  in  their  discretion,  be  assessed  in  part  upon  the  property 
benefited,  and  in  part  upon  the  village  at  large. 

§  4.  When  the  board  shall  determine  to  make  any  such  improve- 
ment, and  assess  the  expense  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  the  property 
benefited,  such  improvement  shall  be  denominated  a  "  local  improve- 
ment," and  such  assessment  a  ''  local  assessment." 

§  5.  A.11  streets  and  public  grounds  laid  out  by  the  board  shall 
be  surveyed,  and  such  survey  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  village 
clerk. 

§  6.  The  board  of  trustees,  before  making  any  local  improvement, 
shall,  after  ascertaining  as  they  may  think  proper,  the  probable  expense 
thereof,  exclusive  of  the  damages  for  land  taken,  when  the  damages 
are  not  agreed  upon,  cause  to  be  entered  an  order  in  their  minutes, 
reciting  in  general  terms  the  improvement  proposed,  the  estimated 
expense  thereof,  and  describing  that  portion  of  the  village  they  deem 
specially  benefited  thereby,  and  the  proportion  of  such  expense  to  be 
assessed  upon  the  property  benefited.  The  cost  of  plans,  estimates, 
assessments,  surveys  and  other  incidental  expenses,  shall  be  reckoned 
a  part  of  the  expense  of  the  improvement.  A  copy  of  said  order  shall 
be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  village,  to  which  shall  be 
appended  a  notice,  signed  by  the  clerk,  notifying  all  pe^rsons  interested 
in  said  improvement,  to  appear  before  the  board  at  a  time  and  place, 
not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  twenty  days  from  the  first  publica- 
tion thereof,  to  make  such  objections  as  they  may  have  to  such 
improvement. 

§  7.  At  such  time  and  place,  or  at  an  adjourned  day,  the  board  shall 
hear  objections  to  such  proposed  improvement,  and  may  reverse,  affirm, 
or  modify  said  order,  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

§  8.  In  case  such  order  is  not  reversed,  the  board  shall  cause  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  original,  or  modified  order,  to  be  delivered  to  one  of 
three  assessors  to  be  appointed  by  them,  not  interested  in  the  property 
so  to  be  benefited,  nor  of  kin  to  any  owner  thereof,  among  whom  shall 
be  included  so  many  of  the  assessors  of  the  village  as  are  not  inter- 
ested or  of  kin  as  above.  Such  assessors,  before  proceeding,  shall 
take,  subscribe  and  file  with  the  clerk  an  oath  to  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially discharge  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  as  such  assessors. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  after  appointment  may  be  filled  by  the  board. 

§  9.  On  the  receipt  of  said  copy  order,  the  said  assessors  shall* make 
a  roll  containing  the  names  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  property 
so  to  be  benefited ;  a  designation  or  brief  description  of  the  property 
of  each  owner  or  occupant,  and  the  value  thereof,  and  the  proportion 
of  such  estimated  expense  which  each  separate  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
shall  be  deemed  benefited  by  said  improvement,  which  said  roll, 
except  in  cases  where  the  damages  for  the  taking  of  land  shall  not  be 
agreed  upon,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  board  of  trustees  in  ten  days 
after  its  receipt  by  them,  certified  by  said  assessors  or  a  majority  of 
them. 

§  10.  When  the  local  improvement  so  ordered  to  be  made  shall 
require  the  taking  of  land,  the  order  shall,  in  addition  to- other  requi- 
sites, contain  a  brief  description  of  the  land  so  to  be  taken,  and  the 
notice  appended  thereto  as  published  shall  require  all  persons  inter- 
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ested  in  the  land  taken  to  file  their  claims  for  damages,  on  account  of  xoiico  to 
such  appropriation,  with  the  village  clerk,  on  or  before  a  day  to  be  Sir  alim™* 
specified  in  the  notice,  not  less  than  twenty  days  from  the  first  publi-  "»e*- 
cation  of  such  notice ;  but  no  improvement  requiring  the  taking  of  Petition. 
land  shall  be  made,  unless  upon  the  petition  of  twelve  freeholders  of 
the  village  residents  thereof. 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  may  purchase  any  land  so  required  to  Purohnse 
be  taken  upon  such  terms  as  they  shall  deem  reasonable,  and  take  a*^^^*"*^' 
conveyance  thereof  to  the  village,  and  the  amount  so  agreed  upon 
shall  be  collected  as  part  of  the  expense  of  such  improvement. 

§  12.  If  no  claim  for  damages  shall  be  filed  as  herein  provided,  the  No  claim 
owners  and  occupants  of  the  lands  taken  shall  be  deemed  to  have  J^eswaiv- 
waived  all  claims  to  damages,  and  to  have  consented  and  agreed  to  e»i,  oto. 
said  improvement,  except  in  case  of  infants  and  persons  of  unsound 
minds  having  no  general  guardian  or  committee.     In  such  cases  the  Oaardians 
county  court  of  Orleans  county,  or  in  case  the  judge  thereof  is  inter-  ***^**°*- 
ested  in  the  improvement,  the  supreme  court  shall,  on  application  of 
the  president  of  the  village,  without  notice,  appoint  a  special  guardian 
to  attend  to  the  interest  of  such  infants  and  persons  of  unsound  mind. 
Said  county  court  shall   be  always  open  for  the  transaction  of  such 
business. 

§  13.  In  cases  where  an  agreement  is  not  made  with  all  the  persons  copy  of 
interested  in  the  land  taken,  or  where  some  are  infants  or  persons  of  whenNie- 
unsound  mind  having  no  general  aruardian  or  committee,  the  certified  Uvored  in 
copy  of  said  order  shall   not  be  delivered  to  the  assessors  so  to  be  n^®.  ^^ 
appointed  to  apportion  the  expense  of  said  improvement,  until  the  {jf' q?" 
expiration  of  the  time  to  file  claims  for  damages,  as  specified  in  the        '  ' 
notice  appended  to  the  order  for  such  improvement.     In  such  cases  Assessors 
the  said  assessors,  on  receiving  said  order,  shall  publish  in  a  newspaper  n^SUe  o? 
printed  in  the  village  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting  mooting, 
to  make  an  appraisal  of  damages  for  the  lands  so  taken,  not  less  than 
ten,  nor  more  than  twenty  days  from  the  first  publication  of  such 
notice. 

g  14.  At  the  time  and  place  so  appointed,  or  at  an  adjourned  day,  to  view 
they  shall  view  the  premises,  and,  in  their  discretion,  may  receive  jJJiS'^/^ke 
any  legal  evidence,  and  to  that  end  are  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  evidence. 
They  shall  determine  and  award  to  the  persons  who  have  filed  claims,  Award  of 
or  to  said  infants  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  such  damages  as,  in  ^^*™*g«8- 
their  judgment,  such  owners  will  sustain  by  such  improvement,  aft/or 
making  due  allowance  for  any  benefit  such  owner  may  derive  there- 
from, and  for  any  buildings  which  may  be  removed.    They  shall  make  Report. 
a  report  of  the  damages  so  appraised,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
board  of  trustees,  with  their  apportionment  of  the  expenses  of  such 
improvement,  within  ten  days  after  the  time  so  appointed  for  the 
hearing. 

§  15.  Immediately  on  the  completion  of  the   appraisal,  the   said  Duty  of  ' 
assessors  shall  add  the  amount  so  found  by  them,  or  so  much  thereof  Sf,'*po'iu.® 
as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  direct,  to  the  estimated  expense  of  the  j»ieiioii  of 
improvement  as  stated  in  the  order,  and  then  make  a  roll  and  assess  ala.**^"****' 
the  said  amount  on  the  property,  in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects 
as  hereinbefore  directed  in  cases  where  land  is  not  taken,  and  deliver 
the  same,  with  the  report  of  appraisal  of  damages,  under  their  hands, 
or  the  hands  of  a  majority  of  them,  to  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  16.  On  receipt  of  the  roll,  in  cases  where  no  appraisal  is  to  be  Notice  of 
made,  or  the  roll  and  report  of  appraisal  in  other  cases,  the  board  of  ![pjeaif.^' 
trustees  shall  cause  a  notice,  signed  by  the  clerk,  to  be  published  in  a 
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newspaper  printed  in  the  village,  that  said  roll  has  been  completed, 
and,  in  case  of  an  appraisal,  that  the  appraisal  has  been  made,  and 
that  appeals  from  said  assessment  and  appraisal,  or  either,  will  be 
heard  at  a  specified  time  and  place,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
twenty  days  from  the  first  publication  of  said  notice.  Snch  appeals 
must  be  made  in  writing,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  by  the  day  prior  to 
the  time  for  the  hearing  stated  in  said  notice. 

§  17.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed,  or  at  an  adjourned  day,  the 
said  board  shall  hear  the  allegations  of  the  parties  appealing,  and  may 
alter  or  amend  the  appraisal  and  assessment,  or  either,  as  they  shall 
deem  just,  or  ratify  the  same  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  may  set  aside  said 
assessment  and  appraisal,  or  either,  and  order  a  new  assessment  and 
appraisal,  or  either,  by  the  same  or  other  assessors,  and  in  such  case 
the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in  the  first  appraisal  and  assess- 
ment ;  or  in  any  case,  on  the  coming  in  of  the  appraisal  and  assessment, 
whether  appeals  be  taken  or  not,  they  may  set  aside  and  quash  said 
proceedings  in  which  case  the  expense  incurred  shall  be  born  by  the 
village.  Every  assessment  and  appraisal,  when  ratified,  shall  be  con- 
clusive, and  such  assessment  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  lands  and  premises 
against  which  it  is  made.  The  amount  of  the  appraisal  shall,  as  soon 
as  collected,  be  paid  over  to  the  owners  of  the  lands  taken. 

§  18.  An  accurate  survey  of  the  lands  so  taken  shall  be  made,  and 
such  survey  shall  be  filed  with  the  village  clerk,  and  recorded  in  a 
book  kept  for  the  purpose  of  recording  surveys  of  streets,  parks,  and 
other  public  grounds. 

§  19.  The  trustees  of  the  village  are  hereby  authorized  to  work  and 
improve  the  road  running  east  from  Lewis  Ingalls'  farm  to  the  four 
corners  west  of  the  Tanner  school-house,  so  called,  in  the  same  manner 
as  they  are  now  authorized  to  improve  the  streets  of  the  village  ;  and 
all  persons  owning  property,  or  residing  on  said  streets,  are  required  to 
perform  all  highway  work  and  labor  assessed  to  them  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  highways  of  the  town  of  Albion,  on  said  streets,  under  the 
directions  of  the  trustees,  or  may  commute  and  pay  to  said  trustees 
such  sums  of  money  in  lieu  of  such  work,  as  they  would  be  authorized 
to  do  to  overseers  of  highways  of  the  district  in  which  said  roads  have 
been  located.  Said  commissioners  of  highways  shall  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  street  commissioner  road  warrants  for  the  labor  on  each 
of  said  roads,  and  for  the  purpose  of  working  out  such  highway  labor, 
the  said  street  commissioner  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  overseers  of 
highways  of  towns. 

§  20.  The  commissioners  of  highways  of  each  of  the  towns  in  which 
said  village  is  situated  shall,  before  the  firet  day  of  March  in  each 
year,  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  village  such  portion  of  the 
moneys  raised  in  said  towns  for  the  ordinary  repairs  of  highways  aa 
the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the  village  in  such  town  bears  to 
the  whole  assessed  value  of  the  town  by  the  last  preceding  assessment 
roll  of  the  town. 

§  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  lots  bounding 
on  any  street  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair  sidewalks  opposite  their 
lots,  in  such  times  and  manner  and  of  such  material  as  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  direct. 

TITLE  X. 

TAXES  AND  ASSESSMENTS. 

Annual  SECTION  1.  The  board  of  trustees  in  each  year,  and  within  one  month 
of^'viiSi'ge  ^^^^^  *^®  annual  charter  election,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the 
expciibo».  amount  of  money  necessary  to  defray  the  ordinary  village  expenses  for 
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the  ensuing  year,  and  also  for  the  purposes  of  making,  repairing  or 
improving  of  streets,  bridges,  cross-walks  and  public  sewers ;  and  for 
the  several  purposes  aforesaid,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the 
streets,  they  shall  have  power  to  raise  by  tax  in  each  year,  upon  the  Power  to 
taxable  property  of  the  village,  for  highways,  bridges  and  cross-walks,  ey 'byux. 
the  8am  of  two  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  the  poll-tax,  and  the 
additional  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  other  purposes  herein 
mentioned,  without  a  vote  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  village. 
They  shall  also  raise  in  the  same  manner  any  additional  amount  Addition- 
voted  to  be  raised  for  any  other  purpose,  for  which  it  shall  be  lawful  ma^^be"' 
to  tax  property  of  the  village  by  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  village,  t^i^ea  by 
at  the  annual  village  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting  called  for  tax^pay. 
that  purpose.    Such  taxes  shall,  if  practicable,  be  included  in  one  **** 
assessment,  and  shall  be  called  the  general  tax. 

§  2.  Every  male  inhabitant  of  the  village,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  PoUtax. 
years,  except  acting  firemen  of  the  village,  shall  pay  a  poll-tax  of  otie 
dollar  each  year.    The  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  added  to  the  tax  of 
all  such  persons  as  are  assessed  for  property  on  the  general  tax-roll 
the  said  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  shall  cause  a  list  of  all  other  persons 
liable  to  pay  said  poll-tax  to  be  attached  to  the  said  tax-roll,  and,  in 
either  case,  the  said  poll-tax  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  How  coi- 
such  general  tax,  except  that  at  any  time  before  said  poll-tax  shall  be  '«c^**i- 
collected,  and  when  the  street  commissoner  is  engaged  in  repairing  the  Commn. 
streets,  the  said  person  so  taxed  shall,  on  tendering  his  services,  be  ^*^<*"* 
allowed  to  work  one  day  of  ten  hours,  and  the  street  commissioner's  cer- 
tiiicate  of  the  performance  of  such  labor  shall  be  a  full  payment  of  said 
poll-tax  for  that  year. 

§  3  The  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  a  notice  of  any  annual  or  Notice  of 
special  meeting,  called  for  the  purpose  of  voting  any  tax,  to  be  pub-  UlJ^g"®®'' 
lished  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  of  the  village,  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  time  appointed  for  such  meeting,  and  notices  of  all  special 
meetings  shall  state  the  object  of  such  meeting  and  the  business  to  be 
transacted,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  such  special 
meeting  than  such  as  is  specified  in  such  notice.  It  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  call  any  annual  meeting  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the 
village,  except  it  is  desired  to  raise  more  money  than  the  board  of 
trustees  is  herein  empowered  to  raise  without  a  vote. 

§  4.  The  annual  meeting,  when  one  is  called,  shall  be  held  within  Annual 
sixty  days  after  the  annual  charter  election.  meeung. 

§  5.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  proposition  to  raise  Qaniiflca- 
money  by  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  village,  except  he  is  a  voter^^ 
resident  of  said  village,  and  shall  have  been  an  elector  thereof  at  the 
last  preceding  charter  election,  and  assessed  upon  the  last  preceding 
general  assessment  roll  of  the  village  upon  real  or  personal  property, 
and  shall  have  paid  the  tax  therepu. 

§  6.  The  vote  to  raise  money  by  tax  shall  be  taken  as  follows :  ^9'«  ^ 
Motions  to  amend  any  resolution  offered  for  that  purpose  may  be  eyby^ax"* 
acted  upon  in  the  usual  way  of  public  bodies  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  ^***^  ^^*^^ 
those  entitled  to  vote  thereon,  or  a  division ;  but  the  final  vote  on  any 
such  resolution  shall  be  taken  by  a  call  of  the  roll  of  the  names  of 
those  taxed  for  real  or  personal  estate,  on  the  last  preceding  general 
assessment  roll  of  the  village,  who  shall  have  paid  such  tax,  and  the 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  so  voting  shall  determine  the 
question. 

§  7.  Whenever  it  shall  be  determined  to  raise  any  general  tax,  as  Appor. 
prescribed  in  this  title,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  if'Jlix^^*

resident, then  by  serving  a  copy  of  such  notice  in  the  mi^^nner  aforesaid

owner,  or  the  post-ofiice  nearest  thereto;  or  if  such  place  or  residence 
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be  unknown,  then  by  posting  a  copy  of  such  notice  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  such  estate  or  premises.     Upon  such  sale,  such  property  shall  condi- 
be  sold  to  the  person  who  shall  offer  to  take  the  same  for  the  shortest  gl2o!  °^ 
term,  for  the  payment  of  such  tax,  with  interest  at  the  rate  aforesaid, 
and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  notice  and  sale.    If  such  purchaser  Fniinreof 
shall  fail  to  pay  the  taxes  and  interest  and  coste  and  expenses  of  such  |:"['o  puy. 
notice  and  sale,  the  said  trustees  may  cause  the  same  to  be  collected 
of  said  purchaser  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  in 
all  respects  as  if  such  tax  and  interest  were  an  ori^nal  assessment,  or 
the  said  trustees  may  resell  such  real  estate  without  further  notice  licwiie  of 
( the  sale  to  be  considered  open  for  that  purpose),  and  all  the  provisions  ^^''^P^^'^y- 
of  this  act  shall  be  applicable  in  all  cases  of  such  second  sale  as  if  it 
were  the  first.     The  trustees  shall  thereupon,  upon  the  payment  of  certiii- 
such  tax  and  interest  and  costs  and  expenses  of  such  notice  of  sale  by  g^i^,  "^ 
such  purchaser,  deliver  to  him  a  certificate  of  such  sale,  signed  by  the 
president,  with  the  corporate  seal  aflBixed  thereto.

§  20.  If,  prior  to  the  apportionment  of  any  general  tax,  it  is  found 
that  any  real  estate  liable  to  taxation  is  omitted  from  the  roll,  the 
trustees  shall  add  the  same  thereto,  and  apportion  the  tax  thereon ;  or 
if  not  discovered  in  time,  the  same  may  the  succeeding  year  be  added 
to  the  roll,  and  its  regular  rate  of  tax  for  the  prior  year  collected  thereon 
iu  addition  to  the  tax  for  the  current  year. 

§  21.  If  any  tax  on  real  estate  shall  remain  unpaid,  by  reason  of  a 
defective  description,  or  for  any  other  causes,  the  amount  thereof,  with 
interest  for  one  year  at  ten  per  cent  per  annum,  may  be  added  to  the 
annual  tax  the  succeeding  year,  and  charged  upon  the  real  estate 
upon  which  it  was  originally  assessed ;  but  in  all  cases  of  the  charging 
of  any  tax  or  assessment  of  any  previous  year  upon  such  real  estate, 
the  year  or  years  in  which  the  same  was  originally  assessed  shall  be 
specified  on  the  roll,  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  separately  speci- 
fied in  the  proper  column,  and  the  real  estate  upon  which  it  is  charged 
shall  be  properly  and  sufficiently  described  on  the  roll  by  the  trustees. 
In  case  auy  tax  or  assessment  shall  remain  unpaid,  and  there  shall  be 
no  property  out  of  which  the  same  can  be  made,  the  trustees  may  add 
the  amount  thereof  to  the  amount  they  may  raise  by  tax  the  succeed- 
ing year. 

§  22.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  to*  collect  by  civil  action  any  tax 
or  assessment  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  shall  be 
returned  by  the  collector  as  unpaid,  and  all  tax  or  assessment  rolls 
delivered  to  the  collector  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts  or 
places,  and  in  all  actions  or  proceeding,  that  the  taxes  and  assess- 
ments therein  contained  have  been  duly  and  regularly  imposed  or 
assessed,  and  of  the  right  of  recovery  thereof;  but  such  action  shall 
not  aflfect  the  right  to  sell  the  lands  as  herein  provided,  upon  which 
such  tax  or  assessment  is  a  lien,  until  satisfaction  of  a  judgment  ren- 
dered for  such  tax  or  assessment. 

§  23.  In  all  cases  where  the  trustees  are,  by  this  act,  authorized  to 
incur  any  expense  at  the  charge,  cost  or  expense  of  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  any  lot  or  building,  or  to  charge  the  same  upon  any  lot, 
building  or  other  property,  such  expense,  when  audited  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  shall  be  deemed  an  assessment  upon  the  particular  lot  or 
thing,  in  reference  to  which  such  expense  was  incurred,  and  shall  be  a 
lien  thereon  and  may  be  collected,  with  the  interest  thereon  from  the 
time  of  such  audit,  as  in  case  of  other  taxes  and  assessments  by  the 
warrant  of  the  trustees,  and  the  sale  of  the  property  or  by  action,  and 
the  option  of  the  board  of  trustees ;  but  nothing  herein  shall  prevent 
the  recovery  in  addition  to  such  expense,  of  the  penalty  imposed  upon 
such  owner  or  occupant  for  his  neglect  to  do  the  particular  thing,  in 
the  doing  of  which  such  expense  was  incurred. 

§  24.  When  any  tax  or  assessment  on  real  estate  has  been  collected 
under  this  act,  of  any  tenant  of  such  real  estate,  he  may  collect  the 
same  of  his  landlord,  or  offset  it  against  rent  of  said  real  estate,  unless 
he  be  bound  by  agreement  to  pay  such  tax  or  assessment. 

§  25.  In  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  any  poll-tax  for  ten  Abljs 
after  a  demand  thereof  shall  have  been  made  by  the  collector,  except 
the  same  is  worked  out  as  herein  provided,  the  person  so  neglecting  or 
refusing  and  liable  to  pay  such  poll-tax  shall  foi*feit  and  pay  to  the 
village  the  sum  of  two  dollars  to  be  collected  as  other  penalties.

§  2.  Upon  complaint  made  on  oath  to  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  to  Proceed- 
any  police  justice  of  any  city  or  village,  against  any  person  as  being  lil^mierly 
disorderly,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  the  persons, 
offender,  and  cause  him  or  her  to  be  brought  before  such  justice  for 
examination.     If  it  shall  appear  by  the  confession  of  the  offender  or  by  surety  for 
competent  testimony  that  he  or  she  is  a  disorderly  person,  the  justice  CJior.**' 
may  require  of  the  offender  sufficient  sureties  for  his  or  her  good 
behavior  for  the  space  of  one  year.

dred and  fifty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six, 
shall  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  in  each  year,  appor- 
tion and  pay  over  all  such  moneys  so  received  to  the  treasurers  of  the 
several  fire  companies  as  are  duly  recognized  by  the  common  council 
or  trustees  of  such  city  or  village.  And  if  he  shall  neglect  or  refuse

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  afid  Assembly , 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Sbction  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Suffolk  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  three  commissioners,  to 
serve  without  compensation,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  within  one  year 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  locate  an  inlet  between  the  waters  of 
the  Atlantic  ocean  and  the  Great  South  bay,  in  the  town  of  Brook- 
haven,  in  the  said  county  of  Suffolk,  and  the  said  three  commissioners 
so  appointed  shall  have  full  power  to  locate  said  inlet  at  such  a  point  as 
may  to  them  seem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  people  residing  on  or 
near  said  Great  South  bay,  in  said  town  of  Brookhaven,  and  to  prevent 
and  prohibit  the  opening  of  any  other  inlet  or  inlets  at  any  other 
point  or  points  on  said  bay,  in  said  town  of  Brookhaven. 

§  2.  Said  commissioners  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  appointed,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  the  pleasure 
of  said  board  of  supervisors.

2.  To  prevent  vice  and  immorality,  preserve  the  public  peace  and  Prevent 
order,  to  restrain  and  suppress  disorderly  houses  and  houses  of  ill-fame  or  serve^*^^' 
of  assignation,  gaming  houses,  and  instruments  and  devices  for  gaming,  peace.eto. 

3.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  police,  and  prescribe  their  powers  Police. 
and  duties ;  to  erect  or  procure  and  maintain  a  lock-up,  or  designate  a  Look-ap. 
place  for  the  detention  of  persons  arrested  under  this  act,'or  under  any 
by-law,  rule  or  ordinance,  and  to  confine  said  persons  therein. 

4.  To  apprehend  and  punish  common  prostitutes,  vagrants  and  dis-  vagrants, 
orderly  persons,  and  persons  unnecessarily  congregated  upon  the  side-  ®^' 
walks  or  corners,  or  disturbing  a  public  assembly. 

5.  To  employ  an  attorney  or  attorneys  for  the  transaction  of  any  Attor- 
matter  requiring  legal  skill.  ^^^^' 

6.  To  prevent  incumbering  the  streets,  squares,  sidewalks,  cross-  incumber- 
walks,  lanes,  and  alleys  with  any  material  whatever.  *°*^*  *^®®* 

7.  To  prevent  or  regulate  any  enroachment,*  or  the  erection  of  any  Encroach- 
projection  from  or  opposite  of  any  building  in  or  over  or  upon  any  of  *"**"'*•   . 
the  streets  or  sidewalks,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises. 

8.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  public  pound,  and  appoint  a  keeper  Pound, 
thereof,  and  tx)  regulate  his  compensation,  and  fees. 

9.  To  regulate   and  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  cattle,  Animals 
sheep,  horses,  swine,  geese   or  other  animals,  and  to  authorize  the  at'iarge. 
distraining,  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty  and 
costs  of  keeping  and  proceedings. 

10.  To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  safety  of  the  street 
lamps.  ^**^'*- 

11.  To  establish  and  organize  a  fire  department,  appoint  the  mem-  Fire  do- 
bers  thereof,  and  provide  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  same,  p**"^®**'- 
Every  member  of  the  fire  department,  while  such  member,  shall  be  Exemp- 
exempt  from  all  jury  duty,  from  payment  of  poll  taxes,  and  from  fl?^m*en. 
serving  in  the  militia,  except  in  cases  of  war,  invasion  and  insurrec- 
tion, and  every  person  who  shall  serve  in  such  fire  department  five 
successive  years  shall  thereafter  be  entitled  to  the  like  exemption  from 
military  service ;  and  a  certificate  of  such  service  authenticated  by 

tbe  president  of  the  village  and  the  corporate  seal  shall  be  presuniptive 
evidence  before  all  courts  and  officers,  civil  and  military,  of  such 
exemption.

ains,  and  conduct  water  to  same,  and  regulate  the  use  thereof. 

13.  To  regulate  the  use  of  candles,  kerosene  or  burning  materials  of  pe  of 
any  kind,  or  lights  or  fires  in  barns  and  other  places  liable  to  take  '^  *** 
fire.     To  provide  for  the  examination,  from  time  to  time,  of  all  build-  Exnmina- 
ings  and  premises,  however  occupied  or  used,  to  ascertain  their  state  in  boiicSugs. 
regard  to  fires,  and  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  to  put  and  keep 

such  buildings  and  premises  in  safe  condition  against  fire. 

•  So  in  the  ori^al. 
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14.  To  prohibit  the  erection  of  unsafe  buildings  and  structures,  and 
to  require,  under  their  direction,  the  repair  or  removal  of  any  building 
or  structure  that  shall  have  become  unsafe,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
trustees.  To  prescribe  territorial  limits  within  which  no  building  or 
structure  or  addition  thereto  shall  be  built,  except  in  conformity  with 
such  general  restrictions,  as  to  material  and  manner  of  construction, 
with  regard  to  danger  from  fire,  as  shall  be  established  by  the  trustees. 
Any  building  or  structure  which  they  shall  decide  to  be  unsafe,  or 
unsiafe  against  fire,  or  which  shall  be  built  in  violation  of  authorized 
restrictions  of  the  trustees,  may  be  by  them  repaired,  altered  or  demol- 
ished or  removed,  or  both,  on  failure  of  owners  or  occupants,  after 
reasonable  notice,  and  the  expense  thereof  recovered  by  action  against 
the  owner  or  occupants ;  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  of  the  mate- 
rials composing  any  such  building  or  structure,  may,  at  the  option  of 
the  trustees,  be  sold  by  them  at  public  sale  to  pay  any  such  expense. 

15.  To  require  that  sidewalks  be  kept  free  from  snow,  ice,  dirt  and 
other  obstructions,  and  the  streets  kept  clean,  and  weeds  and  grass 
properly  cut  therein  by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  premises  fronting 
thereon. 

16.  To  number  and  renumber  houses  and  lots,  and  give  names  to  the 
roads,  lanes,  streets,  aveiuies,  parks,  cemeteries,  and  all  public  places 
in  the  village.  But  any  party  giving  property  to  the  village  for  public 
use,  or  voluntarily  opening  streets,  may  name  same. 

17.  To  be  fence-viewers,  and  shall  have  all  the  authority  of  fence- 
viewers  in  towns,  in  respect  of  division  fences  and  walls  in  said  vil- 
lage. 

18.  To  protect  from  injury,  and  from  wanton  or  malicious  mischief, 
trees,  shrubbery,  flowers,  plants,  posts,  fences,  buildings  or  other 
structures,  or  property  of  any  kind,  public  or  private,  within  said  vil- 
lage, or  any  grounds,  owned  by  same. 

19.  To  regulate  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  keeping  and  selling 
meats,  fish,  vegetables  and  other  agricultural  products,  and  the  loca- 
tion of  slaughter-houses,  and  houses  and  places  for  storing  gunpowder 
or  other  explosive  materials. 

20.  To  determine  upon  view,  or  upon  testimony  of  witnesses,  whether 
any  building,  slaughter-house,  pig-sty,  stable,  privy,  sewer,  pool,  meat- 
market,  structure,  substance  or  thing  whatever,  within  said  vilUvge,  is 
a  nuisance,  and  to  compel  the  removal  or  abatement  of  same ;  and  if 
not  done  within  such  time  as  the  trustees  may  allow,  they  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  removed  or  abated  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants of  the  premises  on  or  adjacent  to  which  same  is  situated.  But 
all  such  determinations  shall  be  by  resolution,  and  require  the  con- 
curring vote  of  at  least  four  members  of  the  board. 

21.  To  regulate  or  prevent  all  exhibitions  or  performances  for  money 
or  hire,  or  authorize  the  same,  on  sucn  terms  as  the  trustees  shall  deem 
expedient. 

22.  To  restrain  and  prevent  hawking  and  peddling  in  the  streets ; 
to  regulate,  restrain  or  prohibit  sales  by  auction,  and  grant  licenses  to 
auctioneers;  to  regulate  the  use  and  running  of  aU  hacks,  public 
carriages  or  vehicles  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  baggage  or 
movables  of  any  kind,  for  hire ;  to  designate  their  places  of  waiting 
and  to  grant  licenses  to  the  owners  or  drivers  thereof. 

23.  "[Ju)  regulate  or  prevent  any  act,  amusement  or  practice,  vrithia 
the  village,  endangering  property  or  persons ;  swimming  or  bathing 
in  the  waters  within  or  bounding  the  village,  and  the  discharffii^ 
therein  of  cannons,  firearms,  fireworks  and  any  explosive  materials. 
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24.  To  prohibit  the  selling  or  giving  in  said  village,  to  any  minor,  Saie  or  in- 
or  to  any  person  who  shall  have  been  publicly  intoxicated  within  illfuorel"* 
one  year,  to  drink  or  consume  any  intoxicating  or  narcotic  drink  or 

drug. 

25.  To  take  precautionary  measures  to  guard  the  public  health  in  Public 
times  of  dangerous  or  pestilential  diseases,  and  to  provide  against  ^*^**'**- 
them  when  they  appear  in  the  village,  by  providing  places  for  the 
removal  of  persons  having  such  diseases  from  the  populous  parts  of  the 
villa^^e,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  incident  to  such  removal,  and  they 

shall  have  the  power  to  remove  such  persons ;  and  they  have  the  power  Boam  of 
to  appoint  one  or  more  health  commissioners,  who,  with  the  president,  **®'^^- 
shall  constitute  a  board  of  health  of  the  village :  and  such  board  of 
health  shall  possess  the  powers  conferred  by,  and  be  subject  to,  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health,"  passed 
April  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
in  addition  to  the  powers  which  may  be  given  under  this  act. 

26.  And  the  trustees  shall  have  general  power  to  make,  amend  or  Rules,  or- 
repeal  all  rules,  regulations,  by-laws  and  ordinances  not  inconsistent  eto.*^^^' 
with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States, 

which  they  shall  think  desirable  or  necessary  for  securing  the  peace, 
comfort,  welfare,  protection  or  safety  of  the  inhabitants  and  property 
in  said  village,  and  for  carrying  out  and  enforcing  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act.    The  trustees  shall  also  have  pibwer,  in  addition  to  ^inos  and 
other  remedies  for  the  enforcement  of  same,  to  prescribe  fines,  penalties  ^*^"* 
and  forfeitures  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  rule,  regula- 
tion, by-law  or  ordinance  passed  by  them.    All  rules,  regulations,  Raiea.  or- 
by-laws  and  ordinances  passed  by  said  trustees  shall,  unless  otherwise  etc  .^vhen 
therein  provided,  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  their  passage,  {gg*^®  ®^' 
as  against  persons  having,  or  served  at  any  time  with,  actual  notice 
thereof ;    but  as  against  others,  only  after  their  publication  for  same 
time  and  in  same  manner  as  provided  herein  for  the  publication  of 
notices  of  annual  meetings. 

§  15.  The  trustees  of  said  village,  and  each  one  of  them,  shall  have  ^''y®''  ®^ 
power  at  all  times,  to  arrest,  or  cause  to  be  arrested  by  any  person,  arrost. 
and  without  process,  any  and  all  criminals,  vagrants,  disorderly  per- 
sons, drunken  persons  and  prostitutes,  found  in  said  village,  and  take 
or  cause  them  to  be  taken  before  the  police  justice,  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law  ;  and  shall  have  power  at  any  and  all  times  to  com-  May  com. 
mand  assistance  from  any  inhabitants  of  said  village  to  to*  make  arrests  ^sianc^ 
and  quell  all  disturbances,  riots  or  routs,  and  tcb extinguish  fires.    Any 
person  refusing  to  obey  such  command  of  a  trustee  of  the  village  shall 
be,  upon  conviction,  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars, 
and  imprisonment  until  such  fine  is  paid,  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

§  16.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  each  have  power  to  enter,  or  Mav  enter 
cause  to  be  entered  by  any  person,  and  without  process,  any  building  ^"*  *^^"**** 
or  premises  in  the  village,  when  necessary  for  the  execution  of  any  of 
the  powers  or  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  rule,  regulation,  by-law 
or  ordinance  passed  by  them.

No  such  account  or  claim  shall  be  allowed  by  the  trustees  unless 
icii?  ^^**  ^^  s^^^^  ^®  made  out  in  items  and  accompained  by  the  affidavit  of  the 
person  claiming  to  have  rendered  the  services,  or  furnished  the  mate- 
rials, or  made  Sie  disbursements  therein  charged,  or  the  ai&davit  of  an 
officer  of  the  village  having  knowledge  thereof,  that  the  items  of  such 
account  or  claim  are  correct  as  to  the  service,  materials  and  disburse- 
ments mentioned ;  that  such  services  and  materials  were  rendered  and 
furnished  and  disbursements  made  for  the  corporation,  and  that  no 
part  of  such  claim  has  been  paid.

While  separate  accounts  shall  oe 
kept  of  each  of  said  trusts,  all  such  money  shall  be  aggregated  in  one 
fund,  to  be  called  "The  Cemetery  Trust  Fund,"  and  invested  in  such

hereinbefore  limited. 

§  25.  Additional  power  to  raise  money  by  tax  in  any  year,  for  extra-  Extraor-  : 
ordinary  and  specified  purposes,  may  be  obtained  by  the  trustees  in  ^xesf 
the  same  manner  as  the  consent  to  purchase  real  estate, 

§  26.  In  addition  to  other  taxes,  the  trustees  shall  have  power,  each  Poii-tax 
year,  to  levy  a  poll-tax  of  fifty  cents  on  each  elector,  and  to  raise  by  way  uuc^' 
tax,  payable  in  money  only,  such  sums  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
not  exceeding  in  any  one  year  the  amount  of  two  mills  on  the  dollar 
on  the  assessed  valuation  for  the  previous  year  of  said  village,  to  be 
denominated  a  highway  tax.  The  money  so  raised,  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  poll-tax,  shall  be  devoted  to  working  and  improving  the  roads, 
avenues,  streets,  public  parks  or  squares,  lanes,  crosswalks  and  side- 
walks of  said  village,  and  kept  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund  by  the 
treasurer ;  and  the  village  and  all  propertv  therein  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  costs,  charges,  taxes  or  assessments  for  the  grading  or  working 
of  any  street,  road  or  avenue  lying  outside  the  limits  of  such  corpora- 
tion. The  poll-tax  may  be  collected  by  any  person  whom  the  trustees 
shall  direct. 

§  27.  To  provide  against  danger  or  loss  to  the  village  or  its  inhabit-  When 
ants  in  any  unforeseen  emergency,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  may^or. 
borrow  in  the  name  of  the  village  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  j'ow  $60o. 
in  any  year.     Money  to  pay  any  such  debt  shall  be  raised  by  the 
trustees  by  tax  in  that  or  the  following  year.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ^ 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Approjru  Section  1.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller. 
State  Sol-  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  New  York  State  Soldiers' 
salfor^^  and  Sailors'  Home,  from  the  general  fund,  for  the  objects  indicated  in 
Home.  this  act,  the  amounts  named  or  such  parts  of  tho^e  amounts  as  shall  he 
sufficient  to  accomplish  in  full  the  purposes  designated  by  the  appro- 
priations, namely :  For  subsistence,  clothing  and  medical  supplies, 
and  for  the  transportation  of  disabled  soldiers  to  the  home  from  April 
first  to  October  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars ;  for  improving  grounds,  building  fences  and  making 
roads,  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  for  repairs  to  farm  build- 
ings and  out-houses,  three  thousand  dollars ;  for  completing  reservoir 
"with  stone  wall  and  railing,  one  thousand  dollars ;  and  for  building 
store-house  for  supplies,  and  ice-house  with  refrigerator,  three  thousand 
dollars ;  for  constructing  and  furnishing  hospitsu  or  hospitals  complete, 
ten  thousand  dollars ;  for  constructing  office  for  headquarters,  library

Any  plankroad  or  turnpike  company  shall  have  power 
and  is  authorized  to  lay  iron  rails  on  their  road  suitable  for  the  use  of 
wagons  a<id  vehicles  drawn  by  horses  going  over  its  road,  except  in  the 
counties  of  Cortland,  Orleans,  Kings,  Oneida,  New  York  and  Steuben. 

§  2.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  permit  or  authorize  the  using 
of  steam  on  any  plankroad  or  turnpike. 

g  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  city  of  Utica  to  issue  its  corporate 
bonds,  to  renew  those  maturing  May  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine.

The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Utica  are  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  the  corporate  bonds  of  said  city,  to  the  amount  of 
forty  thousand  dollars,  to  renew  those  of  corresponding  extent  issued 
by  said  city  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  and  maturing  May  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-nine. 

§  2.  The  bonds  herein  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  bear  date  May

And  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
persons  so  appointed  to  discharge  their  duties,  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  summon  before  them  the  present  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  village,  \he  present  clerk  and  treasurer  of  said  village,  and 
to  cause  them  or  any  of  them  to  produce  before  said  perj^ons  the  books 
and  records  of  said  village,  and  all  accounts,  vouchers  and  other  evi- 
dences of  money  expended  or  debts  incurred  during  the  term  of  said 
trustees;  and  also  to  summon  before  them,  and  compel  the  attendance 
of  any  trustee  or  other  village  officers  or  employes  who  held  office  or 
was  employed  by  them  during  the  term  aforesaid,  and  to  administer 
oaths  to  the  person  examined,  and  take  their  evidence,  and  to  reduce 
the  same  to  writing  and  have  the  same  subscribed  by  such  witnesses, 
and  to  file  the  same  with  their  report.  AH  outstanding  claims  ascer- 
tained by  them  shall  be  itemized,  and  numbered  in  their  report  from 
number  one  upwards,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  present  board  of 
trustees  of  said  village,  and  they  are  hereby  directed,  to  cause  such 
itemized  statements  to  be  published  in  at  least  two  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  said  village,  for  two  weeks  immediately  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  tax-payers  authorized  by  this  act.

chide  all  fresh  water  from  the  oil-bearing  rock,  and  prevent  the  flow  of 
oil  or  gas  into  the  fresh  water. 

§  2.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  penalty. 
shall  be  lined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol-* 
lars  for  each  and  every  offense,  which  shall  be  paid  one-half  to  the  in- 
former and  one-half  to  the  school  district  in  which  the  offense  is  com- 
mitted, which  shall  be  collected  in  like  manner  as  other  fines  are  now 
by  law  collected. 

§  3.  Whenever  the  owner  of  any  well  has  abandoned  the  same,  or  Adjoining 
does  not  reside  in  the  county  in  which  it  is  situated,  any  person  owning  p>  pperty 
property  adjoining  may  enter  in  and  take  possession  of  any  well,  for  mav^ping 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  ^'®'^^'

Passbd  April  26.  1879 ;  thi^ee-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  lessee  or  occupant  of  any 
place  of  amusement,  or  any  plat  of  ground  or  building,  to  use  or  allow 
the  same  to  be  used  for  the  exhibition  of  skill  in  throwing  a  knife  or 
knives,  sword  or  swords,  or  any  sharp  instrument,  at  or  towards  any 
human  being ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  »uch  lessee  or  occupant  to 
premit*  or  allow  for  the  same  purpose  the  ase  of  a  bow-gun,  pistol,  or 
other  fire-arm  of  any  description  whatever  to  be  discharged  or  aimed 
at  or  towards  any  human  being. 

§  2.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a 
misdemeanor. 

§  8.  All  fines  recovered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
paid  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  respective  counties  where  such 
violation  occurs,  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  such  counties.

AN  ACT  in  reference  to  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Chautauqua  and  Cattaraugus. 

Passed  April  28, 1879 ;  thi*ee-fifths  heing  present. 

T^e  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurers  of  the  counties  of 
Chautauqua  and  Cattaraugus  to  collect  annually  all  unpaid  taxes  upon 
lands  in  said  counties  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  It  shall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurers  of  the  counties  of  Chau- 
tauqua and  Cattaraugus  to  transmit  te  the  comptroller  any  account  of 
unpaid  flaxes  assessed  upon  corporations,  or  upon  lands  of  non-residents, 
or  of  unknown  owners  in  said  counties,  or  any  collector's  affidavit  in 
relation  thereto ;  nor  shall  the  comptroller  credit  the  treasurer  of  either 
of  said  counties  with  any  unpaid  taxes  on  lands  or  upon  corporations, 
whether  assessed  to  residents  or  as  lands  of  non-residents,  but  the ' 
whole  amount  of  any  State  tax  on  property  in  either  of  the  said  coun- 
ties shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurers  of  said  counties  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  State,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  assessed,  said  treasurers  retaining  the  compensation  to  which  they 
may  be  entitled. 

§  3.  If  there  are  not  sufficient  funds  then  in  the  treasury  of  either  of 
said  counties,  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  several  towns  therein,  to 
pay  such  State  tax,  the  treasurer  of  such  county  shall  make  pj'ovision 
for  the  payment  of  the  same,  by  temporary  loans  upon  the  credit  of  his 
county,  and  shall  charge  the  same  to  the  towns  in  such  amounts  as  they 
may  respectively  be  deficient.  The  comptroller  may  extend  the  time 
for  the  payment  of  such  deficiency  for  not  more  than  four  months, 
charging  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  from 
the  said  first  day  of  May. 

§  4.  The  said  county  treasurers  shall  examine  the  accounts  of  arrears 
of  taxes  received  by  them  from  the  collectors  of  the  towns,  and  shall 
reject  all  taxes  entered  thereon  that  shall  be  found  to  be  erroneous,  and 
all  taxes  found  thereon  charged  on  lands  erroneously  or  imperfectly 
described,  and  shall  immediately  deliver  transcripts  thereof,  stating 
thereon  the  cause  of  each  rejection  to  the  supervisors  of  the  towns  in 
which  such  taxes  were  assessed.  Such  supervisors  shall,  if  in  their 
power,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  cause  an  accurate  description  of 
such  lands  to  be  made  and  returned  to  the  said  treasurers,  with  the  cor- 
rect amount  of  taxes  thereon,  and  the  tax  of  each  year  and  each  kind 
of  tax  stated  separately,  and  shall,  within  said  thirty  days,  furnish  said 
treasurers  with  all  such  surveys  and  maps  of  such  lands  as  shall  have 
been  required  by  them  ;  and,  if  necessary,  they  may  cause  a  survey  and 
map  of  any  of  said  lands  to  be  made,  and  the  expense  of  such  survey 
and  map  on  or  for  each  lot  or  parcel  shall  be  returned  to  said  treasur- 
ers, and  be  a  legal  charge  upon  such  land,  and  be  collected  by  said 
treasurers  with  the  taxes  thereon.  If  the  supervisor  of  any  town  shall 
not  have  fully  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  relative 
to  any  lot  or  parcel  of  said  lands,  said  county  treasurers  shall  charge 
the  taxes  on  such  lot  or  parcel  to  the  town  in  which  the  same  was  as- 
sessed, and  shall  not  thereafter  admit  the  same,  and  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  cause  such  taxes  at  their  next  annual  meeting  to  be  levied 
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on  the  valuations  of  the  estates,  real  and  personal,  of  the  town  in  which 
such  taxes  were  originally  assessed,  and  shall  direct  the  same  to  be 
collected  with  the  other  taxes  of  the  same  year.

Bated  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county  for  publishing  the  ses- 
sion laws,  a  list  or  statement  of  all  the  lands  in  said  county  charged 
with  such  tax  and  interest,  and  so  liable  to  be  sold,  with  a  notice  that  Notice  of 
so  much  of  the  said  lands  as  may  be  necessary  to  discharge  the  taxes,  ^^  ^' 
interest  and  other  charges  which  may  be  due  thereon  at  the  time  of 
sale,  will,  within  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  six  weeks, 
and  on  a  day  to  be  specified  in  such  notice,  and  the  succeeding  days, 
be  sold  at  public  auction,  respectively,  at  the  court-house  in  the  village 
of  Mayville,  in  the  county  of  Chautauqua,  and  at  the  court-house  in 
the  village  of  Little  Valley,  in  the  county  of  Cattaraugus.     All  ex-  ExpenseB, 
penses  of  printing  and  publishing  such  list  or  statement  and  notice  ^^^  p****- 
shall  be  audited  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county,  and  paid 
out  of  the  county  treasury.    The  publishers  of  such  newspapers  shall.  Affidavit 
within  twenty  days  after  the  last  publication  thereof,  deliver  to  the  Sou!    *^ 
coanty  treasurer  an  affidavit  of  the  due  publication  thereof,  made  by 
some  x)6rson  to  whom  the  fact  of  such  publication  shall  be  known.

or  irregularity  in  the  assessment  thereof,  or  in  the  levying  of  the  tax,  ftinding 
or  any  proceedings  for  the  collection  of  any  such  tax,  or  for  any  other  '"^'^^y- 
(»use,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  direct  the  treas- 
urer of  said  county  to  cancel  the  sale  of  such  land  on  the  books  of  his 
office,  and  to  refund  to  such  purchaser  the  purchase-money  so  paid, 
iwith  interest;    and  the  amount  thus  paid  shall  be,  by  said  county 
treasurer,  charged  over  to  the  town  in  which  the  said  land  was  assessed 
for  the  tax  or  taxes  for  which  such  sale  was  made. 

§  20.  Whenever  all  or  any  part  of  any  lot  or  separate  tract  of  land  Notice  to 
sold  for  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  conveyed  as  here-  ^^^^"P"*'* 
inbefore  provided,  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  the  two  years  given  for 
the  redemption  thereof,  be  in  the  actual  occupancy  of  any  person,  the 
grantee  to  whom  such  lot  or  separate  tract  shall  have  been  conveyed, 
or  the  person  claiming  under  him,  shall  serve  a  written  or  printed  notice 
on  the  person  or  persons  occupying  such  land,  within  two  years  from 
the  expiration  of  said  time  to  redeem,  stating,  in  substance,  the  sale 
and  conveyance,  the  person  to  whom  conveyed,  and  the  amount  of  the 
consideration  money  mentioned  in  the  conveyance,  and  stating  also 
that  unless  such  consideration  money,  with  the  addition  of  thirty- 
seven  and  one-half  per  centum  thereon,  together  with  the  sum  paid 
for  the  deed,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  in  which 
such  land  is  located,  for  the  benefit  of  such  grantee,  within  six  months 
after  the  time  of  filing  in  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  said  county  of 
the  evidence  of  the  service  of  the  said  notice,  that  the  said  convey- 
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ance  ynW  become  absolute,  and  the  occupant,  and  all  others  interested 
in  said  land,  be  forever  barred  from  all  right  or  title  thereto.  No  con- 
veyance of  lands  thus  occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  shall  be  recorded 
until  the  expiration  of  the  six  months  thus  allowed  for  redemption.

§  21.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same 
at  the  dwelling-house  or  place  of  business  of  each  occupant,  with  any 
person  of  suitable  age  and  discretion  in  his  employ,  or  belonging  to 
his  family. 

§  22.  The  occupant,  or  any  other  person,  may,  at  any  time  within 
the  six  months  mentioned  in  such  notice,  redeem  the  said  land  by 
paying  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  in  which  it  is  located  such  con- 
sideration money,  with  the  addition  of  thirty-seven  and  one-half  per 
centum  thereon,  and  the  amount  that  shall  have  been  paid  for  the 
deed.  Every  such  redemption  shall  be  as  effectual  'as  if  made  before 
the  expiration  of  the  two  years  allowed  tiO  redeem. 

§  23.  Upon  such  redemption,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  last  preceding" 
section,  such  county  treasurer  shall  give  to  the  person  redeeming  a 
certificate,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  stating  the  payment,  the  year  in 
which  the  sale  was  made,  and  showing  particularly  what  land 
such  payment  was  intended  to  redeem ;  and  such  certificate  shall  be 
evidence  of  such  redemption,  and  may  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  land  is  located,  in  the  book  for  the  recording  of 
deeds. 

§  24.  In  every  case  of  actual  occupancy,  the  grantee,  or  the  person

§  25.  If  the  treasurer  of  said  county  shall  be  satisfied,  by  such  copy 
and  affidavit,  that  the  proper  notice  has  been  duly  served,  and  if  the 
moneys  required  to  be  paid  for  the  redemption  of  such  lands  shall  not 
have  been  paid  as  hereinbefore  provided,  he  shall,  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  certify  such  facts,  and  the  conveyance  before  made  shall  thereupon 
become  absolute,  and  the  occupant,  and  all  others  interested  in  said 
land,  shall  be  forever  barred  from  all  right  or  title  thereto. 

§  26.  The  occupant  of  any  such  lot,  or  any  other  person,  may,  at  any 
time  before  the  service  of  said  notice  by  the  purchaser,  or  the  person 
claiming  under  him,  redeem  any  land  so  occupied,  by  filing  in  the 
office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  land  is  located 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  occupancy  required,  and  by  paying  to 
such  treasurer  the  consideration  money  for  which  the  land  to  be 
redeemed  was  sold,  with  thirty-seven  and  one-half  per  centum  thereon, 
together  with  the  sum  paid  for  the  deed,  if  any. 

{5  27.  Upon  any  redemption  being  made  as  permitted  in  the  last  pre- 
ceding section,  the  receipt  of  the  treasurer  of  such  county,  accompanied 
by  his  certificate,  as  required  by  section  twenty-three  of  this  act,  and 
further  stating  that  such  redemption  was  made  without  notice,  shall 
be  presumptive  evidence  that  such  land  has  been  correctly  redeemed. 

§  28.  Whenever  the  treasurer  of  either  of  said  counties  shall  dis- 
cover, prior  to  the  conveyance  of  any  lands  sold  for  taxes  by  virtue  of 
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this  acty  that  the  sale  thereof  was,  for  any  cause  whatever,  invalid  or 
ineffectual  to  give  title  to  the  lands  sold,  the  lands  so  improperly  sold 
shall  not  be  conveyed,  but  such  treasurer  shall  cancel  the  sale,  and 
forthwith  cause  the  purchase-money  and  interest  thereon  to  be  refunded 
out  of  the  county  treasury  to  the  purchaser,  his  representatives  or 
assigns. 

§  29.  The  charges  to  be  added  to  the  tax  and  interest  upon  each  charges. 
parcel  of  land  sold  or  advertised  for  sale  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  each  of  said 
counties,  respectively,  at  their  first  annual  meeting  after  the  passage 
of  this  act.  Before  being  so  determined  by  said  boards  of  supervisors, 
such  charges  shall  be  as  follows :  For  each  parcel  sold  the  sum  of  one 
dollar,  and  for  each  parcel  advertised,  on  which  the  tax  is  paid  before 
the  sale,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents,  which  amounts  shall  be  paid 
into  the  county  treasury. 

§  30.  The  treasurers  of  said  counties  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  Fees  of 
receive  for  copies  of  records,  searches,  certificates,  and  other  documents  troasm-ers 
relative  to  taxes  and  tax  sales,  the  same  fees  which,'by  law,  the  comp- 
troller is  now  authorized  and  required  to  charge  therefor.     All  such 
fees  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  and  a  record  thereof  shall 
be  kept  by  the  treasurers  in  their  offices. 

§  31.  The  compensation  to  be  paid  to  each  of  said  county  treasurers  Compen. 
for  the  performance  of  the  duties  required  by  this  act  shall  be  fixed  ^*^^®^' 
and  determined  by  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  each  of  said  counties  at 
their  first  annual  meeting  after  passage  of  this  act,  and  such  compen- 
sation shall  be  thereafter  fixed  and  determined  by  such  boards  at  their 
annual  meetings. 

§  32.  Where  no  provision  on  the  subject  is  made  in  this  act,  all  the  General 
general  laws  in  this  State  in  relation  to  the  assessment  and  collection  55]^^*^^" 
of  taxes,  particularly  those  relating  to  the  canceling  of  a  tax  which 
shall  have  been  paid  to  any  collector,  the  repayment  of  any  tax  paid 
more  than  once,  the  payment  of  a  tax  on  a  specified  or  an  undivided 
part  of  a  parcel  of  land,  the  redemption  of  an  undivided  share  or  a 
specified  part  of  any  land  sold  for  taxes,  the  effect  of  such  ledemption 
reducing  the  land  to  be  conveyed,  the  effect  of  any  such  sale  of  land  for 
taxes  upon  the  lien  of  any  mortgage  thereon,  the  right  of  a  mortgagee 
to  redeem,  the  consequence  of  neglect  to  do  so  after  notice,  the  lien  of 
the  mortgagee  for  the  amount  paid  on  such  redemption,  the  publica- 
tion of  notices  to  redeem  and  lists  of  lands  sold  for  taxes  remaining 
unredeemed,  and  to  the  repayment  to  purchasers  at  tax  sales,  or  their 
assigns,  of  the  purchase-money  and  interest  paid  thereon  to  redeem 
lancU  sold  at  said  sales,  shall,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  be  in  force 
in  respect  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  in  the  counties  of 
Chautauqua  and  Cattaraugus,  and  to  the  sale  of  land  for  taxes  therein, 
except  that  where  any  authority  is  given  or  duty  enjoined  by  those 
laws  on  the  comptroller  of  the  State,  the  same  authority  shall  be  exer- 
cised and  the  same  duties  shall  be  devolved  on  the  treasurers  of  the 
counties  of  Chautauqua  and  Cattaraugus,  and  where  any  proofs  of 
service  of  notice,  notices,  or  other  papers  relating  to  taxes  or  tax  sales 
are  now  required  or  allowed  by  law  to  be  filed  in  the  comptroller's 
office,  the  same  proofs,  notices,  or  other  papers  relating  to  taxes  or  tax 
sales  in  said  counties  may  or  shall  be  filed  with  like  effect  in  the 
offices  of  the  treasurers  of  said  counties.  All  deeds  heretofore  executed  comp- 
by  the  comptroller  of  this  State  for  lands  lying  in  the  counties  of  Cat-  deeds!  ^ 
tarangus  and  Chautauqua  purchased  at  tax  sale  shall  be  presumptive 
evidence  that  the  sale  and  all  proceedings  prior  thereto  from  and 
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including  the  assessment  of  the  land,  and  all  notices  required  by  law  to 
be  given  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  redemption,  were  regu- 
lar and  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  several  acts  directing  or 
requiring  the  same.

paid  taxes  uncollected  taxes  returned  by  them  to  the  treasurer  of  either  of  said 
counties,  the  said  county  treasurer   may  maintain  an  action  for  the 
recovery  of  the  amount  so  remaining  unpaid  and  uncollected,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum,  to  be  collected  from 
the  first  day  of  February  when  the  said  tax  was  payable,  in  his  name 
of  of&ce,  against  the  person  or  corporation  liable  for  such  tax,  or  the 
representative  of  such  person  or  corporation,  in  any  court  of  competent

Chap.  230. 

AN  ACT  to  further  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-

1^^®*  ®  ■    yj^QQ  provided  in  sections  seven  and  eight  of  this  act),  for  a  party  to 
deliver  the  account  or  instrument  to  the  court,  and  to  state  that  there 
is  due  to  him  thereon  from  the  adverse  party  a  specified  sum,  which  he 
claims  to  recover  or  set  off.    A  variance  between  the  proof  on  the  trial 
and  the  allegations  in  a  pleading  shall  be  disregarded  as  immaterial, 
unless  the  court  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  adverse  party  has  been  mis- 
led to  his  prejudice  thereliy. 

The  pleadings  may  be  amended  at  any  time  before  'the  trial,  or 
pieamngs  during  the  trial,  or  upon  appeal,  when  by  such  amendment  substantial 
justice  will  be  promoted.  If  the  amendment  be  made  after  the  joining 
of  issue,  and  it  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court, 
by  oath,  that  an  adjournment  is  necessary  to  the  adverse  party  in  con- 
sequence of  such  an  amendment,  an  adjournment  shall  be  granted.

The  action  of  the  inhabitants  of  joint-school  district  union 
number  eight,  in  the  town  of  Tyrone,  in  the  county  of  Schuyler,  and  Silti-iclset 
the  town  of  Wayne,  in  the  county  of  Steuben,  at  a  special  meeting  wide, 
thereof,  held  on  the  first  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  ana 
seventy-seven,  creating  a  union  free  school  district  in  said  district,  is 
hereby  set  aside  and  rescinded,  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  union  free  Common 
school  district  shall  hereafter  be,  constitute  and  continue  a  common  SJgtrict.

tenances, and  for  all  necessary  avenues  and  approaches  leading  to  and 
from  the  same,  and  may  occupy  and  use  the  bed  of  the  river  for  the 
said  bridge,  its  piers  and  appurtenances,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary. 
To  borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  to  issue  and  dispose  of  its  bonds  for  any  amount  so  borrowed ;  and 
to  mortgage  its  corporate  property  and  franchises  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  contracted  by  said  corporation  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said. And  in  case  of  destruction  of  said  bridge  to  rebuild  the  same, 
and  in  like  manor  to  borrow  additional  moneys  for  that  purpose ;  but 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  authorize  said  corporation  to  borrow 
and  owe  for  money  borrowed,  at  any  one  time,  an  amount  exceeding 
its  capital. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  thirty-five  thou-  capiui 
sand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.     The  *'^***^^- 
directors  of  such  corporation  may  at  any  time,  with  the  consent  in 
^mting  of  stockholders  holding  a  majority  of  the  stock,  increase  such 
capital,  but  not  to  an  amount  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars.     The 
shares  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  may  be  transferred  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 
Rails  may  be  laid  upon  the  said  bridge,  and  on  the  avenues  of  approach  Rails  may 
to  the  same,  for  the  passage  of  street  or  horse  cars,  in  such  manner  as  streSt^  ^^^ 
the  directors  may  deem  proper,  and  under  such  agreement  and  com-  cars, 
pensation  and  on  such  terms  .in  all  respects  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
with  any  -street  or  horse  railroad  corporation.     The  directors  of  the  issue  of 
corporation  hereby  created  may  issue  full  paid  stock  for  the  purpose  of  gtil-Sf *** 
purchasing  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  also  for  the  employ- 
ment of  labor  and  services,  professional  and  otherwise,  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  the  corporation,  to  the  amount  of  the  value  thereof; 
and  the  stock  so  issued  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  further  assessments, 
neither  shall  the  holders  thereof  be  liable  for  any  other  payments  on 
such  stock  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  but  in  all  books  and  state- 
ments of  the  corporation  hereby  created  such  stock  shall  not  be  stated 
as  being  cash  paid  into  the  corporation,  but  shall  be  stated  according 
to  the  fact. 

§  4.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  consti-  First 
tute  the  first  board  of  directors  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  and  afrectorL 
shall  hold  their  places  until  the  first  Monday  of  June,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty,  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead.     The  num-  Number 
ber  of  directors  after  the  time  last  mentioned  shall  not  be  less  than  five  tor8?*^^°" 
nor  more  than  seven,  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation 
hereby  created.

§  6.  Whenever  the  said  bridge  shall  be  completed,  the  corporatioi^ 
hereby  created  may  erect  toll-gates  and  fix  the  rates  of  toll  for  persons^ 
animals,  street  or  horse  cars,  atid  vehicles  of  every  kind  and  descrip- 
tion drawn  or  propelled  by  animals  or  otherwise,  entering  upon  <^ 
crossing  such  bridge,  and  such  erections  as  the  board  of  directors  may- 
direct  to  guard  the  said  bridge,  its  entrances,  avenues,  and  approaches  ; 
but  no  greater  tolls  shall  be  charged  than  is  allowed  to  be  charged  by 
the  Union  Bridge  Company  on  their  bridge  over  the  Hudson  river 
between  Waterford  and  Lansingburgh,  for  persons,  animals,  street  or 
horse  cars,  and  vehicles  of  the  same  kind  and  description,  such  tolls  to> 
be  collected  and  paid  before  entering  on  said  bridge,  at  the  option  of  the 
corporation  hereby  created.  The  rates  of  toll  shall  be  posted  up  con- 
spicuously at  or  near  the  gate  or  gates  of  such  bridge.  If  any  persoa 
shall  force  or  attempt  to  force  a  passage  upon  or  over  said  bridge  with- 
out having  paid  the  established  toll,  such  person  shall  be  liable  and 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation  hereby  created,  with  costs  of  suit. 

§  7.  The  bridge  which  the  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  te 
erect  shall  be  constructed  at  least  twenty  feet  above  low  water,  and 
with  a  draw  therein  of  sufficient  width  to  permit  the  free  passage  of 
the  largest  vessels  navigating  the  said  river  above  the  state  dam  across- 
said  river,  and  such  draw  shall  be  promptly  opened  to  any  vessel 
requiring  the  same,  on  signal,  without  charge,  so  as  not  to  cause  hin- 
drance or  delay  to  such  vessel. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  corporation  hereby  created  to  erect  and 
maintain  piers  of  masonry  in  said  river,  parallel  with  the  current  of 
said  river ;  but  such  piers  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five feet  from  centre  to  centre. 

§  9.  The  corporation  hereby  created  before  constructing  said  bridge 
shall  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Union  Bridge  Company  to  construct  the 
same,  and  shall  build  and  complete  said  bridge  within  two  years  from 
the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  10.  The  corporation  hereby  created,  and  all  its  property  and  fran- 
chises, shall  be  taxed  or  assessed  in  the  town  or  city  where  the  toll- 
house at  the  end  of  said  bridge  shall  be  located,  and  in  which  the  toll- 
gatherer  shall  reside  at  the  time  of  such  taxation  or  assessment. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

§  3.  Conveyances  for  sites  shall  be  made  to  the  towns ;  sites  shall 
be  purchased  and  houses  erected  by  the  supervisor,  town  clerk,  and 
the  justices  of  the  town,  and  the  house  shall  be  controlled  by  the 
supervisor  and  the  justices  of  the  peace,  or  a  majority  of  them  ;  and 
the  electors  may,  from  time  to  time,  vote  such  sum  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  keep  any  town  house  in  repair  and  insured.

The  People  of  the  Siate  of  New  Yot'k,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

inetitu-  Section  1.  The  institution  heretofore  established,  and  now  known  as 
iihe(f*'°^  the  New  York  State  Inebriate  Asylum,  at  Binghamton,  is  hereby 
TrAngfer  abolished ;  and  all  the  property  and  privileges  belonging  to  this  State, 
i^&'b?*^'  ^^^  ^^^  managed  and  administered  by  the  managers  of  said  inebriate 
hamton**  asylum,  are  hereby  transferred  and  intrusted  to  the  care  and  manage- 
iorChTon-  nient  of  the  Binghamton  Asylum  for  the  Chronic  Insane,  which  is

Treasur-  §  13,  The  treasurer  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  moneys 
datieB!  belon^ng  to  the  asylum.  He  shall  open  with  one  of  the  banks  in  the

T?ie  People  of  the  State  of  New  Tork^  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly^ 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

SS?^how      SBCfTioN  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons,  not  less 

formed,     than  twenty-five,  residing  in  one  or  more  adjoining  towns  or  in  any 

county  in  this  State  who  collectively  own  property  of  not  less  thaa 
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fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  which  they  desire  to  have  insured,  to 
form  themselves  into  an  incorporated  company  for  the  purpose  of  co- 
operative insurance  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  or  lightning,  by 
making,  signing,  and  acknowledging  before  some  officer  by  law  author-  certui- 
ized  to  take  acknowledgments  of  conveyances  of  real  estate  a  certificate  SJtSiSon 
of  their  intention  to  form  such  corporation  stating  the  town  or  towns,  to  form 
or  the  county  in  which  such  company  intends  to  do  business,  its  cor-  So^'*" 
porate  name  which  shall  embrace  the  county  in  cases  when  the  asso- 
ciation includes  a  county,  and  the  name  of  the  town  in  cases  of  towns 
in  which  the  business  office  of  said  company  is  located.

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he  is  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  has  declared  his  intention  of  his 
becoming  a  citizen,  is  a  resident  of  this  State,  has  been  admitted  and 
practiced  as  an  attorney  and  counselor  in  the  courts  of  record  in  any 
other  country  for  at  least  three  years,  and  produces  a  letter  of  recom- 
mendation from  one  of  the  judges  of  such  court. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Section  forfcy-nine  of  article  three  of  title  one,  of  chapter 
eight,  of  part  two  of  the  revised  statutes,  entitled  "of  divorces  dis- 
solving the  marriage  contract,''  is  hereby  amended  so  as  t*o  read  as 
follows : 

§  49.  Whenever  a  marriage  has  been  or  shall  be  dissolved,  pursuant  Mnrringe 
to  the    provisions  of  this  a^icle,  the  complainant  may  marry  again  »"or  di- 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  defendant ;  but  no  defendant  convicted  of  aSuiwryf 
adultery  shall  marry  again  until  the  death  of  the  complainant,  unless 
the  court  in  which  the  judgment  of  divorce  was  rendered  shall  in  that 
respect  modify  such  judgment,  which  modification  shall  only  be  made 
upon  satisfactory  proof  that  the  complainant  has  remarried,  that  five 
years  have  elapsed  since  the  decree  of  divorce  was  rendered,  and  that 
the  conduct  of  the  defendant  since  the  dissolution  of  said  marriage  has 
been  uniformly  good.

Consent  is  hereby  given,  and  the  United  States  is  hereby  Consent 
authorized,  to  lay  and  use  water  and  gas-pipes  and  telegraph  lines  {Upes'and 
under  Buttermilk  channel,  from  the  city  of  Brooklyn  to  Governor's  "oea. 
Island  in  New  York  harbor. 

§  2.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  any  act  Penaitv 
or  acts  whereby  any  of  said  gas  or  water-pipes,  or  telegraph  lines,  or  InjaTy, 
the  materials  thereof,  or  any  matter  or  thing  appertaining  to  the  same,  ^^^

dred and  sixty-eight,  and  recorded  in  liber  ten  hundred  and  sixty-two

maintain  throughout  the  bathing  season,  in  serviceable  condition  and

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cient  and  equally  serviceable  life-saving  apparatus,  for  the  protection, 
safety,  and  rescue  of  bathers ;  and  if  any  owner,  lessee,  proprietor,  or 
manager  as  aforesaid  shall  control  or  use  for  surf-bathing  purposes  a 
beach  or  shore  of  greater  linear  extent  than  three  hundred  yardis,  such 
owner,  lessee,  proprietor,  or  manager  shall  provide  and  maintain,  as 
aforesaid,  one  such  surf  or  life-boat,  or  such  other  efficient  and  equally 
serviceable  life-saving  apparatus  for  every  three  hundred  linear  yards 
of  beach  or  shore  controlled  or  used  by  him.     The  crew  of  any  such 
life  or  surf-boat  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two  men. 
Penalty         §  2.  Each  and  every  person  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provis-

itself,  but  from  other  adjacent  lands,  if^the  same  shall  become  neces- 
sary ;  and  in  the  absence  of  an  agreement  between  the  United  States, 
or  its  authorized  agents,  and  the  owners  of  said  lands,  in  regard  to  the 
compensation  therefor,  the  proceedings  provided  in  said  act  may  be 
taken  to  acquire  the  same,  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  in  and  over  the  said  land  required  for  said  channel,  is  hereby 
ceded  to  the  United  States,  subject  to  the  reservation  and  proviso  men- 
tioned in  the  second  section  of  this  act.

Section  1.  Whenever  any  policy  of  life  insurance  hereafter  issued  surrender 
by  any  company  organized  or  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  poi?ciegI 
State,  after  being  in  force  three  full  years,  shall  by  its  terms  lapse  or 
become  forfeited  for  the  non-payment  of  any  premium,  or  of  any  note 
given  for  a  premium,  or  loan  made  in  cash  on  the  policy  as  security, 
or  of  any  interest  on  such  note  or  loan,  unless  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  specifically  waived  in  the  application,  and  notice  of  such 
waiver  written  or  printed  in  red  ink  on  the  margin  of  the  face  of  the 
policy  when  issued,  the  reserve  on  such  policy,  including  dividend 
additions,  calculated  at  the  date  of  the  failure  to  make  any  of  the 
payments  above  described,  according  to  the  American  experience  table 
of  mortality,  and  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and  a-half  per  cent 
per  annum,  after  deducting  any  indebtedness  of  the  insured  on  account 
of  any  annual,  semi-annual,  or  quarterly  premium  then  due,  and  any 
loan  made  in  cash  on  such  policy,  evidence  of  which  is  acknowledged 
by  the  insured  in  writing,  shall,  on  demand  made,  with  surrender  of 
the  policy  within  six  months  after  such  lapse,  be  taken  as  a  single 
premium  of  life  insurance  at  the  published  rates  of  the  company  at 
the  time  the  policy  was  issued,  and  shall  be  applied,  as  shall  have  How  ap- 
been  agreed  in  the  application  and  policy,  either  to  continue  the  ^"®**" 
insurance  of  the  policy  in  force  at  its  full  amount  so  long  as  such  single 
premium  will  purchase  temporary  insurance  for  that  amount,  at  the  age 
of  the  insured  at  the  time  of  lapse,  or  to  the  purchase  upon  the  same  life 
at  the  same  age,  paid-up  insurance  payable  at  the  same  time,  and  under 
the  same  conditions,  except  as  to  payment  of  premiums,  as  the  original 
policy.  Provided,  that  if  no  such  agreement  be  expressed  in  the  Proviso.  . 
application  and  policy,  the  said  single  premium  may  be  applied  in 
either  of  the  modes  above  specifi.ed,  at  the  option  of  the  owner  of  the 
policy ;  notice  of  such  option  to  be  contained  in  the  demand  herein- 
before required  to  be  made  to  prevent  the  forfeiture  of  the  policy. 
Provided,  also,  that  the  net  value  of  the  insurance  given  for  such 
single  premium  under  this  section,  computed  by  the  standard  of  this 
State,  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  entire  reserve 
after  deducting  the  indebtedness  as  specified ;  but  such  insurance  shall 
not  participate  in  the  profits  of  the  company.

The  senate  may  elect  or  appoint  a  clerk,  a  stenographer,  officers 
a  sergeant-at-arms,   a  postmaster,    who  shall  also  act    as  assistant  prove?" 
sergeant-at-arms,  an  assistant  postmaster,  a  post-office  messenger,  a  ^^"^^  *®"' 
pilncipal  doorkeeper,  and  four  assistants,  one  person  who  shall  act  as 
janitor  of  the  senate  chamber  and  its  ante-rooms,  and  one  assistant,

to  the  clerk  of  the  president  of  the  senate  six  dollars  per  day^  to  the 
speaker's  clerk  six  dollars  j^er  day,  to  the  sergeant  at-arms,  the  libra- 
rians and  assistant  librarians,  the  postmasters,  the  assistant  postmas- 
ters, and  the  principal  doorkeepers  of  the  senate  and  assembly,  to  each 
of  them  six  dollars  per  day,  to  the  assistant  doorkeepers,  the  janitors 
and  assistant  janitors,  the  superintendent  of  documents  of  the  senate 
and  assembly,  each  five  dollars  per  day,  to  the  stenographers  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  each.

Thd  People  of  the  Stats  of  New  Yorky  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly y 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  title  to  all  the  following  described  piece  or  parcel  of  Title  to; 
land  situate  in  Canandaigua,  in  the  third  range  of  townships,  and  ^S^S 
bounded  as  follows,  namely :  on  the  east  by  land  owned  by  Daniel  property 
Austin  to  the  center  of  the  State  road  leading  from  Canandaigua  to  [If  bUhop. 
Bloomfield ;  thence  westwardly  upon  the  center  of  said  road  five  rods  ; 
thence  southerly  parallel  with  the  west  side  of  the  meeting-house  so 
far  as  that  a  line  running  parallel  with  the  aforesaid  State  road,  and 
extending  to  the  aforesaid  Daniel  Austin's  land,  shall  contain  one-half 
acre  of  land,  together  with  all  and  singular  the  hereditaments  and 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  in  A.  Cleveland  Coxe,  bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  diocese  of  Western  New  York,  and  his  successor  in  office, 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  2.  William  H.  Smith,  M.  Dwight  Hunger,  and  Hugh  King,  of  the  Apprau-

Section  three  of  chapter  ninety-four  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
society  for  the  relief  of  orphan  and  destitute  children  in  the  city  of 
Albany,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  of  taking,  receiving,  pur-  Amount 
chasing,  and  holding  real  estate  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thou-  of  prop- 
sand  dollars,  and  personal  property  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  and  ft^  °^* 
iifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  421. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  St.  John's  Cemetery,  in  the 

State  of  New  York. 

Passed  May  30, 1879  ;  three-flfths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Torky  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly j 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  John  LoughHn,  Michael  May,  Sylvester  Malone,  Martin 
Carroll,  John  Crimmin,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  asso- 
ciate themselves  together  by  the  name  of  the  Saint  John's  Cemetery, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  under  that  name,  with  power 
to  take,  hold,  and  convey  real  and  personal  estate  for  the  use  of  said 
corporation,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  cost  of  real  estate, 
and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  in  personal  estate,  together  with  such 
increase  as  may  grow  out  of  the  sale  of  lots. 

§  2.  The  said  corporators  shall  constitute  the  board  of  trustees,  who 
shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  five 
of  which  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. In  case  of  death,  resi^ation,  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any 
of  the  said  trustees,  the  survivors  or  remainder  shall  fill  the  vacancy 
or  vacancies. 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  such  land  upon  Long 
Island,  outside  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  not  exceeding  the  above  cost, 
aa  they  may  select  for  the  exclusive  use  of  a  cemetery,  or  a  place  for 
the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  may  give  the  same  such  name  as  they  may 
think  appropriate,  and  for  this  purpose  such  parts  of  the  said  lands  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  required  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  surveyed 
and  subdivided  into  lots  and  plots  of  a  convenient  size,  with  such  walks, 
paths,  and  avenues  as  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
direct,  and  a  map  of  the  said  survey,  containing  the  name  designated 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  in  which 
such  lands  may  be  situated.  When  the  said  map  shall  have  been  filed, 
the  said  trustees  may  sell  and  convey  such  plots  and  lots  on  such  terms 
and  condition,  and  at  such  prices,  as  they  shall  agree,  which  convey- 
ances shall  be  signed  by  such  officer  as  the  said  corporation  may,  by 
its  by-laws,  designate  for  that  purpose ;  but  all  moneys  obtained  for 
such  sales  shall  be  applied  by  the  said  trustees  to  the  payment  of  the 
purchase-money  of  the  land  acquired  by  the  said  corporation,  and  to 
improving  and  embellishing  the  same  as  a  cemetery,  and  the  excess,  if 
any,  to  such  charitable  purposes  as  the  trustees  may  designate  or  direct. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  also  to  take-  and  hold 
any  grant,  donation,  or  bequest  of  property,  real  or  personal,  upon 
trust,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  devises  and  bequests 
by  last  will  and  testament,  and  to  apply  the  income  thereof  under  the 
direction  of  the  trustees  aforesaid,  for  the  improvement  or  embellish- 
ment of  the  said  cemetery,  or  of  any  buildings,  structures,  or  fences 
erected  or  to  be  erected  upon  the  lands  of  the  said  corporation,  or  of 
any  individual  proprietor  of  a  lot  or  lots  in  the  said  cemetery,  or  for  the 
repairs,  preservation,  or  renewal  of  any  tomb,  monument,  gravestones, 
fence,  railing,  or  other  erection  in  and  around  any  cemetery  lot,  or  for 
planting  and  cultivation  of  trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  and  plants  in  or 
around  any  cemetery  lot,  according  to  the  terms  of  such  grant,  dona- 
tion, or  bequest ;  and  the  supreme  court,  or  any  court  having  equity 
jurisdiction,  shall  have  full  power  and  jurisdiction  to  compel  the  due 
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performance  of  the  said  trusts,  or  any  of  them,  upon  complaint  made  <iiotion  of 
by  a  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any  lot  or  lots  in  the  said  cemetery  ^^^^^- . 
for  that  purpose. 

§5.  The  said  plot  or  lots  when  conveyed  by  said  corporation  toLoteindi- 
individual  proprietors  shall  be  indivisible,  but  may  be  held  and  owned  ^'**^^'*' 
in  individual  shares.    Any  person  who  shall  willfully  destroy,  mutilate,  wuimi 
deface,  injure,  or  remove  any  tomb,  monument,  gravestone,  or  other  {Jotf™^^ 
structure  placed  in  the  cemetery  aforesaid,  or  any  fence,  railing,  or  of  prop-** 
other  work  for  the  protection  or  ornament  of  the  said  cemetery,  or  any  ^'^^' 
tomb,  monument,  or  gravestone,  or  other  structure  aforesaid,  or  of  any 
cemetery  lot  within  tne  cemetery  aforesaid,  or  shall  willfully  destroy, 
cut,  break,  or  injure  any  tree,  shrub,  or  plant  within  the  limits  of  said 
cemetery,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  Penalty, 
conviction  thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  within  the  said  county,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  according  to 
the  nature  and  aggravation  of  the  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  not  less 
than  one  month  nor  more  than  three  years ;  and  such  offender  shall  also  Aotions 
be  liable  to  an  action  for  trespass,  to  be  brought  against  him  in  any  pj^f®*" 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  said  corporation,  to  pay 
all  such  damages  as  shall  have  been  occasioned  by  his  unlawful  act  or 
acts,  which  money,  when  recovered,  shall  be  applied  by  said  corpora- 
tion, under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  the  reparation 
and  restoration  of  the  property  destroyed  or  injured  as  aforesaid.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-one 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled 
"An  act  to  conform  the  charters  of  all  savings  banks  or  in- 
stitutions for  savings  to  a  uniformity  of  powers,  rights,  and 
liabilities,  and  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  savings 
banks,  for  their  supervision,  and  for  the  administration  of 
their  aflfairs."  „        ,,    „^  ,„,^ 

Passed  May  30, 1879. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly y 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  forty-four  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  "An  act 
to  conform  the  charters  of  all  savings  banks  or  institutions  for  savings 
to  a  uniformity  of  powers,  rights,  and  liabilities,  and  to  provide  for  tlie 
organization  of  savings  banks,  for  their  supervision  and  for  the  admin- 
istration of  their  affairs,*'  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  44.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  superintendent,  from  any  Duty  of  i 
examination  made  by  him,  or  from  the  report  of  any  examination  made  ton.'icnt 
to  him,  or  from  the  report  made  by  any  such  corporation  pursuant  to  }vhon^.iv. 
the  requirements  of  section  thirty-six,  thirty-seven,  and  thirty-eight  of  viofftto"''* 
this  act,  that  any  such  corporation  has  committed  any  violation  of  its  J.^^Jfj^JIl 
charter  or  of  law,  or  is  conducting  its  business  and  affairs  in  an  unsafe  bosiuvM 
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or  unauthorized  manner,  he  shall,  by  an  order  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
direct  the  discontinuance  of  such  illegal  and  unsafe  or  unauthorized 
practices,  and  strict  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and 
with  safety  and  security  in  its  transactions;  and  whenever  any  such 
corporation  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  any  such  report  as  is  here- 
inbefore required,  or  to  comply  with  any  such  order  as  aforesaid,  or 
whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  superintendent  that  it  is  unsafe  or 
inexpedient  for  any  such  corporation  to  continue  to  transact  business, 
or  that  any  trustee  or  officer  of  a  savings  bank  has  abused  his  trust,  or 
been  guilty  of  misconduct  or  malversatiou  in  his  official  position  injurious 
to  the  bank,  or  to  its  depositors,  he  shall  communicate  the  facts  to  the 
attorney-general,  who  shall  thereupon  institute  such  proceedings  as  the 
nature  of  the  case  may  require.    The  proceedings  instituted  by  the 
attorney-general  may  be  for  the  removal  of  one  or  more  of  the  trustees, 
or  for  the  transfer  of  the  corporate  powers  t^  other  persons,  or  the  con- 
solidation and  merger  of  the  corporation  with  any  other  savings  cor- 
poration that  may  be  willing  to  accept  of  the  trust,  or  for  such  other 
or  further  relief  or  correction  as  the  particular  facts  communicated  to 
him  shall  seem  to  require.     And  the  court  before  which  such  proceed- 
ings shall  be  instituted  shall  have  power  to  grant  such  orders,  and  in 
its  discretion,  from  time  to  time,  to  modify  or  revoke  the  same,  and  to 
grant  such  relief  and  render  such  judgment  as  the  facts  or  evidence  in 
the  case,  and  the  situation  of  the  parties,  and  the  interests  involved 
shall  seem  to  require ;  and  whenever  in  such  proceedings  an  order  shall 
be  granted,  upon  notice,  or  without  notice,  restraining  such  corporation 
and  its  officers  from  paying  out  or  disposing  of  any  moneys  or  property 
of,  or  held  by,  such  corporation,  the  superintendent  may,  and  if  directed 
by  the  court,  shall,  take  temporary  possession  of  all  the  assets,  property, 
and  rights  of,  or  held  by,  such  corporation,  and  hold  such  possession 
until  the  further  order  of  the  court.     If  a  receiver  be  appointed,  he 
shall,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  court,  proceed  with  diligence  to 
convert  the  assets  of  the  bank  into  money  and  to  make  distribution 
thereof.    And  every  receiver  of  a  savings  bank  shall,  whenever  required 
by  the  court  upon  the  application  of  the  attorney-general,  render  an 
account  of  his  proceedings,  and  shall  render  a  full  account  of  all  his 
proceedings  and  make  a  linal  distribution  within  eighteen  months  from 
the  time  of  his  appointment,  unless  the  court  upon  application  by  the 
receiver  and  notice  to  the  attorney-general  shall  give  additional  time 
for  that  purpose.     The  court  may  make  such  orders  for  the  payment  of 
small  deposits  by  receivers,  or  such  other  provisions  in  respect  to  such 
deposits,  to  facilitate  the  distribution  of  the  assets,  as  may  be  just. 
Every  official  report  made  by  the  superintendent  to  the   attorney- 
general,  and  every  official  report  duly  verified  of  any  examination  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all 
preliminary  legal  proceedings  on  motion  to  appoint  a  receiver. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  receiver  of  any  savings  bank  or 
institution  to  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and  on 
the  lirst  days  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  of  each  year  to 
make  and  file  a  written  statement  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  such  savings  bank  is  located,  verified  by  his  oath 
of  its  correctness  and  truth,  showing  the  amount  of  money  received  by 
him,  his  agents  and  attorneys,  the  amount  he  has  by  law  a  right 
to  retain,  the  items  for  which  he  has  retained  it,  and  the  distributive 
fthare  due  each  person  interested  therein ;  and  for  a  failure  to  comply 
with  such  requirement,  it  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  his  removal.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  taxes  assessed  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- three  in  the  town 
of  West  Farms,  and  for  the  payment  of  claims  against 
said  town. 

Parsed  May  30,  1879  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorky  represented  in  SencUe  and  Assembly ^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  To  enable  the  unpaid  gas-tax  assessed  in  the  year  eight-  unpaid 
een  hundred  and  seventy-three  in  the  town  of  West  Farms,  formerly  gj*/exied 
a  part  of  the  county  of  Westchester,  and  now  a  portion  of  the  city  and  with  imo- 
county  of  New  York,  to  be  paid  and  collected,  the  board  of  supervisors  '***'• 
of  New  York  at  the  next  session  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  which 
any  tax  may  be  levied,  shall  levy  upon  the  pieces  and  parcels  of  land 
affected  thereby  the  amount  of  unpaid  gas-tax  as  appears  on  the  return

of  it  as  may  require  or  be  in  need  of  t\\e  same,  and  which  cannot,  or 
ought  not,  in  his  judgment,  be  supplied  from  the  Croton  water-works. 
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and  to  purchase,  provide,  do,  and  perform  all  things  necessary  or 
proper  to  enable  the  said  twenty-fourth  ward,  or  said  part,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  to  obtain  and  have  an  abundant  supply  of  water

Hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  fire  insurance 
company,  organized  or  'incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to 
issue  any  policy  or  policies  on  any  one  risk  in  excess  of  ten  per  Centura 
of  its  paid-up  capital  stock  and  net  surplus. 

§  2.  No  fire  insurance  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other 
State  shall  issue  any  policy  or  policies  in  this  State,  or  on  risks  located 
in  this  State,  on  any  one  risk,  in  excess  of  ten  per  centum  of  it^  paid- 
up  capital  stock  and  net  surplus ;  and  no  person,  partnership  associa- 
tion, corporation,  or  company  of  another  country  shall  issue  any  policy

grand  councils,  and  districts  shall  be  kept  entirely  and  distinctly  apart 
in  separate  books  and  account^s.

Tfie  Peopls  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ^ 
do  enact  as  foUows  : 

Sbction  1.  The  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  is  hereby  author-  comp- 
ized  and  directed,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  h^e*ar*and 
bear  and  determine  and  adjust  the  claim  of  Francis  Sheridan,  filed  in  adjust; 
the  commission  created  under  chapter  four  hundred  and  seventy-three  ®^**™* 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  for  the  reasonable 
yalue  of  the  goods,  merchandise,  and  material  furnished  and  labor 
performed  in  fitting  up  and  furnishing  armories  and  drill-rooms  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  for  which  the  claim  is  made,  it  being  the  only  claim 
cognizable  by  said  commission,  and  duly  filed  therein,  that  was  not 
heard  and  determined  thereby.     In  the  exercise  of  the  authority  con- 
ferred by  this  act,  the  said  comptroller  shall  grant  the  said  Sheridan  a 
hearing ,  on  five  days'  notice,  and  witnesses  may  be  examined  and 
evidence  introduced  for  and  against  said  claim.     Due  notice  of  the 
hearing  shall  be  given  to  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  on  such  hearing  and  protect  the 
interest  of  the  city. 

§  2.  The  said  comptroller  shall  adjust  the  principal  of  said  claim  at  Claim,

AN  ACT  to  prepare  for  and  aid  in  closing  up  the  business 
of  the  improvement  commission  in  Long  Island  City. 

Pashbd  June  11,  1879  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Torky  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly  ^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  appointed  by 
and  under  chapter  three  huijdred  and  twenty-six  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  entitled  "An  actto  provide  for 
improvements  in  and  adjoining  the  first  ward  of  Long  Island  City,*' 
to  exempt  any  street  or  avenue  or  any  part  thereof  within  the  improve- 
ment district  constituted  and  established  by  said  act,  from  the  opera- 
tion of  said  act,  in  so  far  as  said  act  requires  the  grading,  sewering, 
paving,  macadamizing,  curbing,  guttering,  laying  of  crosswalks  and 
flagging,  or  such  one  or  more  of  them  as  shall  not  be  done  at  the  time 
of  making  such  exemption,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  to  be  just  and 
expedient  so  to  do.  Prior  to  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  office,  said 
commissioners  shall  make  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  treasurer  and 
receiver  of  taxes  of  Long  Island  City  a  certificate  or  certificates 
specifying  the  particular  streets  and  avenues  or  parts  thereof  so  ex- 
empted, and  also  specifying  the  amounts  assessed  upon  each  particular 
lot,  piece,  or  parcel  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  particular 
work,  improvement,  or  improvements  being  the  subject  of  such  ex- 
emption or  exemptions.  No  such  certificate  or  exemption  shall  in  any 
way  or  to  any  extent  affect  or  impair  the  lienor  validity  of  any  assess- 
ment made  under  said  act,  upon  any  lot,  piece,  or  parcel  of  land  in 
any  such  certificate  mentioned,  nor  shall  it  affect  or  impair  any  right 
or  remedy  for  the  enforcement  or  collection  thereof,  unless  payment  in 
full  of  the  residue  of  such  assessment,  with  interest,  shall  be  made 
prior  to  the  final  maturity  of  such  assessment,  as  in  said  act  provided ; 
but  on  such  payment  being  made  on  account  of  the  assessment  upon 
any  such  lot,  piece,  or  parcel  of  land  within  the  time  aforesaid,  such 
lot  shall  be  forever  free,  clear,  and  discharged  of  and  from  such 
assessment.  For  the  purposes  of  section  eleven  of  said  act,  the  amount 
of  the  assessment  upon  any  lot  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  gross  amount 
assessed  thereon,  less  the  amount  of  such  exemption,  if  any,  equitably 
creditable  to  such  lot. 

§  2.  In  making  and  levying  assessments  in  the  middle  and  eastern 
sections  of  the  improvement  district,  constituted  and  established  by 
said  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  commissioners,  and  the  assessors  of 
Long  Island  City,  to  levy  and  assess  in  the  manner  prescribed  by,  and 
under,  and  pursuant  tx>  the  provisions  of  said  act  as  hereby  modified, 
the  cost,  or  estimated  cost,  of  all  the  improvements  thereby  directed, 
in  one  assessment,  or  in  two  or  more  separate  and  different  assess- 
ments ;  but  the  first  assessment  levied  upon  any  lot,  piece,  or  parcel 
of  land  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  include  such  share  or 
proportion  of  the  cost  of  bridging  directed  by  said  act,  and  also  such 
share  or  proportion  of  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  commission  as 
said  commissioners,  and  the  assessors  of  said  city,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  deem  to  be  just  and  equitablcf.  Each  assessment  so  levied 
shall  embrace  and  include  such  items,  or  portions  of  the  work  t«  be 
done,  and  improvements  to  be  made  under  said  act,  as  said  commis- 
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sioners  shall  deem  to  be  for  the  public  interests ;  and  each  of  such 
assessment.s  shall  extend  tx)  and  be  levied  tipon  such  property  within 
said  middle  and  eastern  sections  as  said  commissioners  and  assessors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  deem  to  be  benefited  by  and  ought  to  be

Passed  June  16,  1879 ;  thi-ee-fifths  being  present. 

T/ie  PeopU  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  thirteen  of  chapter  nine  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  entitled  **An  act  for 
the  regulation  of  tenement  and  lodging-houses  in  the  cities  of  New 
York  and  Brooklyn,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Spaces  §  13.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  hereafter  to  erect  for,  or  convert  to,  the

§  14.  In  every  such  house  hereafter  erected  or  converted  every  hab-  Height  of 
itable  room,  except  rooms  in  the  attic,  shall  be  in  every  part  not  less  *'**<*'"*• 
than  eight  feet  in  height  from  the  floor  to  the  ceiling ;  and  every  hab- 
itable room  in  the  attic  of  any  such  building  shall  be  at  least  eight 
feet  in  height  from  the  floor  to  the  ceiling,  throughout  not  less  than 
one-half  the  area  of  such  room.    Every  such  room  shall  have  at  least  windows, 
one  window  connecting  with  the  external  air,  or  over  the  door  a  ven- 
tilator of  perfect  construction,  connecting  it  with  a  room  or  hall  which 
has  a  connection  with  the  external  air,  and  so  arranged  as  to  produce 
a  cross-current  of  air.     The  total  area  of  window  or  windows  in  every  size  of 
room  communicating  with  the  external  air  shall  be  at  least  one-tenth  windowA. 
of  the  superficial  area  of  every  such  room ;  and  the  top  of  one,  at 
least,  of  such  windows  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  feet  and  six  inches 
above  the   floor,  and  the  upper  half,  at  least,  shall  be  made  so  as  to 
open  the  full  width.     Every  habitable  room  of  a  less  area  than  one  certain 
hundred  superficial  feet,  if  it  does  not  communicate  directly  with  the  h^v"'«^.. 
external  air,  and  is  without  an  open  fire-place,  shall  be  provided  with  gui\  voaU- 
special  means  of  ventilation,  by  a  separate  air-shaft  extending  to  the  "*  °"' 
roof,  or  otherwise,  as  the  board  of  health  may  prescribe.     But  in  all  sleeping 
houses  hereafter  erected  or  converted  in  the  city  of  New  York,  which  ^^**"**- 
shall  be  used,  occupied,  leased,  or  rented  for  a  tenement  or  lodging- 
house,  every  room  used,  let,  or  occupied  by  any  person  or  persons  for 
sleeping  shall  have  at  least  one  window,  with  a  movable  sash,  having 
an  opening  of  not  less  than  twelve  square  feet,  admitting  light  and 
air  directly  from  the  public  i^reet  or  the  yard  of  the  said  house,  unless 
Bufiicient  light  and  ventilation  shall  be  otherwise  provided,  in  a  man- 
ner and  upon  a  plan  approved  by  the  board  of  health. 

§  3.  Whenever  it  shall  be  certified  to  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  Over, 
of  New  York  by  the  sanitary  superintendent  that  any  tenement-house  *^'""^^"^***fi^* 
or  room  therein  is  so  over-crowded  that  there  shall  be  aflForded  less 
than  six  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  -to  each  occupant  of  such  building  or 
room,  the  said  board  may,  if  it  deem  the  same  to  be  wise  or  necessary, 
issue  an  order  requiring  the  number  of  occupants  of  such  building  or 
room  to  be  reduced,  so  that  the  inmates  thereof  shall  not  exceed  one 
person  to  each  six  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air-space  in  such  building  or 
room.

there  shall  be  a  janitor,  housekeeper,  or  some  other  responsible  person,  hayejani- 
who  shall  reside  in  the  said  house,  and  have  charge  of  the  same,  if  the    ^*  ® 
board  of  health  shall  so  require. 

§  4.  The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  of  the  city  of  New  Tenem'nt- 
York  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  transfer  f^n^f 
from  any  unexpended  balances  standing  to  the  credit  of  any  depart- 
ment of  said  city,  or  shall  otherwise  provide,  and  shall  annually  here- 
after appropriate  to  the  credit  of  the  health  department,  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  known  as  The  Tenement  House  Fund,  to  be 
expended  by  the  board  of  health.

*^  *  recovered  by  the  board  of  health,  and  when  recovered  shall  be  paid

tire  Hne!    poration  shall  have  been  created  by  the  consolidation  of  a  railroad  cor- 
poration of  this  State  with  a  railroad  corporation  or  corporations  of 
another  State  or  States,  shall  have  executed  a  mortgage  upon  its  entire 
line  of  railroad,  and  a  sale  of  the  entire  line  of  road  under  such  mort- 

fage  shall  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  ordered,  adjudged,  and  decreed 
y  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  the  State  or  States  in  which  the 
greater  part  of  such  line  of  railroad  may  be  situated,  upon  the  confirma- 
tion of  such  judgment  or  decree,  and  of  the  sale  made  thereunder,  by 
the  supreme  court  of  this  State  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  some

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§  1.  All  that  part  of  Ninety-niath  street  between  Third  and  Fourth

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly , 
do  enact  as  foUows : 

Sbction  1.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller, 
from  the  several  funds  specified,  to  the  persons  and  for  the  objects 
indicated  in  this  act,  the  amounts  named,  or  such  parts  of  those 
amounts  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  accomplish,  in  full,  the  purposes  des- 
ignated by  the  appropriations ;  but  no  warrants  shall  be  issued,  except 
in  cases  of  salaries,  until  the  amounts  claimed  shall  have  been  audited 
and  allowed  by  the  comptroller,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine 
the  same.  The  persons  demanding  payment  shall  present  to  him,  if 
required,  a  detailed  statement,  in  items,  verified  by  affidavit ;  and  if 
such  account  shall  be  for  services,  it  must  show  when,  where,  and  under 
what  authority  they  were  rendered :  if  for  expenditures,  when,  where, 
and  under  what  authority  they  were  made ;  if  for  articles  furnished, 
when  and  where  they  were  furnished,  to  whom  they  were  delivered, 
and  under  what  authority;  and  if  the  demand  shall  be  for  traveling 
expenses,  the  account  must  also  specify  the  distance  traveled,  the 
places  of  starting  and  destination,  the  duty  or  business,  and  the  date 
and  items  of  expenditure.  On  all  accounts  for  transportation,  furniture, 
blank  and  other  books  ftimished  for  the  use  of  offices,  binding,  blanks, 
printing,  stationery,  and  postage,  a  bill  duly  certified  must  also  be 
furnished ;  but  whenever  any  appropriation  shall  have  been  made  for 
the  same  purpose,  or  the  amount  shall  have  been  provided  otherwise, 
the  sum  herein  directed  to  be  paid  shall  not  be  considered  as  an  addi- 
tion to  such  other  appropriation,  unless  it  shall  be  expressly  so  declared 
in  this  act.

Every  canal  boat,  and  any  vessel  engaged  in  freighting  Rates  of 
brick  on  the  Hudson  river  occupying  a  berth  next  to  any  pier,  whan,  whaifa«e 
or  bulkhead  in  the  cities  of  New  York  or  Brooklyn,  and  engaged  in  boats, and 
delivering  cargo  upon  said  pier,  wharf,  or  bulkhead,  or  receiving  cargo  Ja^Jyinr 
therefrom,  shaul  pay  wharfage  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  for  every  day  bricks. 
or  part  of  a  day  while  so  engaged ;  but  when  unloaded  such  canal  boat 
or  vessel  aforesaid  shall  pay  wharfage  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per

AN  ACT  to  authorize  gas-light  companies  to  use  electricity 
instead  of  gas  for  the  lighting  of  streets,  public  places,  and 
public  and  private  buildings  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns 
within  this  State. 

Paasbd  Jane  16,  1879 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorky  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Any  corporation  duly  organized  under  the  act  entitled 
''An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  gas-light  companies,"  passed 
February  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  the  sev- 
eral acts  amendatory  thereof,  may  use  electricity  instead  of  gas  as  the 
means  for  lighting  streets,  avenues,  public  parks,  and  places,  and  pub- 
lic and  private  dwellings  of  cities,  villages,  and  towns  within  this  State. 

§  2.  Any  such  company,  described  in  the  first  section  hereof,  shall 
have  full  power  to  carry  on  the  business  of  lighting  by  electricity  cities, 
towns,  and  villages  within  this  State,  and  the  streets,  avenues,  public 
parks,  and  places  thereof,  and  public  and  private  dwellings  therein  ; 
and  for  the  purposes  of  such  business  to  generate  and  supply  elec- 
tricity, and  to  make,  sell,  or  lease  all  machines,  instruments,  apparatus, 
and  other  equipment  necessary  therefor ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to 
lay,  erect,  and  construct  suitable  wires  or  other  conductors,  with  the 
necessary  poles,  pipes,  or  other  fixtures,  in,  on,  over,  and  under  the 
streets,  avenues,  public  parks,  and  places  of  such  cities,  towns,  or  vil- 
lages, for  conducting  and  distributing  electricity,  with  the  consent  of 
the  municipal  authorities  thereof,  and  under  such  reasonable  regula- 
tions as  they  may  prescribe, 

§  3.  The  city  of  Brooklyn  and  the  county  of  Kings  are  hereby  ex- 
empted from  the  provisions  of  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  pensions  to  widows 
or  children  of  officers  or  members  of  the  uniformed  force 
of  the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

Passbd  June  16,  1879  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly  j 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  relief  fund  of  the  fire  department  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  created  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  forty-two 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  and  the  acts  amend- 
atory thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  from  time  to  time,  to  pay  a  pension  out  of  the  said 
relief  fund  t<o  the  widow,  child,  or  children  of  any  deceased  officer  or 
member  of  the  uniformed  force  of  the  said  fire  department,  as  estab- 
lished in  the  city  of  New  York,  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  if  the  death  of  such 
officer  or  member  occurred  during  his  service  in  the  said  uniformed 
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force,  or  after  he  was  retired  from  service  in  said  uniformed  force,  under 
the  provisions  of  section  fourteen  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  forty-

Section  thirteen  of  title  two  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
fourteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  entitled  **An 
act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Watertown,"  as  amended  by  section  four 
of  chapter  eight  hundred  and  ten  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-one,  is  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follow^s : 

§  13.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  common  council,  as  Annual

Passed  Jane  16, 1879 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorkj  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly j 
do  enact  as  foUows : 

Section  1.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  of  the  city  of  New  changes 
York  may  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  within  two  years  from  JJJong'^^' 
the  date  of  this  act,  make  such  changes  and  alterations  in  the  map  or  mnp  au- 
plan  of  that  portion  of  the  city  of  New  York   lying  between  and  ****>*'**®**- 
bounded  by  One  Himdred  and  Forty-fifth  street  on  the  south,  the 
Eighth  avenue  on  the  east,  the  northerly  side  of  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-fifth  street  on  the  north,  and  the  Hudson  "river  on  the  west,  by 
laying  out  and  opening  streets,  avenues,  and  roads,  and  closing  and 
discontinuing  streets,  avenues,  and  roads,  desifimated  and  laid  out  on 
the  map  of  said  city,  but  not  yet  legally  opened  or  in  public  use,  as  in 
his  judgment  may  best  subserve  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  city, 
and  of  the  owners  of  property  affected  thereby.    And  the  said  com- 
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missioner  may  determine  the  width,  extent,  course,  and  windings  of 
MnpBhow-  any  street,  avenue,  or  road  so  laid  out  by  him.    And  he  shall  cause  to 
os^md'af  t)e  made  a  map  or  maps  of  said  portion  of  the  city,  showing  such 
terations    changes  and  alterations,  which  shall  be  signed  by  him,  and  filed  in 
and^flied.^  the  department  of  public  works,  and  copies  thereof  certified  by  the 
said  commissioner  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
and  of  the  register  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  and  from  the 
date  of  their  filing  the  same,  bhM  be  the  lawful  maps  of  the  said  por- 
tion of  said  city.     The  commissioner  of  public  works  is  not  required 
to  include  all  of  the  said  section  of  said  city,  and  the  changes  and 
alterations  to  be  made  therein,  in  one  map ;  but  two  separate  and  dis- 
tinct maps  may  be  made  and  filed  either  at  the  same  time  or  at  different 
times,  the  one  of  the  section  of  said  portion  of  the  city  lying  east  of  the 
Tenth  avenue,  and  the  other  of  the  section  west  of  the  Tenth  avenue. 

The  streets,  avenues,  and  roads  shown  upon  the  maps  of  said 
avenues*'  portion  of  the  city,  filed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
anuroiids  be  opened  upon  the  application  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works, 
in  like  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  opening  other  streets, 
avenues,  and  roads  in  said  city ;  but  no  street,  avenue,  or  road  for  the 
first  time  laid  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  opened 
without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  owners  at  the  three-fifths  of  all 
the  lands  fronting  on  said  street,  avenue,  or  road,  and  of  three-fifths 
of  all  the  lands  lying  between  such  street,  avenue,  or  road,  and  the 
street,  avenue,  or  road    parallel  thereto,  and  the  next  adjacent  on 
either  side ;  and  in  case  there  shall  be  no  such  parallel  street,  avenue, 
or  road  within  a  less  distance  than  three  hundred  feet,  then  of  the 
owners  of  three-fifths  of  the  lands  lying  within  three  hundred  feet  on 
either  side  thereof,  first  had  and  obtained. 
Grades.         §  3.  Whenever  any  street,  avenue,  or  road  is  so  laid  out  and  opened 
as  aforesaid,  the  said  commissioner  shall  have  the  power  to  &x  the 
grades  thereof,  and  to  change  the  existing  grades  of  intersecting 
streets,  avenues,  and  roads,  so  far  as  in  his  judgment  maybe  necessary 
to  secure  a  conformity  of  the  grades  of  all  of  said  streets,  avenues, 
Mapshow-  and  roads.

works,  and  copies  thereof,  certified  by  the  said  commissioner,  shall  be 
filed  in  the  offices  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  of  the  register  of  the 
city  and  county  of  New  York,  which  said  maps,  when  so  filed,  shall 
be  in  all  respects  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and 
commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  upon  all  persons  whomsoever.

Chap.  519. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  auctioneers  in  the  counties  of  New 

York  and  Kings. 

Passed  June  16,  1879 ;  three-fiftha  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ^ 
do  enact  as  follows : 

AnoUon.  SECTION  1.  No  auctioneer  shall  hereafter  demand  or  receive  for  his 
on  Judicial  86rvices  in  selling  at  public  auction,  in  the  counties  of  New  York  or 
Bales.        Kings,  any  real  estate  directed  to  be  sold  by  any  judgment  or  deaee 
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of  any  court  of  this  State  a  greater  compensation  or  fee  than  fifteen 
dollars  for  each  parcel  separately  sold ;  but  where  such  sale  is  made  at 
at  any  public  sales-room,  said  auctioneer  may  demand  and  receive 
such  further  amount  not  exceeding  two  dollars  for  each  parcel  sepa- 
rately sold  as  he  may  have  actually  paid  for  the  privilege  or  right  of 
making  said  sale  in  such  salesroom  as  aforesaid,  but  where  one  or 
more  lots  are  so  sold  at  public  auction  with  the  privilege  to  the  pur- 
chaser of  taking  one  or  more  additional  lots  at  the  same  rate  or  price, 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  auctioneer 
making  such  sale  from  demanding  and  receiving  for  his  services  the 
compensation  or  fee  above  allowed,  for  each  additional  lot  taken  by 
said  purchaser  under  such  option  or  privilege. 

§  2.  No  fees  or  compensation  which  any  auctioneer  receives  or  ia  Fees  or 
entitled  to  receive  on  any  sale  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sec-  gaSJ/Jf  Jot 
tion  shall  be  divided  with,  or  any  portion  thereof  either  directly  or  indi-  to  be  di- 
rectly allowed  or  paid  to  the  receiver,  referee,  sheriff,  or  other  officer  ^*^®*'' 
under  whose  direction  such  sale  is  made,  or  to  any  of  the  attorneys  in 
the  action  or  proceedings. 

§  3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  Penalty, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  oflFense,  and  also  by 
the  revocation  of  his  license  as  auctioneer.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  entitled  "An 
act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Kingston." 

Passed  June  18,  1879  ;  three-fifths  being*  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  entitled  "An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  city  of  Kingston,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
foirows : 

§  3.'  The  oflScers  of  said  city  shall  be  a  mayor,  recorder,  four  justices  city  oiii. 
of  the  peacej  three  assessors,  and  four  constables,  to  be  elected  by  the  ^^ 
city  at  large  ;  two  supervisors,  to  be  elected  from  each  department,  as 
hereinafter  provided ;  two  aldermen  and  three  inspectors  of  election, 
to  be  elected  in  each  ward ;  one  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  a 
treasurer,  a  clerk,  a  superintendent  of  streets,  sewers,  and  city  prop-

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorky  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly j 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Title  three  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  city  of  Lockport,"  as  amended  by  the  several  subse- 
quent acts  amendatory  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  sections :

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  /Senate  and  Assembly ^ 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  To  provide  the  money  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  fall-  issae  of 
ing  due  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  on  that  part  certm-  **' 
of  the  public  debt  of  Long  Island  City  created  for  the  purpose  of  procur-  cntes  aa- 
ing  a  supply  of  water,  for  which  interest  provision  has  not  been  made  by  '**°"^®*- 
tax,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  said  city  to 
issue  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness,  which  shall  bear  interest  not 
exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  be  payable  at  the  office 
of  the  treasurer  and  receiver  of  taxes,  not  exceeding  one  year  from  the 
date  of  their  issue.    They  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  treasurer, 
and  countersigned  -by  the  city  clerk,  under  the  seal  of  the  city ;  but 
such  bonds  or  certificates  shall  not  be  issued  in  an  amount  exceeding 
twenty-four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  not  be  sold  for 
less  than  par. 

§  2.  In  order  to  redeem  such  bonds  or  certificates  when  due,  with  Redemp- 
the  interest  thereon,  the  treasurer  and  receiver  of  taxes  of  said  city  ^°°* 
shall  set  apart  all  moneys  received  by  him  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  for  city  taxes  heretofore  levied, 
and  all  moneys  paid  for  the  redemption  of  any  lots,  pieces  or  parcels 
of  land  heretofore  sold  to  said  city  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  to  the 
amount  of  the  city  taxes  and  interest  on  such  lots,  pieces  or  parcels  of 
land,  until  a  sufficient  sum  shall  have  accumulated  to  redeem  such  bonds 
or  certificates,  with  the  interest  thereon,  which  said  moneys  are  hereby 
especially  pledged  for  such  redemption,  and  shall  be  set  apart  and 
used  for  that  purpose,  and  that  purpose  only. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

three,  the  collection  of  which  was  induced  by  the  wrongful  acts  of  the 
employe  of  the  State  then  acting  as  cashier  in  the  State  treasurers 
office,  upon  the  payment  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  The  comptroller  of  the  State  is  authorized  and  directed,  upon 
the  payment  of  said  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  execute  and 
deliver  all  papers  necessary  for  the  release  and  satisfaction  of  the  lia- 
bilities aforesaid. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly  ^ 
do  enact  as  folUnos : 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  grant,  use,  or  occupy  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  elevated  railroad  any  portion  of  the  following  named 
streets  and  places  in  the  city  of  New  York,  that  is  to  say,  Second 
avenue  below  Twenty-third  street,  Nassau  street,  Printing-House 
square,  so  called,  south  of  Frankfort  street.  Park-row,  Broadway  south 
of  Murray  street,  Broad  street,  and  Wall  street.  But  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  take  away  any  right  given  by  the  report 
of  the  Rapid  Transit  Commissioners  so  called,  or  any  existing  right  to 
cross  at  an  elevation  any  of  said  streets,  or  to  affect  any  act  heretofore 
passed  restricting  the  right  to  use  or  occupy  any  of  said  streets. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  for  the  better  protection  of  hotel-keepers,  inn-keep- 
ers, lodging-house  keepers,  and  boarding-house  keepers. 

Passbd  June  19,  1879  ;  three-fifths  being-  present.

Sale  of  Section  1.  Any  hotel-keeper,  inn-keeper,  boarding-house  or  lodgiug- 
of ^gue»u '  house  keeper,  who  shall  have  a  lien  for  fare,  accominodation,  or  board 
or  bonrd-  upon  any  goods,  baggage,  or  other  chattel  property  and  in  his  posses- 
ifliyuen.^'  sion  for  a  period  of  three  months  at  least  after  the  departure  of  the 
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guest  or  boarder  leaving  the  same,  or  who  for  a  period  of  six  months 
shall  have  in  custody  any  unclaimed  trunk,  box,  valise,  package, 
parcel,  or  other  chattel  property  whatever,  may  proceed  to  sell  the 
same  at  public  auction ;  and  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  may,  in 
case  of  lien,  retain  the  amount  thereof  and  the  expense  of  advertise- 
ment and  sale ;  and,  in  case  of  unclaimed  property,  the  expense  of 
storage,  advertisement,  and  sale  thereof ;  provided,  in  all  instances,  the 
notice  specified  in  the  next  section  be  first  given  as  therein  directed.

the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  November ;  nor  shall  any 
person  at  any  time  kill  or  hunt,  as  aforesaid,  any  hare  or  rabbit  with 
ferrets.     This  shall  not  prevent  the  owners  or  occupants  of  nurseries  or  Trapping 
orchards,  in  any  of  the  counties  in  this  State,  from  trapping  or  hunt-  2Rme"in  * 
ibg  hares  or  rabbits,  with  ferrets  or  otherwise,  within  the  limits  of  said  *>•  cnarus 
nurseries  or  orchards,  or  in  any  forest  or  field  adjoining  such  nurseries  riis."^"* 
or  orchards,  and  the  possession  of  any  Jiare  or  rabbit  may  be  excused 
by  any  person  proving  the  same  to  have  been  caught  or  killed  within 
the  limits  aforesaid.    No  person  shall  kill  any  quail  in  the  counties  of  Qun*i  in 
Montgomery,  Schenectady,  Saratoga,  or  Albany,  within  three  years  countiod. 
from  the  passage  of  this  act.    Any  person  violating  either  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  Penalty. 
in  addition  thereto  shall  be  liable  for  any  violation  of  the  first  provis- 
ion to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  quail,  hare,  or  rabbit 
80  killed,  exposed  for  sale,  or  had  in  possession.

for  sale,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession,  any  of  the  said  birds  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  so  taken  or  killed.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  in  addition  thereto  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  bird  so  taken  and  killed,  or  had  in  his  possession.  And  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  person  to  take  and  destroy  any  such  nets,  traps,  or 
snares,  whenever  found  set. 

§  12.  No  person  shall,  at  any  time,  within  this  State,  kill  or  expose 
for  sale,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession  after  the  same  is  killed,  any 
eagle,  woodpecker,  night-hawk,  yellow-bird,  wren,  martin,  oriole,  robin, 
bobolink,  or  any  song  bird.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  an^  in  addi- 
tion thereto  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  bird 
killed,  exposed  for  sale,  or  had  in  possession.

conferring  upon  boards  of  supervisors  special  powers  to  legislate  for 
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the  protection  of  fish,  birds,  and  game,  and  the  laws  regulating  shad 
fishing ;  saving,  nevertheless,  so  much  of  said  acts  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  sustain  any  right  of  recovery  or  condition  thereunder  for  actions 
or  prosecutions  heretofore  commenced.

AN  ACT  to  establish  school  district  number  eleven  in  the 

town  of  Newtown,  Queens  county. 

Passed  June  20,  1879  ;  thi-ee-fifths  being*  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Tork,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assetnblffy 
do  enact  as  follows : 

School dis-  Section  1.  The  territory  comprised  within  the  boundaries  mentioned 
tabUshed.  in*  the  next  succeeding  section  of  this  act,  or  so  much  thereof,  together 
with  so  much  of  the  adjoining  territory,  if  any,  as  shall  be  designated 
therefor  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  constituted  a 
separate  school  district  of  the  town  of  Newtown,  in  the  county  of 
Queens,  and  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  school  district  number 
eleven  of  the  town  of  Newtown. 
Boundft.  §  2.  Until  the  boundaries  of  said  district  shall  be  modified  or 
•  changed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  said  district  shall  be  bounded  and 
described  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  westerly  line  of  the 
Trains  Meadow  road,  opposite  the  residence  of  Alexander  Baxter; 
running  thence  southerly  to  Wooiside  avenue  ;  thence  across  said  av- 
enue to  the  southerly  line  thereof;  thence  along  said  line  to  a  point 
where  it  intersects  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  land  belonging  to 
Francis  Walker;  thence  along  said  last-mentioned  line  southwesterly 
to  the  northerly  line  of  land  belonging  to  Joseph  Cornell :  thence  south- 
easterly and  southerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  said  Cornel  I's  land  to 
the  northerly  line  of  the  Flushing  and  North  Side  railroad ;  thence  along 
said  northerly  line  of  said  railroad  to  the  southerly  line  of  Thompson 
avenue  ;  thence  westerly  along  the  southerly  line  of  said  avenue  to  the 
eastern  boundary  line  of  land  of  Isaac  Soper ;  thence  southerly  and  west- 
erly along  said  Soper  s  land  to  the  western  boundary  line  of  land  of  John 
J.  Moore ;  thence  southerly  and  along  said  last-mentioned  line  to  the 
northerly  line  of  property  now  or  lately  belonging  to  George  G.  Andrews ; 
thence  easterly  along  said  northerly  line  to  the  western  Tine  of  property 
of  Herman  Witte  ;  thence  southerly  along  said  western  line  to  the  south- 
erly line  of  the  Calamus  Creek  road  ;  thence  along  the  southerly  side 
of  said  road  to  the  westerly  line  of  Fisk  avenue  ;  thence  southerly  along 
the  westerly  line  of  said  avenue  to  the  southern  boundary  line  of  land 
of  T.  Burroughs  Hyatt ;  thence  along  said  boundary  line  westerly, 
northerly,  and  north  westerly  to  a  point  where  said  boundary  line  inter- 
sects the  eastern  boundary  line  of  land  now  or  formerly  belonging  to 
James  Maurice ;  thence  along  said  last-mentioned  line  to  the  northerly 
line  of  the  Bushwick  and  NewtowTn  Turnpike  or  Shell  road ;  thence

commissioner  in,  and  for  the  second  assembly  district  of  Queens  county  npon  tax-i 
shall  prepare  and  serve  upon  a  taxable  inhabitant  of  the  district  Ufitri^t.^^ 
hereby  created,  a  notice  in  writing  describing  said  district,  and  appoint- 
ing a  time  and  place  therein  for  the  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  district  officers  for  said  district. 

§  4.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  it  shall   be  the  duty  of  such  inhab-  Posting  of 
itant  to  notify  the  other  inhabitants  of  such  district,  qualified  to  vote  notic^ 
at  school  meetings,  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  by  posting 
a  copy  of  such  notice  in  at  least  ten  public  places  within  such  district 
at  least  six  days  before  such  meeting. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  elected  at  such  meeting  three  trustees,  a  district  Election 
clerk,  a  librarian,  and  a  collector  of  taxes  for  such  district ;  the  said  omoen.^^ 
district  clerk,  the  librariati,  and  the  collector  of  taxes  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  from  the  time  of  such  election  until  the  second  Wed- 
nesday of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty ;  and  an- 
nually thereafter,  on  said  second  Wednesday  of  October,  their  succes- 
sors shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Of  the  trustees  so  to  be 
elected  at  such  meeting',  one  shall  hold  office  from  the  time  of  said 
election  until  the  second  Wednesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty,  the  other  until  the  second  Wednesday  of  October, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  the  third  until  the 
second  Wednesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two.

test  in  a  practical  way  the  advantages  of  said  Cooke's  system  of  towing 
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by  tractor,  or  floating  locomotives,  from  or  upon  a  submerged  railway- 
in  the  bottom  of  the  canal,  provided  the  same  shall  be  done  at  his  or 
their  own  cost  and  expense,  and  the  same  when  constructed  and  in 
operation  shall  not  obstruct  canal  navigation  ;  provided,  further,  said 
test  shall  be  made  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act.

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§  866.  "  If  the  person  subpoenaed  and  attending  or  brought  as  pre-  When  wit- 
scribed  in  the  last  section,  before  an  officer,  or  other  person  or  a  body,  imprison® 
refuses  without  reasonable  cause  to  be  examined,  or  to  answer  a  legal  ©d. 
and  pertinent  question,  or  to  produce  a  book  or  paper  which  he  was 
directed  to  bring  by  the  terms  of  the  subpoena,  or  to  subscribe  his 
deposition  after  it  has  been  correctly  reduced  to  writing,  the  person 
issuing  the  subpoena,  if  he  is  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  or  not  of 
record,  may  forthwith,  or  if  he  is  not,  then  any  judge  of  such  court 
may  upon  proof  by  affidavit  of  the  facts  by   warrant  commit  the 
offender  to  jail,  there  to  remain  until  he  submits  to  do  the  act  which 
he  was  so  required  to  do  or  is  discharged,  according  to  law."

A  dispute  having  arisen  between  the  ofl&cera  of  the  respective  towns 
of  Edmeston  and  Burlington,  in  the  county  of  Otsego,  in  respect 
to  the  division  line  between  said  towns,  from  the  town  line  of 
New  Lisbon  to  the  town  line  of  Plainfield,  and  said  dispute  having 
been  represented  to  me  by  E.  D.  Mills,  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Bur- 
lington, and  William  Talbott,  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Edmeston 
aforesaid,  on  behalf  of  the  authorities  thereof,  as  relating  to  the  true 
location,  and  requesting  the  State  engineer  and  surveyor  to  run  said 
line,  and  establish  the  correct  location  thereof,  and  having  duly  notified, 
in  writing,  the  parties  to  said  dispute,  and  obtained  their  statements 
and  representations  respectively,  and  having  deemed  it  necessary  to 
direct  a  survey  of  said  line,  and  having  directed  the  supervisors  afore- 
said to  make  such  survey,  and  the  said  supervisors  having  employed 
Edward  C.  Beals,  a  practical  surveyor,  to  make  such  survey ;  and  the 
said  Edward  0.  Beals  having  made  said  survey,  and  delivered  to  me 
the  returns,  and  map  thereof,  dated  the  fourth  day  of  November,  1878, 
and  the  said  supervisors  of  the  towns  of  Edmeston  and  Burlington 
having  certified  that  they  were  present  when  the  survey  was  made, 
and  that  it  is  as  near  correct  as  possible,  and  satisfactory  to  said 
supervisors : 

I  do  now,  therefore,  adjudge,  determine,  and  declare  that  the  tme 
and  legal  place  of  the  disputed  bounds  of  the  above-mentioned  towns  is 
as  follows :  That  is  to  say :  Beginning  at  a  stake  and  stones  standing 
in  the  south  line  of  the  town  of  Plainfield,  and  running  south  twelve 
degrees  twelve  minutes  west,  as  the  needle  pointed  in  1878,  to  the  pan- 
try window  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Cutler  house,  one  hundred 
and  sixty-four  chains,  thence  in  the  same  direction,  five  hundred  and 
ten  chains,  to  a  stake  and  stones  standing  in  the  north  line  of  the  town 
of  New  Lisbon — whole  distance,  six  hundred  and  seventy-four  chains. 

The  said  line  above  described  is  hereby  determined  and  declared  to 
be  the  true  line,  intended  and  established  by  law,  as  the  portion  of  the 
bounds  of  the  said  towns  of  Edmeston  and  Burlington.

AN  ACT   to   alter   the   town  line   between  the  towns  of 
Groveland  and  Mount  Morris,  in  the  county  of  Livingston. 

Pahsbd  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  said  county  of  Livingston,  December 
twelve,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy -eight ;  two-thirds  of  ail  the  members 
elected  to  said  board  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Livingston  do  enact  as 

foUows : 

Sbotion  1.  The  town  line  between  the  towns  of  Oroveland  and 
Mount  Morris,  in  said  county,  is  hereby  altered  so  that  the  same  shall 
run  as  follows,  viz. :  Beginning  at  the  center  of  the  old  river  channel 
of  the  Genesee  river,  on  the  west  line  of  the  said  town  of  Groveland, 
and  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  said  town  of  Mount  Morris,  and  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  town  of  Leicester ;  thence  down  the  center  of 
said  old  river  channel  to  the  center  of  the  Canaseraga  creek ;  thence 
up  the  center  of  said  Canaseraga  creek  until  the  same  is  intersected 
by  the  present  town  line  between  said  towns  of  Groveland  and  Mount 
Morris ;  thence  south  about  twelve  chains  along  the  said  town  line  as 
it  now  exists,  until  the  same  again  intersects  the  center  of  said 
Canaseraga  creek ;  thence  up  the  center  of  said  creek  to  the  old  mouth 
of  the  Cushaqua  creek ;  thence  up  the  center  of  said  Cushaqua 
creek  three  chains  and  eleven  links  to  the  present  town  line 
between  said  towns,  at  a  point  distant  ninety-eight  chains  and 
ninety-six  links  in  a  direct  line  from  the  place  of  beginning ;  and 
thence  southerly  on  the  town  line  between  said  towns,  as  the  same  now 
exists.  All  the  territory  lying  west  of  the  line  above  described, 
and  which  has  heretofore  formed  a  part  of  the  town  of  Groveland,  is 
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hereby  annexed  to  the  town  of  Mount  Morris,  and  shall  and  after  this 
act  takes  effect  form  a  part  thereof ;  and  the  town  of  Mount  Morris 
shall  forever  be  entitled  to  levy  and  collect  the  tax  on  the  above 
described  property. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  but  the  taxes  levied  and  assessed  for 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  upon  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  situate  in  said  territory  so  annexed  to  the  town  of  Mount 
Morris,  shall  be  collected  by  the  collector  of  the  town  of  Groveland  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION 
Relative  to  assessment  and  taxation. 

Whereas,  The  subject  of  making  a  thorough  revision  of  the  tax 
laws  of  the  State  is  one  which  seems  to  demand  action  on  the  part  of 
the  legislature ;  and 

Whereas,  The  investigation  requisite  to  a  wise  revision  of  such 
laws  is  a  work  of  so  much  magnitude  that  it  cannot  be  done  within  the 
time  embraced  in  one  session  of  the  legislature ;  and 

Whereas,  Not  less  than  six  different  bills  relating  to  this  subject 
have  been  introduced  during  the  present  session,  none  of  which  are 
likely  to  be  approved  in  their  present  form ;  and 

Whereas,  Out  of  these  several  bills,  supplemented  by  such  informa- 
tion as  can  be  gathered  by  examining  the  revisions  of  the  tax  laws  of 
other  States,  the  effect  of  the  application  of  such  revision,  together  with 
a  proper  study  of  the  effect  to  be  produced  upon  manufacturing  and 
other  interests  by  changing  existing  methods,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
senate  and  assembly  that  a  plan  can  be  devised  which  will  reconcile 
the  irregularities  of  taxation  upon  real  and  personal  property ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  not  only  impracticable,  but  it  w^ould  be  unwise 
without  thorough  inquiry  as  to  the  effect  likely  to  be  produced  upon 
the  various  industrial  interests  of  the  State,  to  enact  a  law  producing 
radical  changes  from  the  present  system ;  therefore 

Resolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  the  committee  of  finance  of 
the  senate  and  the  committee  of  ways  and  means  of  the  assembly  be 
directed  to  prepare  a  bill  which  shall  provide  for  the  creation  of  a 
commission  composed  of  eminent  citizens,  selected  solely  with  refer- 
ence to  their  qualifications  for  the  work  to  be  performed,  and  that  the 
commission  so  created  be  directed  to  make  an  examination  of  the  tax 
laws  of  the  State,  also  to  gather  all  needed  information  in  relation  to 
the  laws  of  other  States,  and  in  relation  to  the  best  method  of  readjust-

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION 

Proposing  amendments  to  section  six  of  article  ten,  and  sec- 
tions two,  five,  and  six  of  article  three  of  the  Constitution, 
providing  for  biennial  sessions  of  the  legislature. 

Resolted  (if  the  senate  concur),  That  section  six  of  article  ten  of  the 
constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  6.  The  political  year  and  legislative  term  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  and  the  legislature  shall,  every  second  year,  assemble 
on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  January,  unless  a  differ- 
ent day  shall  be  appointed  by  law. 

Resolved  (if  the  senate  concur),  That  sections  two,  five,  and  six  of 
article  three  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  2.  The  senate  shall  consist  of  thirty-two  members,  and  the  sena- 
tors shall  be  chosen  for  four  years.  The  assembly  shall  consist  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  members,  who  shall  be  chosen  for  two 
years. 

§  5.  The  assembly  shall  consist  of  one  humired  and  twenty-eight 
members  elected  for  two  years.    The  members  of  assembly^  shall  be 
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apportioned  among  the  several  counties  of  the  State  by  the  legislature, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  according  to  the  number  of  their  respective 
inhabitants,  excluding  aliens,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  single  districts. 
The  assembly  districts  shall  remain  as  at  present  organizea,  until  after 
the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-five.  The  legislature,  at  its  first  session  after  the 
retuni  of  every  enumeration,  shall  apportion  the  members  of  assembly 
among  the  several  counties  of  the  State  in  the  manner  aforesaid ;  and 
the  board  of  supervisors  in  such  counties  as  may  be  entitled  under  such 
apportionment  to  more  than  one  member,  except  the  city  and  county  of 
New  York,  and  in  said  city  and  county  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said 
city  shall  assemble  at  such  time  as  the  legislature  making  such  appor- 
tionment shall  prescribe,  and  divide  their  respective  counties  into 
assembly  districts,  each  of  which  districts  shall  consist  of  convenient 
and  contiguous  territory,  equal  to  the  number  of  members  of  assembly 
to  which  such  counties  shall  be  entitled,  and  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in 
the  offices  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  the  clerks  of  their  respective 
counties  a  description  of  such  district,  specifying  the  number  of  each 
district  and  the  population  thereof,  according  to  the  last  preceding 
enumeration,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained ;  and  the  apportionment 
and  districts  shall  remain  unaltered  until  another  enumeration  shall  be 
made  as  herein  provided.  No  town  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation 
of  assembly  districts.  Every  county  heretofore  established  and  sepa- 
rately organized,  except  the  county  of  Hamilton,  shall  always  be  enti- 
tled to  one  member  of  assembly,  and  no  new  county  shall  be  hereafter 
erected  unless  its  population  shall  entitle  it  to  a  member.  The  county 
of  Hamilton  shall  elect  with  the  county  of  Fulton,  until  the  population 
of  the  county  of  Hamilton  shall,  according  to  the  ratio,  be  entitled  to  a 
member.  But  the  legislature  may  abolish  the  said  county  of  Hamilton 
and  annex  the  territory  thereof  to  some  other  county  or  counties. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  division,  at  any  time,  of  counties 
and  towns,  and  the  erection  of  new  towns  and  counties  by  the  legisla- 
ture. 

§  6.  Each  member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  for  his  services  an 
annual  salary  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  members  of 
either  house  shall  also  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every  ten  miles 
they  shall  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  their  place  of  meeting 
once  in  each  session  on  the  most  usual  route.  When  the  senate  ana 
assembly  are  convened  in  extra  or  special  session,  upon  the  call  of  the 
governor,  each  member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  an  additional 
allowance  of  ten  dollars  a  day,  and  senators,  when  the  senate  alone  is 
convened  in  extraordinary  session,  or  when  serving  as  members  of  the 
court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments ;  and  such  members  of  the  assem- 
bly, not  exceeding  nine  in  number,  as  shall  be  appointed  managers  of 
an  impeachment,  shall  receive  an  additional  allowance  of  ten  dollars  a 
day. 

That  the  foregoing  amendments  be 
referred  to  the  legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  of 
senators,  and  that  in  conformity  to  section  one  of  article  thirteen  of  the 
constitution  it  be  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of 
such  election.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION 
Proposing  to  amend  article  seven  of  the  constitution. 

Resolved  (if  the  senate  concur),  That  article  seven  of  the  constitution 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  first  and  section  second  of  article  seven  of  the 
constitution  of  the  State  are  hereby  abrogated  and  annulled. 

§  2.  Section  three  of  said  article  shall  be  changed  to  section  one, 
and  the  said  section  shall  herealter  read  as  follows  : 

§  1.  The  legislature  shall  not  lease,  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
Erie  canal,  the  Oswego  canal,  the  Champlain  canal,  the  Black  river 
canal,  or  the  Cayuga  and  Senaca*  canal,  but  they  shall  remain  the 
property  of  the  State,  and  under  its  manageilient  forever.  The  rates 
of  toll  on  persons  and  property  transported  on  the  canals  shall  not  be 
reduced  below  those  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two, 


*  So  in  the  original. 
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except  by  the  caual  board,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  legislature.  All 
contracts  for  work  or  materials  on  any  canal  shall  be  made  with  the 
person  who  shall  offer  to  do  or  provide  the  same  at  the  lowest  price, 
with  adequate  security  for  their  performance.  No  extra  compensation 
shall  be  made  to  any  contractor,  but  if,  from  any  unforeseen  cause,  the 
terms  of  any  contract  shall  prove  to  be  unjust  and  oppressive,  the  canal 
board  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  contractor,  cancel  such  contract. 

§  3.  Hereafter  the  expenditures  for  collection,  superintendence, 
ordinary  or  extraordinary  repairs  on  the  canals  named  in  the  first 
section  of  this  article  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  year,  their  gross  receipts 
for  the  previous  year,  except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  created  a  fund,  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund,  which  shall  be  made  up 
in  the  following  manner: 

1.  Of  all  funds  that  may  be  derived  from  any  lease,  sale,  or  other 
disposition  of  any  canal,  other  than  the  canals  named  in  the^rst  section 
of  this  article. 

2.  From  any  excess  of  gross  receipts  of  the  previous  year,  beyond 
the  expenditures  for  collection,  superintendence)  ordinary  and  extra- 
ordinary repairs  on  the  canals  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  article, 
for  the  year  next  subsequent  thereto. 

3.  By  the  transfer  thereto  of  the  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars  now  in  the  treasury,  which  has  been  paid  therein  in  pursuance 
of  the  requirements  of  act,  chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six  for  the  deepening  of 
the  channel  of  the  canal.  All  of  which  fund  so  hereby  .created  shall 
be  invested  in  stocks  or  bonds  of  this  State  or  the  United  States,  and 
may,  under  the  direction  and  enactment  of  the  legislature  from  time  to 
time,  be  appropriated  to  make  up  any  deficiency  to  meet  the  ordinary 
or  extraordinary  expenditures  of  the  canals  beyond  the  requirements 
and  restrictions  of  the  second  section  of  this  article,  or  for  permanent 
improvement  of  the  canals.  And  in  addition  hereto,  in  case  of  any 
extraordinary  necessity  arising  out  of  any  unforeseen  or  unprovided 
for  disaster  to  the  canals,  the  legislature  may,  in  its  discretion,  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the 
legislature,  appropriate  a  sum  in  any  one  year  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  out  of  the  general  fund  for  the  purposes  of 
canal  reparation  and  restoration,  which  last-mentioned  sum  shall  be 
restored  to  the  general  fund  from  the  fund  herein  created  as  soon  as 
may  be,  and  in  preference  to  any  other  claim  upon  such  fund. 

§  5.  Strike  out  sections  four,  five,  and  six ;  make  sections  seven, 
eight,  nine,  ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen  and  fourteen  to  read  sections 
four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight,  nine,  t-en,  and  eleven. 

§  11.  The  present  canal  funded  debt  shall  hereafter  be  named  a 
general  fund  debt,  and  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  the  time  or  the 
times  when  the  same  becomes  due  by  taxation,  and  the  payment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  thereof  shall  be  provided  for  by  a  sinking 
fund  in  the  same  manner  as  now,  except  that  the  income  from  the 
canals  shall  not  be  called  upon  for  that  purpose. 

§  12.  This  article  of  the  constitution  hereby  reconstnicted  shall  be 
and  remain  article  seven  of  the  constitution,  in  place  and  stead  of 
article  seven  of  the  constitution  hereby  amended.

Proposing  an  amendment  to  article  six  of  the  constitution. 

Resolved  (if  the  assembly  concur),  That  sections  twelve  and  thirteen 
of  article  six  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  12.  The  superior  court  of  the  city  of  New  York,  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  the  superior  court  of 
Buffalo,  and  the  city  court  of  Brooklyn,  are  continued,  with  the  powers 
and  jurisdiction  they  now  severally  have,  and  such  further  civil  and 
criminal  jurisdiction  as  may  be  conferred  by  law.  The  superior  court 
of  New  York  shall  be  composed  of  the  six  judges  in  ofice  at  the  adop- 
tion of  this  article,  and  their  successors.  The  court  of  common  pleas 
of  New  York,  of  the  three  judges  then  in  office,  and  their  successors, 
and  three  additional  judges.  The  superior  court  of  Buffalo,  of  the 
judges  now  in  office,  and  their  successors;  and  the  city  court  of  Brook- 
lyn, of  such  number  of  judges,  not  exceeding  three,  as  may  be  provided 
by  law.  The  judges  of  said  courts  in  office  at  the  adoption  of  this 
article  are  continued  until  the  expiration  of  their  terms.  A  chief 
judge  shall  be  appointed  by  the  judges  of  each  of  said  courts,  from 
their  own  number,  who  shall  act  as  such  during  his  official  term. 
Vacancies  in  the  office  of  the  judges  named  in  this  section,  occuning 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term,  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  vacancies  in  the  supreme  court.  The  legislature  may  provide 
for  detailing  judges  of  the  superior  court  and  court  of  common  pleas  of 
New  York,  to  hold  circuits  and  special  terms  of  the  supreme  court  in 
that  city ;  and  for  detailing  judges  of  the  city  court  of  Brooklyn  to 
hold  circuits  and  special  terms  of  the  supreme  court  in  Kings  county, 
as  the  public  interests  may  require. 

§  13.  Justices  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of 
their  respective  judicial  districts.  Judges  of  all  courts  mentioned  in 
the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  cities 
respectively  in  which  said  courts  are  instituted.  The  official  terms  of 
the  said  justices  and  judges,  who  shall  be  elected  after  the  adoption  of 
this  article,  shall  be  fourteen  years,  from  and  including  the  first  day 
of  January  next  after  their  election.  But  no  person  shall  hold  the 
office  of  justice  or  judge  of  any  court  longer  than  until  and  including 
the  last  day  of  December  next,  after  he  shall  be  seventy  years  of  age. 
The  compensation  of  every  judge  of  the  court  of  appeals,  and  of  every 
justice  of  the  supreme  court,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  abridged 
pursuant  to  this  provision,  and  who  shall  have  served  as  such  judge  or 
justice  ten  years  or  more,  shall  be  continued  during  the  remainder  of 
the  term  for  which  he  was  elected.
